Preface. 


Fifty years ago, the then editor of the "Lutheran", Blessed 
Dr. Walther, wrote the following words in the first issue of the 
new volume of this newspaper: "With the present issue we are 
beginning the third volume of our newspaper. We do this with 
a joyfulness which, we confess, we did not have at the 
beginning of the first two volumes. Not that our confidence in 
our powers has grown! What makes us so joyful is rather that 
we now quite obviously see the Lord himself promoting the 
cause, which this little sheet of ours would like to serve in its 
small part." 

What had happened, then, that Walther could be so joyful 
and confident? Let us hear him speak for himself. After he had 
described the sad state of the Lutheran Church in America at 
that time in the preface of the longer book, and had thought 
of the task of the "Lutheran" to point out the necessity of a 
sincere return to the Reformation, he continued: "The interest 
in matters of doctrine, which until now had been almost 
completely dead, has become active again. Luther's writings 
are again being brought out of the dust, reissued and put into 
the hands of the people. The confessional writings of our 
church are coming out of the night that covered them into the 
light of day again; one ceases more and more to be ashamed 
of them; one reads them again, makes the readers of the 
journals acquainted with them again, prints them again in part 
and refers to them. The carnal peace, in which one has 
slumbered so sweetly until now, no longer wants to be 
maintained. A great struggle has broken out, which becomes 
more general every day. Divorces are taking place 
everywhere, but at the same time there is a decided desire 
among the orthodox for the most intimate union. We are 
evidently at the gates of the very most important and, as we 
firmly hope to God, most salutary decisions for our Church." 

What Walther expressed so hopefully at that time, has 
been fulfilled by God's grace and help. 
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gone. In particular, the "decided desire among the orthodox 
for the closest union" was soon realized. Even before these 
words were written, two consultative conferences of 
orthodox Lutheran pastors had taken place in St. Louis and 
Fort Wayne in the spring and summer of 1846, at which a 
closer union of all faithful Lutherans was discussed and at 
the same time the outlines of a truly Lutheran synodal 
constitution were drafted. These preliminary discussions 
and preliminary work had already progressed so far that in 
that very first number of the third volume of the "Lutheraner" 
this draft could be published and submitted to the 
congregations for discussion and acceptance. Soon 
thereafter, the "Lutheraner", in accordance with an 
agreement, brought the following announcement: "The 
German Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio and 
other States will hold its first meeting on Monday after vom. 
Jubilate, April 26, 1847, at Chicago, Illinois." Accordingly, a 
number of pastors with their congregational deputies 
assembled in Chicago on this day also, and those who had 
participated in the drafting of the Constitution at the last 
conference, thereupon signed this Constitution in God's 
name with their deputies in public session, and thereby 
actually founded the "German Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Missouri, Ohio and other States." And had until then stood 
at the head of this paper: "Der Lutheraner. Edited by C. F. 
W. Walther," it now read, from the first number of the fourth 
volume, "Der Lutheraner. Published by the German 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and other 
States, edited by C. F. W. Walther." 

Since that time the "Lutheran" has been the organ of our 
Synod. For fifty years it has served its purpose as such. In 
its columns, our Synod has presented the doctrine it guides, 
the pure doctrine of the divine word, as it is clearly stated in 
the confessional writings of the Lutheran Church. 


But he also defended the truth against the falsifications and 
attacks of unbelievers, false believers and enthusiasts. The 
"Lutheran" has continued to inform the members of the 
Synod about all matters concerning the Kingdom of God in 
general and their Synod in particular, especially about their 
teaching institutions and missions, has reported joys and 
sorrows from the Synodal circle, and has communicated 
anything else that could be useful and beneficial to its 
readers. 

With God's help, the "Lutheran" will remain faithful to its 
task as a synodal organ in the fifty-third year beginning with 
this issue. It will follow no other path than that which our 
fathers, now at rest in God, the founders of our Synod, have 
shown it, in the certainty that this path, as before, so also in 
the future, will lead to the salvation of our Synod and of the 
whole Church. Thus he will continue to raise high the banner 
of pure doctrine, and by regularly appearing doctrinal articles 
will seek to establish his readers ever more firmly in the 
knowledge of the same. In addition to teaching, however, he 
must not refrain from teaching. He must continue to expose 
errors in doctrine and life, especially those that threaten to 
invade our Lutheran congregations and families, and to 
illuminate and combat them with God's Word. For this he has 
God's command, for this he takes the example of Christ and 
the holy prophets and apostles, for this he is urged by love 
for the erring and deceived. He does not fight out of 
selfishness and obstinacy, not for human things and 
opinions, as he has already been accused of and will 
perhaps be accused of in the future, but for God's truth and 
honor and for the salvation and happiness of men. 
Therefore, with God's help, such defense should always be 
done in truth and love. And already at its first meeting, our 
Synod passed the resolution: "In the instruction to be given 
to the editor" (of the "Lutheran") "it shall be recommended to 
him that he should, more than hitherto, keep abreast of the 
occurrences in the ecclesiastical field of this country.

Or thinkest thou, because the Scripture saith that God is 
one Spirit, and eternal, and omnipotent, and omniscient, and 
omnipresent, and holy, and just, and merciful, and true, - that 
therefore God is yet made up of separate pieces and parts, 
and can be divided, as it were, into separate pieces and 
parts? 

Dear friend! All these are but rays, falling upon the 
creature, of the one, wholly undivided and inseparable glory 
of God, which is His very being and wholly ineffable. 

Let it therefore remain that God's essence is a single, 
quite undivided and inseparable essence, as our Dietrichian 
interpretation of the Catechism also says in question 166. 

"Yes," thou sayest, "I will. But | also want to hear at last 
why the question is asked, who is the true God, since there 
is only One, quite undivided and inseparable Divine Being." 

Your desire shall now be satisfied, dear Christian. Hear 
then. 

God, who has revealed that He is one Spirit, and eternal, 
and omnipotent, and omniscient, and omnipresent, and holy, 
and just, and merciful, and true, and that He is one, and 
wholly undivided, and inseparable Divine Being, has revealed 
of Himself, in addition to and above all these things, one more 
special thing.

cannot be the true God! And therefore, dear Christian, we 
ask: Who is the true God? And we will answer, in defiance of 
all the world and all corrupt reason, and affirm: Yes, the Bible- 
God is the true one and only God, and all other dreamed and 
invented gods are idols! 

Now what this peculiar revelation of God of Himself is, and 
therefore who the true God is, we shall show in the next 
article.

Our missionary is already trusted everywhere, and he often 
receives letters asking him to come and preach God's Word. 
Besides, the Edmonton District is very rich in natural 
resources. There is found there fat soil, clear spring water, 
forest-fringed lakes, timber and coals, and berries of all 
kinds. The Saskatchewan River also carries gold. Although 
it gets very cold in winter, and the thermometer sinks to 52 
degrees below zero, - Alberta lies with Labrador under the 
same latitudes - there are not the dreaded snow storms of 
our northwestern steppes, because the rocky mountains 
form a protective wall. 

But now a little about the individual places. The principal 
parish is Stoney Plain. It has 22 voting members and owns 
a parsonage, church and a farm of 135 acres which the 
members cultivate. The proceeds go into the parish treasury. 
The people are zealous and willing, and keep diligently to 
the services. Seven miles west is a preaching place with six 
families. The same dwell on the extreme boundary. There is 
no settlement to the west of them. In Edmonton there is 
regular preaching to a small audience, and also five miles 
south of that city. Several families from one of our 
congregations in Minnesota, among others, reside there. 
The place gives good hope. The visitator also visited Beaver

There is a Unirte congregation there. As their pastor became 
a Presbyterian, many separated from him and asked our 
missionary to preach to them. This request was granted.

If anywhere, surely in public 
worship the distinction between rich and poor, which 
otherwise has its justification in the world and also among 
Christians, should recede. Let him that is rich, as Jacob 
saith, glory in his lowliness: for as a flower of grass he shall 
perish. Jac. 1, 10. That even such as are outside should be 
able with their filthy lucre to buy themselves an advantage 
over a poor Christian man in his own house of God, is a 
nasty thing. Even the poorest, plainest brother and the 
humblest, most meager sister in poor garments should be 
higher to us than the richest man of the world and the noblest 
lady of the world in velvet and silk and gold and precious 
stones. And that anyone should be able to buy the right to 
speak and vote in the congregation with his chair pension, 
rights that belong to the spiritual priesthood of Christians or 
are to be derived from it, is a mischief that is to be 
condemned in the strongest terms. In the Christian

The inhabitants of the town suffered 
great hardship. A petition was circulated among the bathers, 
in which the misery of the victims, whose possessions had 
fallen prey to the flames, was described in moving words. 
Rich and poor alike immediately contributed to alleviate the 
plight of the unfortunates. An old, graying sergeant with a 
stilted foot (he had lost a leg in the battle of Gettysburg) 
carried the petition around and received gifts. After three 
days, when he delivered his rich harvest to the leader of this 
charity movement among the bathers, the latter wanted to 
pay him for the trouble he had had. But the grey warrior said: 
"| ask nothing in return. | did it gladly. My ways and my work 
shall be my contribution. 

The next evening, in the hall of the inn, people asked from 
all sides, "Who actually gave the most?" Everyone wanted 
to know. The leader of the movement answered, "Without a 
doubt, the old sergeant did. It is true that he is not blessed 
with much money, but he devoted three days and half the 
nights to it, even though his leg made him very sore. For 
three days and half a night this poor man gave his time, his 
good will, his feet, yes, all his limbs and his heart to help the 
unfortunate. But that was by no means all. For three days 
and half the night he put up with the wry faces and unkind 
speeches that were heard when he made his request, and 
in spite of all the hostility he did not tire. Not only does he not 
want to know of any reward for his laborious work, but he 
has done the work cheerfully and confidently. Which of us 
has given more? From all sides it was then said: Yes, he has 
really given the most. He gave his heart and his person for 
the cause, and none of us did that; that is worth more than 
money. But now there is another question: How often do the 
headmen and parish collectors do as the old sergeant did! 
Day and night they are on their feet, visiting their confreres, 
seeking to give them a merry heart and a 


open hand for ecclesiastical and charitable purposes. They 
devote much time to the affairs of the church, the school, the 
mission, the seminary, the orphanage, etc., sparing no effort 
day or night, putting up with unfriendly faces and mocking 
speeches. Some people now seem to think that because 
such people give their persons and hearts to the cause of 
the kingdom of God and to the service of their neighbor, they 
ought to be specially belittled and unkindly treated. Others 
might give a few cents or even a few dollars - but would 
resolutely refuse to give what overseers and collectors 
willingly take on year in and year out, and which is worth 
more than a lot of money. Who then has actually given the 
most, such collectors or those who come forward with the 
cash money? Everyone can answer this question for 
themselves, can't they?

The "Synodal Friend,” the organ of the Michigan Synod, 
has, contrary to our expectations, behaved badly in its last 
numbers. The committee report on the Michigan affair, 
which, as has been testified to us several times, was kept 
mild and moderate, has evidently turned out too smoothly for 
the people who are initially responsible for the "Synodal 
Friend", and they now report to their readers this and that 
which should have been printed there, but which in fact and 
with good care was not written and not printed, and which 
they also did not find in the commission report.

Our position on the Michigan Synod is defined in the 
above-mentioned Commission Report as follows: "Instead of 
using the opportunity offered to it by the Synodal Conference 
for such negotiations, the Michigan Synod has unfortunately 
rejected them out of hand. In so doing, it has made it 
impossible for the synods of the Synodical Conference and 
their congregations and pastors, for the time being, to further 
recognize and treat it as an orthodox synod. It remains to be 
seen whether it will in some other way remove its Lutheran 
character from doubt and regain recognition on the part of 
the Synodal Conference. May God give her strength and 
grace to do so."") The Commission has thus gone no further 
than to state that the orthodox Lutheran character of the 
Michigan Synod has become doubtful through its own 
conduct and has remained so until then, and that therefore 
we cannot recognize it as orthodox Lutheran "until further 
notice," namely until it has removed this doubt, as little as 
one otherwise recognizes doubtful things as genuine and 
right, without thereby already condemning them as false, 
and as certainly it is an unreasonable and nonsensical 
imposition that one who has repeatedly cast doubt on his 
Lutheranism and has persistently refused to remove this 
doubt, should thereupon be recognized and treated as a 
sound Lutheran. A. G. 

A sample of what the Michigan "Synodal Friend" recently 
served up to his readers: "As long as we were externally 
bound to them, we were called, dear brethren, 'an orthodox 
synod. But as soon as we broke this outward bond, and that, 
as we expressly declared, 'not for doctrinal reasons,’ we 
were called false believers.

When the Reserat on Ecclesiastical Practice contained in this report 
was presented to the Synodal Conferences assembled at Evansville 
last August, one of those present, a delegate from the laity, said to the 
writer of it, "Why, this is an immensely important subject. If only all the 
members of our congregations could listen here!" Even if the latter 
was impossible, all who have the existence of a healthy Lutheran 
congregation at heart can now read the printed proceedings. They will 
derive great benefit and rich blessing from them. By means of a series 
of theses, it is explained to them what church practice is, namely "the 
totality of the activities and institutions that belong to church life as 
such"; it is shown to them that church practice is partly determined by 
God's Word, and partly left to the free discretion of the Christian 
congregation. This is then illustrated by examples, in which our time 
and our circumstances are always dealt with in a most instructive 
manner, and all false, un-Lutheran practice is proved to be such. One 
only has to read, for example, the remarks on the practice of the Lord's 
Supper, the practice of baptism, the practice of church discipline, the

In Christo, the Prince of Life, beloved assembly of 
mourners! 
Especially beloved grieving survivors! 

Our text leads us to the mountain Tabor. Our text chapter 
tells us about the wonderful transfiguration of Christ. We find 
God and men, pilgrims on earth and citizens of heaven, 
Jesus and three apostles, Moses and Elijah. We hear of a 
cloud and a voice, of light and darkness, of terror and joy, of 
mysterious conversation. But behold, one after another 
departs, one after another withdraws. And now it is said in 
our text: "But_when they lifted up their eyes, they saw_no 
man, save Jesus alone. 

Our blessed deceased read much in his life, studied 
much, associated with many people, high and low, saw much 
light and shadow in life, experienced much fear and joy in his 
heart, filled many a position in life, had to put up with many 
a circumstance and situation, and behold, one thing after 
another withdrew, one thing gave way after another, but One 
remained standing for him as the support of life, standing 
alone: Jesus alone. 

Shall | tell you, my dear hearers, the life and death of our 
deceased, his active 
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ministry, his conduct of office, yea, his inmost heart, on a little 
tablet for a lasting memorial write down, this is: JEsus alone. 
There was something very peculiar about him, one could not 
deal with him for a long time, so this stood out quite 
conspicuously: JEsus alone. 

Well, then, good attendees, let me now introduce myself 
to you: 


The confession of our late Father in Christ: Jesus alone. 
This was the slogan and the goal of his entire ministry, 
2. this has remained his strength in sickness and his 
comfort in death.

That the man around whose bier we are gathered here 
must have been something special is already shown by the 
extremely large attendance at his funeral. From near and far 
crowds have rushed to pay their last respects to him. There 
are pastors and professors present in unusual numbers, 
there are representatives of congregations he once served, 
delegates of pastoral conferences to which he belonged, 
representatives of the seminary for school teachers and of 
the theological faculty of St. Louis, of which he had once 
been a member. All bear witness that they have not forgotten 
and will not forget the deceased. 

And it is true, the deceased was an eminent man of our 
Synod, of which he was a member for forty-eight years, 
attending its meetings every one, except perhaps one or two. 
Important, responsible offices he held for years. He was 
theological professor, vice-president, visitator, 
representative of the synod to other ecclesiastical bodies, 
member of the most important commissions. In the synodal 
meetings and conferences he was one of the first, and was 
always to be found in the front row of the fighters for God's 
Zion. 

But as blessed as his work has been in all offices, as great a 
blessing has he been through his 


Even though he has donated many writings to our church 
bulletins, he has shown himself to be most effective and 
important as a preacher. He was ordained to this office forty- 
nine years ago. Yes, my dear friends, with his heart not only 
has a heart been silenced that was exceptionally warmly 
beating for God's kingdom, but also a mouth has fallen silent 
that preached the word of God so powerfully and eloquently, 
so winningly and convincingly, so enticingly and sweetly, so 
forcefully and movingly. But what was the content of all 
preaching, teaching, exhorting, pleading, 
comforting, all teaching, all pastoral care, public and 
particular? It was, as the text says, "But when they lifted up 
their eyes, they saw none but JEsum alone." He that had 
eyes of faith saw that the aim and motto of all his ministry 
was this: JEsus alone. Jesus Christ is the true God and the 
eternal life. This is certainly true, and a precious word, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners. There is 
salvation in no other, neither is there any other name given 
unto men, whereby we must be saved. There is one God, 
and one mediator between God and men, even the man 
Christ Jesus, who gave himself for all to be saved, that these 
things might be preached in his time. God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting life. 
| am the way, and the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me. We hold it therefore, that a man may 
be justified without works of the law, but by faith alone. He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved. This was the 
content of his sermon: Jesus alone. 

But how did he become such a truly evangelical pastor? 
He certainly had a great natural eloquence. He had the 
special gift of being able to explain even difficult things in a 
very gripping and popular way. He may have had a rich 
knowledge of the Holy Scriptures. But all this could not make 
him a true preacher.

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We all know, dear hearers, that all natural gifts, no matter ho 

glorious they may be, that all human wisdom and art, n 
matter how high they may be, cannot make a right preache 
after God's heart. Yes, all the world's reason and strengt 
cannot produce a preacher who feeds his flock according t 
Christ's mind. A truly godly, competent pastor can only b 
created by God, who creates a spiritually living one out of 

spiritually dead one, a spiritually seeing one out of a spirituall 
blind one, a believer out of a faithless one. A true preacher i 
prepared in the school of the Holy Spirit alone, throug 
wisdom from above, through living faith in Jesus Christ. Thu 
also our deceased became a true preacher. 

His youth falls into that sad time of rationalism. God's wor 
was precious and very rare in his homeland. He heard of God 
but not of the Triune One, Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, but 
an all-good Father who dwells above the stars. He heard oj 
Jesus, but not of the Son of God, nor of the Saviour an 
Cherisher of sinners, but of the Wise Man from Nazareth, th 
Teacher and Model of Virtue. He heard of JEsu's death, bu 
not of the atoning and sacrificial death, but of the martyr’ 
death for the doctrine of virtue. This was the doctrine whic 
was praised to him in the grammar schools and universitie 
as the right wisdom, as the true light, as enlightenment an 
progress. 

Now how was this young, fiery man, who had grown u 
with such teaching, to become a useful preacher of th 
gospel? Well, God knew counsel. When the time came fo! 
him to reveal his dear son to the deceased, the deceased wa: 
a student in Berlin. And behold, a professor of the universit 
aman who was a Jew by birth, but who had found Christ, ha 
to be the instrument of God, so that he began to see Jesus i 


immediately departed, and came across the ocean to 
America. Time does not permit us to tell you how wonderfully 
God arranged for him to come to Addison as a preacher, 
which he did in Pittsburg and St. Louis. But how he preached 
the law and the gospel here among you, dear members of 
this congregation, for eighteen years, and labored earnestly, 
by word and walk, to lead great and small, young and old, in 
the way of life, is known to all. 

True, the man who fell asleep was a preacher of the law 
with holy zeal; with mighty, powerful words he proclaimed the 
terrible, fire-burning wrath of God against sin. But to what 
end? Because he had experienced in his own heart that a 
man must first be terrified by God's wrath before he desires 
mercy, that he must first become bankrupt in himself before 
he accepts Christ, the crucified One, as his sole 
righteousness; that everything must first be taken from man, 
everything must be cast down, everything must disappear on 
which he places his comfort, before he can see Jesus alone 
as the salvation of his soul. 

It is true that with holy earnestness he punished the false 
teachings of the irreligious communities and the name 
Lutherans of this country. But why did he do this? Because 
he saw that they did not confess Jesus alone, and that they 
obscured and denied the doctrine of justification by grace 
alone through faith in Jesus. 

He did indeed severely punish the infirmities and manifest 
sins that were evident in the church. But why did he do that? 
Because he wanted to warn his church not to receive God's 
grace in vain. His church should also seek Christ as the 
power in sanctification. 

It is true at last that he had by nature a fiery, easily 
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a hitherto unknown light. What he read and heard aboutmovable, rapidly approaching temperament. He went to the 
Christ, the Savior of sinners, did not immediately strike hinnutmost limits. He was not afraid of any consequences if his 
as such a precious and valuable word. But the Holy Spirit did@cause was certain to him. Half-heartedness, lukewarmness, 
not cease until, through the ministry of a friend, he broughtwere abhorrent to his soul. What danger, if Jesus had not 
him to see how wretched and poor, how blind and naked anddwelt in him, if he had not had as his motto: Jesus alone. But 
miserable he stood before God, even with all his wisdom andthe Christ who was in him was gentle and humble of heart, 
honor.

We have all suffered a great loss in the death of this man. 
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There is also the worthy community here, which he served 
so faithfully with the last of his strength. 

But we pastors have also lost much here. If there was ever 
a man who attended the conferences eagerly and 
conscientiously, who did not let anything stop him, and who 
thereby showed how highly he valued the fraternal 
community, then it was the deceased. And even if he was not 
able to take part in the doctrinal discussions as much as he 
used to, he was still a living example to all of us of how 
faithfully and fatherly God guided our Synod and how highly 
he blessed it. He was and remained a faithful admonisher to 
remain firm and unwavering in God's Word. 


But there is one thing that sustains us in all our sadness, 
and that is this: In his sickness and death, Jesus has 
remained his only strength and comfort. 

Three times within a period of a little more than a year the 
blow has stirred the deceased. This shook his usually firm 
health. He has never quite recovered since either. It has been 
for weeks and months a slow sinking, a slow dying. But those 
were hard months for the deceased. He, who always had to 
work, who could not be idle, whose lively spirit always sought 
occupation, could find it so hard, so difficult, that he should 
now be idle, quiet, without work. But while he had to rest 
outwardly, God's Spirit was "working" in him. He wanted to 
complete the work he had begun. Not only were the vital 
forces worn out, but also what was left in him of the old Adam 
was discarded more and more every day. And in the furnace 
of affliction not only was the outer shell melted away, but at 
the same time what inward dross still clung to him. The 
deceased also recognized this and heartily thanked God for 
this affliction and suffering. He knew that these, too, had to 
serve his good. How sincerely he confessed and mourned his 
sins and his sinful destruction. But how glad he was that he 
had one Jesus. How certain he was that in Christ he had 
forgiveness of sins, resurrection of the flesh, and eternal life. 
How he longed and could hardly wait for Jesus to come and 
take him home. With what longing he prayed, "Come, come, 
Lord Jesus, bring me to you. How he became almost unwilling 
when a time of improvement came and he thought that JEsus 
had now withdrawn again. Such sayings as: Christ's blood 
and righteousness are my ornament and robe of honor, with 
which | will stand before God when | enter heaven; Lord 
Jesus, to you | live; Lord Jesus, to you | die; Lord Jesus, to 
you | am, dead and alive, make me eternally blessed, were 
his refreshment. But especially was the saying: The blood of 
JEsu Christ, the Son of God, makes us clean from all sins, 
sweeter to his heart than honey and honey jelly. This he could 
not pray enough nor hear enough. In short, JEsus alone was 
his comfort and strength in sickness and death. In his last 
days he lay mostly senseless. When now shortly before his 
end his son called to him the verse: 


“He that hath JEsum with him cannot perish, He that hath 
JEsum with him must die blessed", 


he opened his eye wide, and looked kindly on him; and what 
the tongue was no longer able to say, that the open, shining 
eye said: Yes, yes, JEsus alone is my comfort in death! 

That's how he fell asleep. He that dieth thus dieth well. 
For Christ is the resurrection and the life: he that believeth 
in him, though he were dead, yet shall he live. Now he is at 
home. Now is his faith and hope turned into beholding and 
enjoying. He is now delivered from all tribulation, has 
overcome sin, misery, death, the devil, and hell, and is with 
the Lord Jesus forever. 

What about us, my dears? And you, dear sufferers? We 
are all comforted, rightly comforted in God. We are 
sorrowful, yet inwardly joyful, for "blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord from henceforth. Yea, the Spirit saith, 
that they may rest from their labour: for their works follow 
them." 

May God also help us that in life and death we see no 
one but Jesus alone, amen.

"Lutheran" Catechism for the common Christian. 


(Continued.) 


b. The true, one and only God is the Father and the 
Son and the Holy Spirit. 


In the last article, dear Christian, we prepared you for the 
fact that today you will hear something special, wonderful, 
unique, unheard of in the world, absolutely 
incomprehensible to all human reason, from God in the Holy 
Scriptures. This is to happen now. Of course, it is already 
known to you from your youth. 

Who is the true God? - It is God the Father, God the Son, 
God the Holy Spirit; three distinct persons in the one united, 
eternal, wholly undivided and inseparable divine being. 

That's it. That's what the scripture says. This is the true 
God. Any other god is a false idol. 

Shall we explain? We can't. 

Shall we set this forth a little, and prove it by name from 
Holy Scripture? We will. 

Three therefore are they which testify in heaven, which 
bear witness and manifest themselves by the word of 
scripture; the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost: and 
these three are One; they are One God, One Lord, One only, 
Eternal, wholly undivided and inseparable Divine Being, 
beside whom there is none other. 

When the Lord Christ, before His ascension, gave His 
disciples the command to go to all nations and teach them 
and baptize them in the name of the true God revealed in 
Christ, He said: "Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost." Matth. 8, 19. 

When the Lamb of God was baptized in the Jordan, 
behold, the heavens were opened upon Him. And John saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a dove.

come upon Him. And behold, a voice from heaven said, "This 
is My beloved Son, in whom | am well pleased. Matth. 3, 16. 
17. Who was the "I"? It was the Father. And so the divine 
three-unity revealed itself. 

Paul puts the following greeting and blessing under his 
second letter to the church at Corinth: "The grace of our Lord 
JEsu Christ, and the love of God, and the fellowship of the 
Holy Spirit be with you all. Amen." 2Cor. 13, 13. 

John writes in his first epistle, Cap. 4, 13. 14. "By this we 
know that we abide in him (in God), and he in us, that he hath 
given us of his Spirit. And we have seen and bear witness 
that the Father sent the Son to be the Savior of the world." 

This holy trinity in the divine essence is not only taught 
by the New Testament in the Proverbs, in which the Father 
and the Son and the Holy Spirit are mentioned side by side 
and with one another, as in the ones just mentioned; but 
when the New Testament teaches in many places that the 
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that God "gave us of His Spirit" and "that the Father sent the 
Son to be the Savior of the world", 1 Joh. 4, 13. 14., He 
speaks of three different persons. Of three distinct persons 
in God the Lord Messiah speaks in the most unmistakable 
manner through the prophet Isaiah, saying, "| am he, | am 
the first, and also the last.... And now the LORD and His 
Spirit sends Me." And, "The Spirit of the Lord GOD is upon 
Me, therefore the Lord hath anointed Me. He hath sent Me." 
Isa. 48, 12. 16. 61, 1. The same Lord Messiah, after He 
became man, said to His disciples the night He was 
betrayed, "I will pray the Father, and He shall give you 
another Comforter, that He may abide with you for ever, the 
Spirit of truth." Joh. 14, 16. What can be clearer? If the Son 
asks the Father and the Father gives another Comforter, 
namely, the Holy Spirit, then Father, Son, and Holy Spirit are 
three different persons. Scripture teaches this throughout. 
And the Scripture also teaches how far and wherein the

This is also the teaching of the holy patriarchs and 
prophets in the Old Testament. 

Thus says The Lord God of Israel through the prophet 
Isaiah: "Listen to Me, Jacob, and you, Israel, My called one: 
It is 1, | am the first, and also the last. My hand hath founded 
the earth, and my right hand hath compassed the heaven. ... 
And now the LORD and his Spirit send me." Isa. 43, 12. 13. 
16. Here the Lord God of Israel speaks, and calls Himself the 
first, and also the last; and says, let the Lord send Him, and 
His Spirit. The speaker is clearly God the Son, the Messiah, 
whom the Lord the Father sends, and His Spirit, the Holy 
Spirit. 

The same speaker also speaks Isa. 61:1: "The Spirit of 
the LORD is upon Me, therefore the LORD hath anointed Me. 
He has sent Me." 

And the Old Testament, back and forth and throughout, 

bears witness, first, of the Lord Jehovah, who will send a 
Redeemer; second, of the Lord Jehovah, who will be sent 
and come as a Redeemer; and third, of the Holy Spirit, and 
likewise identifies Him as the Lord Jehovah. Thus also the 
Old Testament teaches the holy three-unity in God. 
When it is said that the One and only God is the Father and 
the Son and the Holy Spirit, it is not meant that these are only 
three different names for one and the same Person. Oh no! 
The Father and the Son and the Holy Ghost are three distinct 
persons. The Father is another person, and the Son is 
another person, and the Holy Spirit is another person. From 
what has been said so far this has already shone out clearly. 
But it is our duty to emphasize this very thing. Three distinct 
persons were clearly revealed at the baptism of Christ. When 
John writes. 


Spirit proceeds from the Father and the Son from eternity. 
"Thou art my Son, this day have | begotten thee,” says the 
Father to the Lord Messiah. Ps. 2, 7. And by "today" is meant 
the eternal today, eternity. And the Lord Christ says to His 
disciples, "But when the Comforter shall come, whom | will 
send unto you from the Father, the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall testify of me." Joh. 15, 
26. And St. Paul calls the same Holy Spirit the Spirit also of 
the Son, saying, "Because ye are children, God hath sent 
the Spirit of His Son into your hearts, crying, Abba, dear 
Father." Gal. 4:6 - The same is already expressed by the 
names Father, Son, and Spirit, or breath and breath. But the 
Scripture says nothing more of the distinctions of the three 
Persons in God among themselves. And we are to rest on 
this, nor want to Know more. We are also far too small and 
lowly to be able to puzzle out the mysteries of the divine 
majesty. Only what God Himself reveals in Scripture are we 
to accept with faith. 

But if we speak of the three Persons in God, and how 
they are distinguished from one another, we must never lean 
toward the idea that there are three Gods. No, there is only 
One God, only One, wholly undivided and inseparable 
Divine Being. The Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit are 
the One God, the One un-divided and inseparable Divine 
Being. And this, again, not as if the Father were a part, and 
the Son a part, and the Holy Spirit a part of this divine Being. 
We know that in God and the Divine Being there is no 
dividing and separating. Each of the three Persons is God, 
and in each is the whole of the undivided divine essence. 
Therefore, among these three Persons, none is first, none 
last, none greatest, none least; but all three Persons are 
coeternal, coeternal, coeternal. Let us call the Father the 
first,

From community - contributions. 


My dear! 

Since the questions you asked some time ago have 
meanwhile been raised from other quarters, | have preferred 
to answer them in this way for your and others’ benefit. 

It is certainly not reprehensible that a Christian 
congregation should work with all prudence and wisdom for 
the management of its church budget and the direction of the 
works which God has commanded it to do, and in the end 
also introduce certain appropriate regulations, and this is 
done according to the apostolic example, as St. Paul also 
gave the congregation at Corinth and the congregations in 
Galatia instructions to this effect, as reported in 1 Corinthians 
16:1, 2. And even this, that the members of a congregation 
agree to pay a certain amount regularly for church purposes, 
is not to be denied them. This too can be said, that the 
striving for a certain regularity in the offering of contributions 
for the purposes of the kingdom of God is_ highly 
recommendable, and that in many cases considerably more 
would be accomplished if such regularity were practiced. In 
all this, however, it must never be forgotten that a Christian 
congregation, which is endowed with high rights by God, 
does not have the right to make laws that would be binding 
on the individual members of the congregation. The church 
is not a republic, in which the people, or even the majority, 
rule; nor an aristocracy, in which a few are to have dominion, 
but a monarchy, a kingdom, in which only one rules and 
reigns, and can make laws, namely, Christ the Lord, who 
alone wants to rule with his word in his church. Where Christ 
has therefore prescribed in his word what his subjects shall 
do or refrain from doing, every Christian, whoever he may 
be, has to render obedience; but no one, no preacher, no 
board of directors, no majority of the congregation, not even 
the whole congregation, has the right to lay down laws and 
demand obedience to them. He who does this exalts himself 
against Christ the King. Where, therefore, a congregation 
makes institutions and ordinances of which it cannot say, 
"Here is God's word that it must be as we make it,” it cannot 
claim for such ordinances that all the members of the 
congregation must submit to them, but it must be left to the 
free discretion of each member of the congregation whether 
he will conform in his part to that which his brethren deem 
profitable. 

However, it is not at the free discretion of a member of the 
congregation whether to vote for the preservation 


For there we have the clear word of Scripture Gal. 6, 6; 1 
Cor. 9, 14; Gal. 6, 10, and whoever wants to evade this 
Christian duty sins and is also to be treated as one who sins, 
to be admonished, and where he does not give room for 
admonition, to be disciplined. But here, too, it is not for the 
congregation to determine how much a person must give for 
church purposes, and in general a congregation will do 
better if it applies the word of God in its midst in the proper 
way than if it tries to enforce with laws and requirements, to 
which it has no right, what should come as a willing sacrifice 
out of love for Christ and the brethren. 

To the further question, what is to be thought of a brother 
subscribing a contribution and not paying it afterwards, it is 
easy to answer this, that the subscription of a contribution is 
a promise which every honest man, and therefore certainly 
also every Christian, should keep, if such is possible for him. 
If, however, he had believed that he would be able to 
contribute a certain sum in his time, and then, when the time 
came, had not been able to pay what he had promised, it 
would be folly to punish him for both, because he had had 
the good will without being able to carry it out. Then the 
individual case will have to be considered everywhere, and 
in a brotherly way. Wishing you God's blessing with all my

The work of our Inner Mission, as can be seen from the 
parochial reports now arriving for the Statistical Yearbook, is 
making blessed progress everywhere. It is rare to find a 
remark that a preaching place has been closed due to lack 
of listeners or indifference on their part; much more frequent 
is the perception that such villages, which were still served 
by an external preacher in the previous year, have now 
become independent and have established their own parish 
office among themselves. Completely new fields have been 
tackled and German, German-English and English 
preaching places have been founded, some of which have 
experienced such growth that they will probably be able to 
appoint their own pastor in the next year. It is especially 
gratifying to note the zeal with which our dear traveling 
preachers and missionary pastors are concerned about the 
provision of the necessary youth instruction. Even if the 
difficulties that have to be overcome are great, even if the 
instruction is irregular and infrequent due to the 
circumstances, the beginning of a Christian church school 
has been made. In some places school can only be held on 
Saturdays or Mondays, in others only in the evenings, in still 
others only in the favourable season. One pastor travels 
miles in the evening to hold school in his branch, another 
has taken all his school children, fifteen in number, into his 
home - he lives, as he writes, "fortunately in a hotel" - and 
holds school with them in an old Court House. From some of

Already in the preface of this new issue of the "Lutheran" 
it has been pointed out what a glorious celebration of our 
Synod lies ahead this year: the celebration of its fiftieth 
anniversary, richly blessed by God. And since the 
"Lutheraner" is now preparing to contribute in its part to 
warming the hearts of its readers for this celebration, so that 
they will be filled with praise and thanksgiving to God for the 
special grace that he has shown to our fathers and to us in 
our synodal union, it might be appropriate to point out ina

Nowhere in the Holy Scriptures is there a commandment of 
our God for this. A synod is therefore not of divine, but only 
of human right. If our synod had been founded in the opinion 
that God had commanded such a union, the foundation of it 
would have been false and wrong. And likewise it would be 
false and wrong even today if we wanted to induce a 
preacher or a congregation to join the synod because God 
had ordered it. On the other hand, it would also be quite 
wrong and foolish to conclude that it is all the same whether 
one forms a synod and belongs to such a synod or not.

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The only way to be freed from greed, ambition, 
vindictiveness, and the love of sin in general, is through 
God's Word. Every Christian knows this. Yes, it is generally 
known that the religionless school nourishes ambition and 
the desire for reward in order to fight laziness, disobedience 
and other gross vices. In our church schools, however, the 
children are taught from God's Word not only to fear the 
gross works of the flesh, which the world still calls sin, but 
also to beware of the glittering vices which the world does 
not recognize as sin, self-righteousness, pride, selfishness, 
ambition, and the like. 

Thus the Christian school is a priceless source of 
blessing to our children. As much as there is in it, it makes 
our children truly wise, pious, and happy, here temporally 
and there eternally. Therefore, if we want to give our dear 
children the best we can give them for time and eternity, let 
us see to it that they fully enjoy the incomparable blessing of 
our parochial school. What harm then if we leave them no 
earthly goods? We can then one day, by God's grace and 
Christ's blood, die cheerfully, and when our children stand 
weeping at our deathbeds, we can confidently say to them: 
Dear children, we are now leaving you, we cannot leave you 
much money and goods, but because you have known the 
Holy Scriptures from childhood, they can instruct you to 
salvation through faith in Christ Jesus; therefore only keep to 
what you have learned from God's Word in your Christian 
church school, and God will be with you, and one day we 
shall meet again in the Father's house in heaven. 

But although our children are the first to enjoy the 
blessings of a Christian parochial school, they are not the 
only ones; Christian parochial schools are sources of 
blessing for the family as well. 

Yes, the whole family, especially the parents, are the next 
to be blessed by the Christian school. If Christian parents will 
only pay attention to this, they will notice how beneficially the 
Christian school works in the home, too; they will notice how, 
as a result of Christian teaching and discipline, the children 
grow up not only polite and modest toward everyone, but also 
willing to serve and loving toward their brothers and sisters, 
and above all obedient, humble, and reverent toward their 
parents. 

Of course, if the parents themselves are not Christians, if 
there are no morning, table, and evening prayers in their 
home and no communal devotions, if the tone and spirit in 
the home of parents and adult brothers and sisters is secular 
or even obviously godless, then it is no wonder that in such 
families little or nothing is felt of the blessing that flows to 
them through the school children from the Christian church 
school; For there, first of all, there is no sense or 
understanding of such blessings, and secondly, they are 
always destroyed by evil words and examples. But where a 
Christian spirit also prevails in the parental home, the 
Christian parochial school contributes in a great measure to 
the right shaping of life in the home and to the building up of 
the happiness of the whole family, in which the parents with 
Christian care look after the welfare of their children. 
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The children are devoted to their parents in love, reverence, 
and trust. And such a home, such a family, in spite of all its 
imperfections, is a paradise on earth. 

In addition to this, the Christian school also promotes the 
daily use of the divine word in the home. For if the children go 
to the parochial school, at home they must learn the 
catechism, take up the hymnbook, study biblical history, and 
consult the Bible. The father will listen to the son, the mother 
to the daughter, the grandparents to the grandchildren, and 
the older brothers and sisters to the younger ones, reciting, 
explaining, and listening to what they have learned. Thus in 
many cases, even where the home service had already fallen 
and church attendance had become sparse or had ceased 
altogether, God's Word comes again into the home and into 
use. Since God's Word is always equally powerful, whether it 
is spoken by a child or preached from the pulpit, the Holy 
Spirit can also work powerfully through the mouths of children 
on the hearts of the household and bring incomparable, 
eternal blessing. For example, a child says, "He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved, but he that believeth not shall 
be damned." This is what the apostate, unbelieving father 
hears. It goes through his soul like a sword. He thinks back to 
the blessed days of his childhood, when he was so blessed 
in the love of his God and Saviour, and remorse and sorrow 
fill his soul. He goes along for days, nay, for weeks, seeking 
to soothe himself with all sorts of things, but his anguish 
increases. Then one evening his little daughter comes to him 
and says: "Father, today the teacher recited another beautiful 
little prayer for us, and the whole class repeated it until 
everyone could do it. It is called: "The blood of Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, makes us clean from all sin." And behold, a 
ray of hope and comfort shines into the dark and sorrowful 
father's heart, and it is again content, joyful, and blessed in 
the faith of the Saviour's blood, which blots out all stains. And 
the house, where before there might have been strife and 
contention, cursing and raving and unhappiness, is turned 
into a house of God, where Bible reading, praying and singing 
can again be heard. Yes, indeed, God does not always use 
educated preachers and trained missionaries to bring back 
lost souls and to convert whole houses and families from 
darkness to light and from the power of Satan to God, so that 
they receive forgiveness of sins and the inheritance of eternal 
life together with those who are sanctified by faith in Jesus 
Christ; he often does this also through children who attend 
our Christian church schools. The dear last day will one day 
reveal what may remain hidden here, how many immortal 
souls back and forth in the families have come to faith, been 
strengthened in faith, comforted and preserved for eternal life 
precisely through the ministry of our church schools.

On Colorado's mission field. 


(Conclusion.) 

The next destination is actually not a mission station, bu 
an independent synodal congregation, namely th 
congregation near Westcliffe, or rather in the romantic are 
that bears the poetic name Blumenau. But first a few word 
about the journey there. Although a missionary report is no 
meant to be a travelogue, it would not be right to pass by i 
silence the wonderful natural beauties that presen 
themselves to the eye everywhere. We pass just beyon 
Canon City through Royal Gorge, the Grand Canon of th 
Arkansas Fluff. This is one of the most magnificent natura’ 
beauties to be found in Colorado and in the world. There th 
train travels in the narrow valley along the foaming an 
roaring river. On both sides of the river, huge cliffs tower 
thousand feet and more, overhanging the tracks in places 
There the good Lord, | think, has cut a riverbed for th 
Arkansas through a high mountain range with his almight 
finger. At Cotopaxi we (we, if the dear Lutheran reader ha 
not yet deserted me) leave the train, and one goes by stage 
coach, a real, genuine stage-coach of the old sort, t 
Westcliffe, twenty-two miles distant. The road leads highe 
and higher up the valley lying between the Sangre de Christo an 
the Wet Mountain. When the pastor of Blumenau in 
conference advertisement in the "Lutheran" admonishes hi 
conference brothers with loving care to bring their overcoats 
it is not a joke, but a serious one, for we are already reachin 
a height of 8000 feet and it is getting very cold toward 
evening. We can't help but be amazed at the huge mountai 
giants that stand there in herds, some of which are not muc 
higher than Pikes Peak. In Westcliffe we are received by th 
much-walked and much-turned local pastor, and after a shor 
drive we are settled in the hospitable parsonage, just in tim 
for a late supper. 

There is a community of about fifty members in Blumenau 
About twenty-six years ago a society was formed in Chicag 

for the purpose of establishing a colony, and this, after a lon 

wandering, settled here in the Wet Mountain valley. Out of this 
colony the congregation has grown, and has now been 
served for a long series of years by pastors of our synod, is 
also, as before stated, a synodical congregation. In this 
valley, which is quite closed off from the rest of the world, 
Pastor Oesch now has his seat. A visitation was held there, 
and it was found that Pastor Oesch is in blessed 
effectiveness. He was also diligent in keeping the school 
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We are going up the big mountains so that we can subject his 
alpine hut (Ilog cabin) to an, admittedly not official, inspection. 
However, we want to get sour and run out of breath, but we 
get up. And also down again. But how! In pouring rain, 
soaked, without a trace of the enthusiasm that had swelled 
our chests in the morning. It is no small thing for a city pastor, 
such an ascent, and no less such a descent, on such a 
mountain giant. But a good summer stay would be this alpine 
hut for a worn-out professor or pastor. There he could recover 
thoroughly in sublime peace. 

The next destination is Durango. It lies beyond one of the 
main mountain ranges in southwestern Colorado. The steel 
steed must pull us up over Poncha Pass. The rise of the railroad 
track is 245 feet per mile at one point. Two locomotives blow 
and spray fire to pull the short train, consisting of three 
passenger cars, up the rise, which reaches about 9000 feet. 
Then it's through the large and fertile San Luis valley on the west 
side of the Sangre de Christo Mountains. After a long drive in a 
barren, flat area we again approach a mountain range. In 
serpentine turns, so that after half an hour's ride we have 
hardly gone a quarter of a mile, but several hundred feet 
higher, the train climbs the mountains. We ride along the 
slopes of the mountains, on one side high mountain peaks, 
on the other side we look down into the gorges of mighty 
valleys, look down from above on the peaks of towering firs. 
The footboard of the railway car hovers above the terrifying 
abyss of Toltec Gorge. We pass through tunnels and snow sheds 
and reach an altitude of over 10,000 feet before descending 
again. - We arrive in Durango under pouring rain and are met 
by Pastor Jacob and two church leaders. The former is the 
only representative of the ministry of the Missouri Synod here 
for hundreds of miles. If he wishes to visit his nearest 
neighbor in office, it will cost him about -20.00 travel money. 
The town of Durango contains about 3000 to 4000 
inhabitants, is surrounded by mountains on the Animas river, 
at an elevation of over 6000 feet. The community owns a 
church, to which two rooms are attached as a parsonage, in 
which Pastor Jacob runs his bachelor's economy. The 
congregation numbers 12 voting members, the school 25

There are no wide, fertile prairies, as we are used to seeing 
in the Mississippi valley, but the people live in the narrow 
valleys, along the course of a mountain stream, which offers 
them the water they need for irrigation. On the high 
mountains, however, there is nothing to be found but rocks 
and a view. As in Colorado in general, there is no rapid 
external growth in this area. And those who now live there 
are not rich in earthly goods. But even if the dear people 
have not acquired great treasures of silver and gold, they 
have nevertheless obtained the gold that is to be found in 
the little manger of Jesus, of which Paul Gerhardt sings: 
"Here are all good gifts, and the gold, where ye shall refresh 
your hearts." Knowing that we are not likely to return to 
Durango any time soon, we bid farewell to the congregation 
that has become dear to us and to its friendly and zealous 
pastor, and we are on our way home again, but with the 
intention of spending a few days in Denver, Colorado 
Springs, and Duma. To visit the preaching places of the 
traveling preacher in Colorado, who extends his travels from 
Colorado Springs to Aspen, Glenwood Springs and Grand 
Junction, we lacked time and money. The other part of the 
mission territory in Colorado, however, may perhaps be 
reported on at another time. Thanking the dear reader for his 
kind company, we take leave of him with the request: 
Remember the Mission in your prayers and with your gifts!

Our Church in New Orleans. The last number of the 
"Evangelical Lutheran Gazette" contains the annual reports 
of our congregations in New Orleans. It should be 
remembered that our congregations in the South are mostly 
small compared to those in the North. There are 
comparatively few Germans in the South, and what there are 
are even more firmly entangled in lodges and all kinds of 
associations than elsewhere. Nevertheless, the total number 
of our brethren in New Orleans is not inconsiderable. The 
annual report gives 3376 persons entitled to the Lord's 
Supper. Admittedly, these are distributed among 9 
congregations, including the three Negro congregations, 
which together number 226 communicating members. That 
we have so many congregations and churches in New 
Orleans is not to be regretted. Many, albeit small, churches 
in a large city means many sermons and thus much 
opportunity to teach and hear God's Word. Common 
parishes have parochial schools attended by about 1200 
children. 


...Will be. Of these, 500 children come from the three Negro 
congregations. About the school of the (white) St. Paul 
parish the report says in particular: "The local St. Paul parish 
has experienced real joy in its parish school for some time. 
After a third class was established a little over a year ago, 
the number of students has grown steadily. At the present 
time two teachers and one lady teacher are teaching 185 
pupils, the largest number that has occurred for about 16 
years. For the upkeep of the school the township had to add, 
admittedly, about $600 from the treasury last year; but this 
is less than in former years, and the sum thus expended is 
well applied. " F. P. 

As the "Lutheran" reports. 

Swedish Augustana Synod, which is connected with the 
General Council and is especially active in the school 
system, is suffering greatly from the financially bad times. 
Their coffers for missions and for their colleges are empty. 
Three of their high schools have closed as a result of the 
hard times, namely Hope Academy in Moorhead, Minn, Martin 
Luther Academy in Wahoo, Nebr. and Emmanuel Academy in 
Chicago. In addition, Augustana- College, their principal 
institution, is burdened with a heavy debt. G.M. 

The work of deaconesses is also expanding in the 
Lutheran Church in our country. There are now six mother 
houses for the training of deaconesses; three of them belong 
to the General Council, two to the United Norwegian Synod 
and one to the General Synod. The number of deaconesses 
is 150.

Liberal lack of understanding of the Roman Church.

The debt 
everywhere amounts to thousands of dollars." So much for 
the notice.

But if 
it has nevertheless come to that, they should not, to the 
world's gloating and great offence, publicize it in secular 
newspapers.

About the growth of the American churches in the 
past year, the "Christian Apologist" from the magazine "The 
Independent" brings a _ rather interesting compilation: 
According to it, the Roman Catholics have shown the 
greatest increase in the number of members, namely 272, 
137, then come the Methodists with 168, 776, the Baptists 
with 85, 318, the Disciples with about 80,000. In fifth place 
is our Lutheran Church with an increase of about 30,000 
members. The two branches of the Salvation Army report 
an increase of 6500, and number about 40,000 adherents. 
The total number of active preachers in this country is 136, 
960; that of churches 183, 761, and that of communicants 
25, 425,000. Last year's increase of preachers is 6772; that 
of churches 3663, and of communicants 738, 334. G. M. 

A Mr. John Horsch reports the following to the "Herald 
of Truth": "Since the great religious parliament was held in 
Chicago on the occasion of the World's Fair, an American 
convention of liberal religious societies has been held 
annually. The third of these annual assemblies was held at 
Indianapolis, November 17-19, 1896. The report of this 
convention is of interest, because it shows the deviations 
and follies men come to when they want to throw God's word 
overboard and substitute their own wisdom for it. A certain 
E. L. Rexford D. D. of Columbus, Ohio, asserted in a speech 
that religion was inherent in all men by nature. The true 
meaning of the word religion, he said, was human 
intelligence (understanding or insight), and he thought it 
best that this latter term should henceforth always be used, 
and the word religion dropped altogether. Religion must 
grow out of ourselves, he thought. With the name of Christ 
he could 
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The name of God alone should be spoken of, and not Christ 
or Buddha. Let there be talk of God alone, and not of Christ 
or Buddha. A delegate from Calcutta, India, named A. 
Dharinapala, said that in his opinion the previous speaker 
had not gone far enough in his remarks. He said that there 
were people who did not believe that there was a God, and 
that in the Chinese language there was no word for God, so 
that the word around which all should unite should not be 
God, but truth, and that we should aim at a 'creedless natural 
religion’, that is, let each person arrange his faith according 
to his own liking, and let that be the truth. - D. S. Jordan of 
California said in a speech that the revelations of science are 
the sum of truth. What one may not perceive through the 
senses or investigate through science, one cannot believe. 
Because he had not yet found God through science, he did 
not believe that there was a God. - A certain R. Stewart of 
Detroit, Mich., said that religion must be flexible and pliable, 
and that what was good enough for our ancestors is no 
longer good enough for us. - So today, in the midst of so- 
called Christianity, the word of the Psalmist is true, that men 
rebel and counsel against the Lord and his anointed, saying: 
‘Let us break their bands, and cast away their cords from us.' 
But he that dwelleth in heaven laugheth at them, and the 
LORD mocketh at them. He will speak to them once in his 
wrath,’ etc. Ps. 2." Is very true. Only it is to be added, "The 
foolish say in their heart, There is no God. They are no good, 
and are an abomination with their nature." Ps. 14:1.

From the mission church in London, England, their 
pastor reports on the joyful building of God's vineyard in this 
worldly city.

But the good Lord has 
given us even greater joy by providing us with a small group 
of children with whom we are preparing ourselves for the 
Holy Christmas. Up to now, 25 to 30 children and a few 
adults have always come to our Sunday afternoon Christian 
teaching. What a blessed mission is needed in all corners 
and ends! How great the ignorance in the simplest things of 
the Christian faith! Furthermore, three children have been 
transferred into Christ's kingdom through holy baptism, and 
four others between the ages of one and six have been 
reported. If we had done nothing more here so far than 
baptize these three children, our efforts would have been 
more than amply rewarded. - That the reception of new 
members into the congregation is slow is not surprising, 
given the terrible indifference to pure doctrine that prevails 
here. But since quite a number come regularly to hear the 
divine word, we hope that God will open their hearts to the 
pure doctrine which many have already learned in their 
youth.

Philip Melanchthon. 


"As dear as the gospel is to us, let us be hard on the 
languages. For it was not in vain that God caused his 
Scriptures to be written in two languages only, the Old 
Testament in Hebrew, and the New Testament in Greek. 
Which therefore God hath not despised, but hath chosen as 
his word above all others, we ought also to honour them 
above all others. . . . And let this be said unto us, that we 
shall not well receive the gospel without the languages. The 
tongues are the sheaths wherein this knife of the Spirit 
stitches. They are the shrine wherein this jewel is carried. 
They are the vessels in which this drink is made. They are 
the kernels wherein this meat is laid. ... Yes, if we are so 
foolish as to abandon the languages, since God is before 
us, we will not only lose the gospel, but will also finally come 
to the point where we will be unable to speak and write either 
Latin or German properly." Thus wrote our Doctor Luther to 
the mayors and lords of the cities in German lands, when he 
encouraged and exhorted them to establish and maintain 
Christian schools. And what he wrote in 1524, he already 
knew in 1518, when on August 29th of the latter year a 
young scholar, Philip Melanchthon, as newly appointed 
professor of the Greek language, took up his teaching 
position before the teachers and students of the University 
of Wittenberg with a speech on the establishment of the 
studies of the young people, and in this speech he also 
pointed out what blessings would arise for the church and 
the future servants of the same from the study of the ancient 
languages. Philipp Melanchthon was born on February 16, 
1497, at Breiten in the Palatinate, the son of an honorable 
citizen and a blacksmith. At the Universities of Heidelberg 
and Tubingen, he had been engaged in scholarly studies 
and had acquired rich and varied knowledge through his 
great intellectual gifts, but especially a thorough familiarity 
with the Greek language, the basic language of the New 
Testament. This he should now 
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He wanted to teach the Latin and Hebrew languages in 
Wittenberg. He devoted himself to this high task with all 
diligence. When other people were still asleep at two o'clock 
in the morning, Magister Philippus, the small, delicate, frail 
man, was already sitting at his study table, reading and 
writing and thinking and pondering, so that he would have 
something righteous to offer his students when he appeared 
before them at nine o'clock. And when he then stood before 
them, then it flowed from his lips not sparsely, but in rich 
abundance as from a teacher who drew from the full, so that 
even those who were already scholars themselves could 
listen as grateful students. Since there was still a great lack 
of good textbooks, he wrote them according to need, both 
for the beginners and for the advanced students, and these 
books were used not only in Wittenberg, but also in other 
schools back and forth in the German lands. In addition, he 
helped others who were teaching and writing with their 
scholarly work in various ways. And he did not do all this for 
mere money; for he received nothing for his books and other 
scholarly work, and his salary, at first one hundred, later two 
hundred florins, was barely enough, given his and his wife's, 
the mayor of Wittenberg's daughter's, great charity, to 
provide the household with the bare necessities while 
keeping a frugal housekeeping, just as the magister's 
breakfast consisted of a glass of milk and a roll. 

How happy Doctor Luther was when this man came to his 
side in Wittenberg. He gratefully availed himself of his 
assistance when he undertook the great and blessed work 
of translating the Bible. In other ways, too, he endeavored to 
use the great gifts and rich knowledge of the learned 
Magister Philippus in the service of the church and the work 
of the Reformation, for example, during the church visitation 
in Saxony and when, in 1530, it was necessary to bring the 
Confession of Truth before the Emperor and the Empire at 
Augsburg, for which Luther had already done the preliminary 
work, into a beautiful, comprehensible form in German and 
Latin. It was also Luther who repeatedly urged Melanchthon, 
in addition to 


his Greek and Latin orators and poets and philosophers, 
also to expound Biblical books of the Old and New 
Testaments before the students, and without envy the 
greatest man of his time and most glorious theologian since 
the days of the apostles rejoiced in the services rendered by 
this associate to the work which God had entrusted to him 
as the true Reformer. 

But God be lamented, this great work of grace of the 
Reformation was also severely damaged by this very 
collaborator in the same and, if it had depended on 
Melanchthon, would have gone to ruin. The work of the 
Reformation was not the work of men. It rested on the 
unshakable foundation of the word of the apostles and 
prophets, since Jesus Christ was the cornerstone. By the 
Word it was begun; by the Word it was continued and 
accomplished. Through the Word, the sword of the Spirit, it 
was also defended against the Pabst and the fanatics. In 
time Melanchthon forgot all this. Above the fear of the pope 
and the zealots, he himself first lost the fear of God's Word. 
Already during the Diet of Augsburg, he began to haggle and 
bargain with the papists, who made threatening speeches 
and rattled arms and weapons, until faithful confessors 
became extremely worried and loud complaints came to 
Luther at Koburg that Philip would sell and betray the whole 
cause of truth, which was so gloriously known. Later, he also 
began to market in the same way with the enthusiasts, whom 
Luther had fought so valiantly to his end as the most 
dangerous enemies of the truth. This had the sad 
consequence for him that he himself became mistaken 
about important pieces of the truth and allowed the leaven 
of false doctrine to take root in him. At the same time, he 
became dishonest in his attitude toward his best friend on 
earth, the honest, upright Luther, of whom he knew well that 
he would not tolerate an obviously false teacher, even if it 
were Magister Philip. Thus, while he deceived Luther, he 
lived in constant fear of Luther. So he taught and confessed 
what he himself no longer believed. How do we know this?

Our school 
has so long educated the children of our church 
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They were cultivated, trained, and equipped with the right 
spiritual weapons so that they were able to successfully 
resist all those who were tempted to abandon the recognized 
truth in the power of God. Those who have nevertheless left 
our church have done so against their better knowledge and 
conscience, and, if they do not repent, will one day have to 
answer for it themselves. 

But the Christian school not only keeps its own children in 
the church, but also brings many new members into the 
congregation. Many a child of unbelieving and unchurched 
parents has been won to God's pure Word and unadulterated 
Sacrament through our schools and has become a faithful 
member of the congregation after Confirmation. Yes, even 
many parents, relatives, friends and acquaintances, who at 
first wanted to know little or nothing of our Lutheran church, 
have been drawn to our church precisely through the parish 
school. Time and again it has been shown, especially in large 
cities, that where we had begun with a school building, we 
could soon also continue with a church building. The fact that 
in Chicago, for example, we have about thirty Lutheran 
congregations, some of them large, is largely due to the 
blessing that God has placed on our parochial schools. 

And where did most of our teachers and preachers and 
professors learn and lay the first foundations of their 
Christian knowledge before they came to our institutions of 
higher learning? Where else than in our parochial schools? 
And where then do our discerning, faithful and understanding 
church members come from, who can serve the church 
beneficially as leaders, trustees, almsmen or in other offices, 
- members who know how to distinguish between right and 
wrong doctrine and are able to defend the truth and refute 
error, - Members who can serve their fellow Christians with 
teaching, admonition, punishment, comfort and 
encouragement, and who can help with counsel and action 
in difficult questions and in cases of church discipline, so that 
God's word, kingdom and honor may be increased in the 
congregation and the devil, sin and false spirits may be 
warded off; where do all such members come from? They 
are mostly such people who have enjoyed a thorough 
Christian school education and then, after their confirmation, 
have been diligent attenders of Christian instruction and 
regular hearers of sermons. 

lf, however, the individual congregations have discerning, 
understanding and zealous members, these can also be of 
incalculable blessing and profit to the whole synod at its 
meetings, in its important deliberations, in the various 
committees, for its resolutions, undertakings and offices. 

Knowledgeable members of the congregation are pillars 
of the congregation to which they belong, and knowledgeable 
congregations are pillars of the orthodox synod and 
contribute to keeping the whole synod on the right track in 
doctrine and practice and to spreading it further and further. 
That our synod has been able to gain a firm foothold in so 
many places, especially in the west and northwest of our 
country, and to gather so many Lutheran congregations, is 
due in many cases, apart from God, to such discerning 
people who have grown up in our parochial schools.

Finally, however, our Christian parochial schools find rich 
sources of blessing also for the state and the whole country. 

Because a religionless school is not able to curb ambition 
and the innate selfishness in man, but on the contrary only 
too often nourishes them, so the same school, as much as 
there is in it, brings up such citizens whose mainsprings in 
their civic action and walk are ambition and selfishness. But 
where ambition and selfishness prevail, the citizen, with all 
his zeal for the good of the country, will always have his own 
honor and his own profit in mind. The good of the fatherland 
will not itself be to him the end and aim of his civic endeavors, 
but at the last bottom will always be only the means to his 
selfish ends and ambitious aims. If such a man then finds 
that his services are not recognized and rewarded as he 
expects, his zeal for the good of the country will naturally 
grow cold, or even turn into the opposite. A citizen who has 
no more than a religionless school can give, may therefore 
be as eager and capable as he may be to serve the 
fatherland in the most varied offices, one thing will be lacking 
in him as far as his school education is concerned, namely, 
reliability and conscientiousness, but most of all the self- 
denial that sacrifices itself for the good of the fatherland even 
when corresponding profit and due honor are lacking. 

But it is quite different with our Christian church school. 
Precisely because it has set itself the goal of educating true 
citizens of heaven, good Christians, and also uses the only 
right means to this end, namely God's Word, it also raises up 
faithful, reliable, and conscientious citizens for the country, 
citizens who seek the good of the country, pray for it, and, 
where necessary, also stand up for it with their goods and 
blood. A true Christian is precisely a man who denies 
himself, who does not look to his own but to that of others, 
who is not at all bent on riches, power, and honor in the 
world, but who seeks his riches and his honor from God and 
his dear Lord Jesus, and who therefore does what he does 
as a citizen not only for the sake of money and honor, but for 
the sake of God and his conscience, for the service of his 
fellow citizens and for the good of the country. And because 
he knows from the beginning that ingratitude is often the 
reward of the world, he also accepts it as payment for his 
services, without grumbling about it or letting it hinder him in 
the further faithful discharge of his civic duties. Thus the very 
best Christians are always the best citizens of a country. Yes, 
the true Christians are the salt which counteracts the general 
civil and social corruption in the country; they form the 
strongest dam against the yearning and foaming overturning 
waves of socialism and anarchism.

Memories from the life of an old 
Bush Pastor. 


I. 
| was still a young blood and had just come into the 
country when | was invited by a small bush church to preach 
a guest sermon. There were about ten families of them, Han 
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noverans, Braunschweigers and Prussians, all of them Low 
Germans, mostly quite poor people. They each rented a few 
acres of land, brought their vegetables to market, and sold 
every egg as soon as it was laid, almost still warm. Only one 
of them had a small farm of his own. But he was considered 
the rich man and the head of the bunch. - The church building 
was a poor little log cabin and the seats were made of rough 
boards. But the lectern was so high that | could hardly see 
over it, so | had to stand in front of it to see and be seen. 

Now something about my first service. | said, "Do | have 
to audition, or can you finish on your own?" Answer: "Mr. 
Paster, how was all fartig." Very well; we'll sing this song and 
that song. So a Hanoverian sang. But already in the second 
verse he was so thrown off track by the others that the singing 
stopped. A man from Braunschweig made the second 
attempt. But even this could not keep the many-voiced 
singers in line. The third, the Prussian, was just as 
unsuccessful. But that was no wonder. For not only the 
melodies were different, but also the text, the words of the 
hymns. The hymnbooks were from different countries. And 
where one book had four verses, the other had five or six. So 
| was glad when this hymn was finally over. - Now came the 
sermon. It was long. For | was eager and would have liked to 
tell the people everything at once. But (by the way) | improved 
a little in this part afterwards, although | did not manage to 
preach for only a quarter of an hour, as is the fashion 
nowadays. But since | did not discover any cause for this, | 
acted as if | had seen nothing. After the service was over, 
however, they began to talk with great vehemence about 
something. "What is it?" | asked. "Mr. Paster," they said, "do 
you not know what kind of a spitfire was going on in the Déhr 
and in the Poortsch?"

"You won't be afraid of a single man. | just want to talk to you 
a little." One by one they stopped. | stepped in among them. 
"That's right," | said. "Now listen to what I'm going to tell you. 
| suppose you're here to have a little fun... 
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Have. But if you think about it, it's not much fun to disturb 
other people in their worship. Gentlemen don't do that, and 
Christians even less. We're not putting anything in your way. 
Why won't you leave us alone? We should all be very glad if 
you would come to church. If you will not, we are sorry for it. 
But that's why we can both live in peace with each other. 
Can't we? Well, | think you have not thought it over, and will 
think it over better now." As | spoke, they looked at me in 
surprise, but not unkindly. Some had even pulled down their 
hats. So | went on, pulling on stronger and stronger stops at 
Kleinem. Finally | said, "Well, you dear young people, listen: 
| am probably going to be a pastor here. But then | will by no 
means suffer our service to be disturbed. The first best one 
that tries that will be in jail the next day, as sure as | see here. 
Upon that | give you my word. Tell the rest. None of you will 
do it again. When | am gone out of here, visit me once. You 
shall see, | can tell you all sorts of things. And | think we're 
going to be very good friends. And now, farewell." - And so it 
was. We never had any hustle with them after that, and some 
of them became regular listeners. - Now. the moral of the 
story: you attract more flies with a spoonful of honey than 
with a barrelful of vinegar. And that's not against the dignity 
of office. But one must also use the honey, of which Ps. 119, 
103. and Ps. 19, 11. are to be read.

Internal Mission of the Western District. As in Missouri, 
so this District is diligently engaged in missionary work in the 
other States which belong to its territory. Since the fall of 
1895, Tennessee has had its own traveling preacher, Pastor 
M. Flachsbart, who with great zeal gathers the scattered 
Germans in various places, in Milan, Whiteville and 
Capleville, for worship and preaches the Word of Life to 
them. Of course, here too, as in all mission fields, joys and 
sorrows, good and sad experiences alternate. We share 
some of the missionary's last report to his Commission: 
"Here in Milan, the prospects for the success of the 
missionary work were always good, and they still are; but just 
when we think, 'Now we can move forward more quickly,’ the 
evil enemy comes and stirs up hatred, anger and hostility. 
Disputes between some families have held up the work of 
the mission. . .. | treat the people here as courteously as | 
can. | do not think | have ever spoken an ill word to any of 
them. | have preached the law in all severity, but also in all 
love. The gospel | have held forth in all sweetness to the 
hearers of the word. But in all this we made but slow 
progress. ... But God did not let us go out completely without 
blessing. God's word has also been fruitful here. | can count 
on at least four families who will stand by us. Now four 
German families have recently settled here, who show great 
zeal for God's Word and, judging by their behavior, also want 
to stick with us. Perhaps things will be better next year. Is 
also the 
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If outward growth is not so good, perhaps inward growth is 
better. That remains to be seen. ... | have held school here 
for two months and God has crowned the school lessons 
with blessings." It is precisely to hold parochial school that 
Pastor Flachsbart has temporarily moved from Milan to 
Whiteville. That's right. For in order to form faithful, vigorous 
congregations, it is always necessary to instruct the growing 
youth, the hope of the church, as much as possible in God's 
Word, and to spare neither effort nor expense. __L. F. 

The work of spreading the gospel is also progressing in 
Arkansas. There, among others, Pastor |. H. Hartenberger 
is in the service of the mission and preaches in three places, 
Ulm, Pine Bluff and Clarendon, of which the congregation in 
Ulm numbers over 300 souls. Of course, these places 
contribute as much as they can to the maintenance of the 
preaching ministry, so that only a part of the pastor's salary 
flows from the missionary caste. "Should God," writes Pastor 
Hartenberger in his last report, "bestow upon us this year His 
blessing in the flesh" (through a good harvest) "then we 
would become independent. God grant it!" Last year there 
was an almost total failure of the harvest. In the spiritual, 
however, it has gone ahead. The promise that the teachers 
would be adorned with many blessings and receive one 
victory after another (Ps. 84:7, 8) was fulfilled in this area as 
well. The report says: "In Pine Bluff we fought a lodge fight 
victoriously. Six members of our congregation had joined the 
Lodge there, but, thank God! all of them left the Lodge again. 
The Lodge, which began with 45 members, now numbers 
about 20. There is now peace and unity in Pine Bluff, 
services are held there every fortnight and the services are 
well attended..... In Ulm, too, there has been no lack of 
disputes during the past year, but they have all been settled 
in love. The German services are very well attended here 
every Sunday; likewise the English services once a month. 
Our church can no longer hold its audience. In summer many 
people stood outside the windows. And that every Sunday. 
All is well in Ulm now, thank God! . . . In October | started an 
English preaching place in Clarendon. | preach there once a 
month. My sermons are well attended and also heard with 
great joy, as the English assure me. Whether it is only 
curiosity that drives the Americans to our services, or a real 
desire for the word of God, will be seen in the future." - Who 
among Christians would not rejoice when he hears such 
good news from the various mission areas, and even in the 
season when few or no mission festivals are celebrated, still 
think charitably of the mission?

Congregation and Supervision of Sunday School. 
According to the report of the Herald, a conference in 
Philadelphia considered the question whether the board of 
the church had a right of supervision over the Sunday 
school. The conference quite correctly answered the 
question in the affirmative. All teaching within a Christian 
congregation, which goes beyond the office of house father, 
is part of the public ministry of preaching, can only be done 
in the name of the congregation and is under the supervision 
of the congregation or the representatives of the 
congregation, the board of directors. The whole 
congregation is also responsible for the teaching in its 
schools, whether weekly or Sunday schools, before God and 
before the church. F. P.

On the Synod Jubilee. 


Il. 

To the saints of Ephesus and believers in Christ Jesus, 
St. Paul writes: "Be diligent to keep unity in the Spirit through 
the bond of peace. One body and one Spirit, just as you were 
called to the same hope of your profession. One Lord, One 
faith, One baptism, One God and Father (our) of all, who is 
over you all, and through you all, and in you all." Eph. 4, 3- 
6. But what the apostle says herewith to the Christian church 
at Ephesus, that 
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applies to all Christian congregations in all places and in all 
lines. It is God's will that those who through right faith are 
one body, of which Christ is the head, who are inspired by 
one spirit, who cherish one hope, believe in one Lord, have 
one baptism. They confess one doctrine, - that they now also 
be diligent to maintain and preserve this unity, and to avoid, 
ward off and fight against everything that could disturb it. 
Therefore God said to the Corinthian church, in which 
disunity and strife had arisen, through the same apostle: 
"Now | exhort you, brethren, by the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that ye at all times speak one word, and let there be 
no divisions among you, but hold fast one to another in one 
mind, and in one opinion,” 1 Cor. 1:10. And because there 
are always enemies of unity to beware of, to avoid, to defend 
against, the instruction was given to the beloved of God and 
called saints at Rome, and thus to all Christendom, by Paul, 
the servant of God and servant of JESUS CHRIST: "But | 
exhort you, brethren, that ye take heed of them which divide 
and cause offence, beside the doctrine which ye have 
learned, and depart from the same," Rom. 16, 17. 

Such exhortations to unity in spirit were followed by the 
churches of the apostolic times, and it was in the interest of 
such unity that the first synodal assembly was held in 
Jerusalem. How this came about and how it was conducted, 
you have heard, dear reader, in the previous article from 
Apost. Cap. 15. But that the reason for this meeting was 
really the endeavor to preserve the one, pure faith and to 
prevent disunity and false doctrine, is also clearly written in 
that chapter. Some Jewish Christians had come from Judea 
to Antioch and had taught the Gentile Christians there: "If 
you do not allow yourselves to be circumcised according to 
the way of Moses, then you cannot 


But this was a different teaching than Paul had preached. He 
had preached: "Christ is the end of the law; he who believes 
in Him is righteous", Rom. 10, 4. and therefore had testified 
to the Galatians: "Where you are circumcised, Christ is of no 
use to you", Gal. 5, 2. Therefore also the Christians of 
Antioch resisted this new, wrong doctrine, and _ their 
teachers, Paul and Barnabas, had no small quarrel with 
those people, v. 2. But they did not leave it at this disputation, 
but tried to restore the agreement in doctrine and 
confession. And how could this be done better and safer 
than by a personal meeting with the members of the church 
in Jerusalem? Therefore Paul and Barnabas and some 
others went there as delegates of the Antiochian church, and 
when also there the speech became loud: "The Gentiles 
must be circumcised, and commanded to keep the law of 
Moses", v. 5, the whole matter was considered and decided 
in public assembly, and the complete unity of faith and spirit 
was restored among all the members. For the apostle Peter 
stood up, and with the final applause and approval of the 
whole assembly, v. 12, 13, spoke these words: "Men and 
brethren, ye know that God hath long before this time 
shewed among us that by my mouth the Gentiles heard the 
word of the gospel, and believed. And God, the Saviour of 
hearts, testified against them, and gave them the Holy 
Ghost, even as he did unto us. And made no distinction 
between us and them, and purified their hearts by faith. Why 
then do you tempt God by putting a yoke on the necks of the 
disciples, which neither our fathers nor we were able to 
bear?

Short interpretation of the doctrines of the 
"Lutheran" Catechism for the common Christian. 


(Continued.) 
2. the first article. 

What is the first article about? - Creation. 

The first article deals with creation, and with those works 
of God which are directly connected with creation, namely, 
the preservation and government of creatures. And with 
Christian eyes we look at the first article and show how 
Christians and children of God are to take care and comfort 
of what is taught in it. For in the Apostolic Symbol all things 
are directed that the brighter and more radiant may be the 
illumination of the knowledge of the clarity of God in the face 
of Jesus Christ. 

What is the first article? - | believe in God the Father 
Almighty, Creator of heaven and earth. 

What is this? - | believe that God created me, together 
with all creatures, gave me body and soul, eyes, ears, and 
all members, reason, and all senses, and still preserves 
them; with clothes and shoes, food and drink, house and 
yard, wife and child, fields, cattle, and all goods; with all 
necessities and nourishment of body and life, abundantly 
and daily provided, protected against all dangers, and 
guarded and preserved from all evil; and all this out of pure 
fatherly, divine goodness and mercy, without all my merit 
and worthiness. All of which | owe to him in thanksgiving, 
praise, service, and obedience; this is certainly true. 

As we now set out to consider the first article of the holy 
Christian faith neatly in all its parts and pieces, one by one, 
we are first confronted with the words, "I believe in God." Let 
us therefore speak first of all 


a. From faith in God. 

What does it mean: "I believe in God"? - That there is a 
God, an eternal, omniscient, omniscient, omnipresent, holy, 
righteous God, - all men know this. 

Really? Really? 

Yes. The man who says, "There is no God," is either lying 
it down his own throat, lying it 
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against his better knowledge and conscience, lies it, 
because in his evil nature he desires that there may be no 
God; or he has lied it so long and defiantly, that at last the 
terrible judgment of mad hardening has come upon him, that 
he really means, and says "in his heart," "There is no God." 
But by nature every man knows that there is a God. 

Is this matter quite clear to you, dear Christian? 

We call upon the testimony of him that trieth the heart and 
the kidneys, the testimony of the Holy Ghost. He speaks 
through the apostle Paul: "That God is known is manifest 
unto them (the Gentiles): for God hath revealed it unto them, 
that the invisible nature of God, that is, his eternal power and 
Godhead, might be seen, when it is perceived in works, even 
in the creation of the world: so that they have no excuse. 
Speaking of the idolatrous heathen, the apostle continues, 
"Knowing that there is one God, they have not glorified him 
as one God, nor thought on him, but have become vain in 
their imaginations, and their unintelligent hearts are 
darkened. Thinking themselves wise, they became fools, 
and changed the glory of the incorruptible God into an 
image, like unto corruptible man, and like unto birds, and 
fourfooted beasts, and creeping things." Rom. 1:19-23 - The 
creation, the marvelous works around us, shining, shouting, 
preaching a million-voiced, all-powerful, into every human 
heart, There is one God! There is not a nation on earth 
among whom clear traces of this knowledge are not found. 
The very fact that the heathen change the glory of the 
incorruptible God into an image like that of corruptible man, 
and of birds, and of four-footed and creeping animals, - this 
shows that they actually know: It is a god. And wherever 
thou mayest go, thou canst easily call forth the confession 
from every man who does not willfully harden himself: There 
is a God.) 

Does that mean, "| believe in God"? No, no, not by a long 
shot! That, as we have seen, is nothing more than knowing 
that there is a God. Believing in God is something far 
different. 

We must learn from the Scriptures what it means to 
believe in God. 

From the Scriptures we learn first of all that faith which is 
directed to God, that is, faith in God, does not have to do 
with the general and natural knowledge that there is a God; 
but that faith has to do with a revelation of God through His 
Word, which is by nature quite unknown to us men, 
incomprehensible and incomprehensible, and with the 
preaching of this Word. 

Grasp this sentence, dear Christian, and then read the 
following Proverbs, and you will see that our sentence is 
correct. 

First of all the Lord Jesus says Matth. 11, 27: "No one 
knows the Father, except the Son, and to whom the Son 
wills to reveal it." 


*) See also "Lutheran" 1895, No. 19, p. 152, column 3. 
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So without revelation no one knows the Father, God; 
therefore certainly also cannot believe in Him. 

The apostle Paul speaks of Tit. 1, 1-3 of "the faith of 
God's elect and the knowledge of the truth". And on whai 
does he base both? He says: "God hath in his time 
revealed his word through the preaching which is committed 
unto me." 

Of faith the same apostle speaks, | Cor. 2:4-10; says, 
verse 5, that it does not depend on man's wisdom; states that 
no man's wisdom, ear, eye, or heart, knows anything of the 
things of faith; and finally says, verse 10: "But unto us God 
hath revealed it by his Spirit." And this revelation he| 
preached. Verse 4. 

As an object of faith and preaching Paul names "the 
mystery that was hidden from the world and from time 
immemorial, but is now revealed". Col. 1, 23. 26. 

Therefore saith the Lord Jesus unto His disciples, Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned." Marc. 16, 15. 16. 

And Paul again writes to the Romans: "But how shall they 
believe, of whom they have heard nothing? ... So faith comes 
from preaching, but preaching by the word of God." 

Thus it is clear that, as we have said, faith has to do with 
the revelation of God through the Word; with nothing else. 
And this becomes still clearer when we remember that the 
Scriptures, when they speak of faith, always mean faith in 
God as He has revealed Himself in Christ Jesus. But thus 
God certainly makes Himself known to faith only by His 
special revelation in the Word. As it is written, "Great is the 
mystery of God: God is manifested in the flesh, justified in the 
Spirit, appeared to angels, preached to the Gentiles, believed 
on by the world, received up into glory." 1 Tim. 3, 16. 

Now go on. 

If faith has to do with the revelation of God through the Word 
alone, then in order to believe one must know this revelation 
or this Word. "How shall they believe, if they have not heard? 
Rom. 10:14: So then faith is the first knowledge of that which 
God hath revealed in His Word, in the Holy Scriptures, 
Therefore Christ says, "This is life eternal, that they may know 
thee, that thou only art true God, and that thou hast sent 
Jesus Christ," John 17:3. For what we have learned from the 
Bible, we must believe to be true, and applaud it. Of this the 
Lord saith unto the Jews, If ye believed Most, ye believed Me 
also: for He wrote of Me." Joh. 5:46. and, "He that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life, but the wrath of God abideth 
upon him." Cap. 3, 36. - Above all, faith is confidence of heart! 
"We have joy and access in all confidence. 
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And faith is a certain assurance of things hoped for," says 
Paul Eph. 11:1. "I know in whom | believe, and am sure that 
he is able to keep my salvation until that day," says Paul 2 
Tim. 1:12. - So then, since God reveals of Himself in the 
Scriptures who He is, and that He desires to be a gracious 
Father to us for Christ's sake, - if | know this, and believe it to 
be true, and also trust and build upon it for my own person 
with joyful confidence in life and in death: then can | say, "I 
believe in God."

A commemorative sheet on the bicentennial of the death of 
the gifted 
Poet of sacred songs. 
Remember your teachers who have 
told you the word of God, whose end 


you are looking at, and follow their 
faith. Hebr. 13, 7. 


On February 16, 250 years have passed since a servant 
of God closed his eyes, who was not only a great cross- 
bearer on the narrow way to eternal life, but also a great 
singer in the temple of Christianity. This is Johann Heermann, 
next to Paul Gerhardt probably the most important poet of 
spiritual songs of the 17th century, whose songs were not 
made, but became, welling up from the heart under the press 
of the cross. Who does not know among his 400 songs at 
least the passion song: "Herzliebster JEsu, was hast du 
verbrochen", and the prayer song: "O Gott, du frommer 
Gott"? And where is there an orthodox hymnal in which 
Heermann's songs are not found in predominant number? So 
also our hymnal, in which 28 of his songs are included.*) 

It is true that almost 45 years ago the "Lutheraner" 
dedicated a commemorative sheet to this man of God. But 
since among the present readers only a few might be in 
possession of the 9th volume of the "Lutheraner", so on the 
occasion of the 250th anniversary of the poet's death, sucha 
one shall also be added to the present volume. 


One. At school. 

Johann Heermann was the only son of an impecunious 
but pious furrier and his like-minded wife in Raudten, a small 
town in Lower Silesia. The couple had already borne four of 
their children to the grave in great pain, and when the fifth 
child, a son, was born on October 11, 1585, they were filled 
with as much concern as joy, for it was a weak child whose 
baptism had to be hurried. The child remained alive for the 
time being, but after some time it became fatally ill. Then the 
mother, who was struggling with the Lord for the life of the 
child, vowed that, if the Lord would give her the boy again, 
she would present him for the study of holy theology.

"even if she had to beg for the money. When the boy was 
ready for school, despite the oppressive hardship of seven 
years of theurung, the mother remembered her vow. First 
the boy attended the Latin school of his birthplace and then 
the one in Wohlau. But as once the poor pupil Luther had to 
earn his living by singing in front of the houses, so Heermann 
had to earn his living at the school in Wohlau by helping in a 
pharmacy. The effort, however, was too great for him. He 
contracted a fever, as a result of which he was soon so 
emaciated that he had to return home. Recovered, he 
attended the school at Fraustatt in Poland and, through the 
mediation of the cantor Thilo, came to the house and table 
of the godly pastor of Christ's Nativity, Valerius Herberger, 
who offered him food and shelter in exchange for tutoring his 
son. Herberger, whom the papists mockingly called the "little 
Luther," the poet of the delicious death song "Valet will | give 
you" and the author of the immortal "Herzpostille" and the 
Magnalia Dei, soon took a liking to the pious, industrious and 
richly gifted young man as to his son, and exerted a great 
influence on him and became for him a shining example for 
the conduct of the pastoral office. 

Already at that time the Rector Brochmann recognized 
the high poetic talent of Heermann. But when the 23-year- 
old young man continued his studies at the school in Brieg 
from the year 1604 onwards and publicly recited several of 
his poems at the instigation of the rector there, this earned 
him the poet's laurels. He was crowned publicly and with 
great solemnity as an imperial poet with the poet's wreath by 
the provost Chimarrhaus - an honor that had never been 
bestowed on anyone at such a young age. But how little his 
heart exalted itself to this honour is shown by the words 
which he had engraved in the silver hoop of the poet's wreath: 
JEsu, adorn me in heaven with the wreath of righteousness, as 
Chimarrhaus' favour adorned me here with this. 

At Easter 1609, Heermann moved to the University of 
Strasbourg, accompanied by two sons of Herr von 
Rothkirch, who were to study under his supervision. With 
eagerness and success he was engaged in his studies. But 
already after a year, a rheumatic eye disease threatening 
him with blindness forced him to return home. And when he 
entered his parents' house after an arduous journey, he 
found his beloved mother seriously ill. But the Lord, through 
his pleading and understanding, granted both mother and 
son recovery, and crowned his joy with the fact that not only 
did his patron, the Lord of Rothkirch, reimburse him for the 
costs of the journey home, but that he was also appointed 
vicar to the sick priest in the Silesian town of Kében. On 
Ascension Day 1611 he preached his inaugural sermon 
there. Without a doubt his mother felt the same way as 
Hannah, the mother of Samuel (1 Sam. 2), when her heart's 
desire was fulfilled. Since the old pastor died a week later, 
Heermann moved up to take his place. During this time, he 
wrote the immortal spiritual folk song: "O God, you devout 
God", which, along with the later Passion Song: 
"Herzliebster JEsu, was hast -du verbrochen" (Dearest 
JEsu, what have you done wrong), has probably made him 
one of the most popular church song poets.

"How much does a book like that cost?"-"Oh, 
nothing," he answered. "Whoever wants to pay for it can do 
so next time. If you don't want to pay, you'll have to pay. Now 
it's time to start the cookery. The paster's going to be here 
for a long time!" - The people were puzzled, but they took 
the books and ran into the church. When | saw that, | said, 
"Well, | see you all have the same books. That's good. Let's 
try it out and see how it sings. Can't we? - Now then: Number 
so and so." They did it, and-I don't know how it happened- 
the singing went much better than it ever had before. They 
rejoiced in it themselves, and- the hymn-book was 
introduced. | also publicly praised the overseer about it; but 
Notabene! - not until a quarter of a year later, when there 
was nothing more to fear. If | had done this right then, or if | 
had given them so many thorough, scholarly lectures on the 
fact that the old, wonderful hymns had been shamefully 
watered down instead of improved in their earlier hymnals, 
truly, it would not have helped me at that time. Each would 
have defended his own book. They would all have voted 
down my proposal. And who knows whether we would ever 
have united afterwards on the St. Louis hymnal. - In this 
respect, my leader was once wiser than the rest of us. And 
it is not at all bad when a young pastor becomes aware of 
this at times. Yes, he who is otherwise simple-minded, like 
the doves, may also be as clever as the snakes in such 
matters. - That would be about the moral of this story.

How a Japanese became a Christian. 


A secular newspaper, published in the city of New York, 
makes the following announcement: "In his room at the 
Sturtevant Hotel here, a Mr. Akyama, a Japanese, belonging 
to a high caste, found a Bible, which he immediately began 
to read assiduously. The result of his Bible reading was that 
he became a Christian. Akyama is second secretary of the 
Japanese legation at St. Petersburg. On January 14 of this 
year he arrived in New York, and put up at the Sturtevant 
Hotel. After he had immersed himself for some time in the 
study of the Bible which had come into his hands, he sent 
for one of the proprietors of the hotel, and desired to hear 
from him something about the Christian religion. The latter 
sent for his friend, the Rev. John Lewis Clark. For three days 
he instructed the Japanese in the Christian religion. Akyama 
now expressed his wish to be baptized. The pastor asked 
him not to hurry, but to wait a little longer. The Japanese, 
however, insisted that he wanted to be baptized before he 
had to leave for his return journey to Japan on January 22. 
At last Pastor Clark consented, and on Thursday, January 
21, during a meeting of the Foreign Missionary Commission 
of the Reformed Church in America, Akyama was baptized, 
and the women of the Society presented him with a beautiful 
Bible." 

The Bible is the Word of God. The Word of God is "living 
and powerful"; it is "the power of God to save"; it drives away 
the dark night of the erroneous thoughts of paganism, and 
kindles the light of the knowledge of Jesus Christ; for the 
Holy Spirit works through it. May the new convert henceforth 
read his Bible faithfully and diligently, then he will come to 
an ever brighter knowledge of salvation in Christ Jesus and 
remain on the right path. This example also encourages us, 
first, to read the Bible diligently ourselves, and second, to 
help diligently so that the Bible may be given into the hands 
of many such people who have not yet had it.

Armenian Martyrs. 


Thousands of the unhappy Armenians have denied 
Christ, driven to despair by terrible threats and the horrors 
of Turkish bloodbaths, and sought to save their lives and 
honor by converting to the religion of the false prophet 
Muhammad; but thousands have also gone to their deaths 
for their faith and have confessed Christ under torture. Here 
are some examples. 

In Arabkir, the most prominent of the Armenian 
inhabitants were summoned to the town hall and told: "If you 
want to stay alive, you must convert to Islam (the Turkish 
religion). But when they asked their Christian fellow-citizens, 
they declared: "We do not want to change our faith, let the 
government do with us what it will." The next day 


an eighteen-hour massacre, in which 4000 Christians were 
murdered and 3700 houses and 500 shops were robbed. 

In the monastery of Tadem, the aged archimandrite, the 
head of the monastery, Ohannes Pupizian, was cut off first 
his hands and then his arms up to the elbow in response to 
his refusal to accept Islam. When he had not yet wavered, 
his head was cut off on the pavement of the church. 

In Biredjik an old man who refused to renounce his faith 
was prostrated, red-hot coals heaped upon his body, and as 
he writhed in agony, the brutes held a Bible before his face 
and mockingly demanded that he read to them some 
promises on which he relied. 

Of that Maccabean mother and her sons, 2 Macc. 7, we 
are reminded of a mother at Urfa, ancient Ur in Chaldea, 
Gen. 11:31, who, when they wished to force her sons to 
convert, hastened and besought them, "Let yourselves be 
slain, but deny not the Lord JEsum!" And the steadfast sons 
allowed themselves to be slain with the sword. - 

Women and children followed the men in martyrdom. In 
Bitlis, after their husbands had been slain, a hundred women 
were led by soldiers into a square. What did they answer 
when they were told, "Give up your JEsus and you shall 
live"? "Nay, our husbands died for him, and we will do 
likewise!" and they were all slain. 

In Caesarea, at the slaughter on November 30 (1895), a 
Protestant and his twelve-year-old daughter were alone in 
the house, which the mother had previously left. A Turk 
broke into the room where the girl was sitting. "My child,” he 
said, "your father is dead because he would not accept 
Islam; now | must make you a Muhammadan, and then | will 
take you into my house, and you shall be kept like my 
daughter. Will you?" "I believe in JEsum," answered the girl; 
"he is my Saviour, and | love him! | cannot do what thou wilt, 
even if thou shouldst kill me." Thereupon the ravager fell 
upon the child with his sword, and cut and thrust him in 
twelve different places. What followed is not known; the 
house was sacked and burned with the father's body. But 
that evening a cart drove up in another part of the city in front 
of the house where the mother of that girl was. A neighbour, 
a Turk who was her friend, came in and said: "| have brought 
you the body of your little daughter. You are my friend, and 
| could not leave it there. | am sorry that this should happen." 
The mother took the unconscious body and discovered that 
there was still life in it. A surgeon was called. Brought the 
child to consciousness, and he is now in recovery. - 

The above examples are told by Pastor Dr. Johannes 
Lepsius, who himself was in Armenia in May 1896 and 
published the results of his observations and inquiries on the 
spot in a book entitled "Armenia and Europe". "I could,” he 
concludes this part of his Mittheilungen, "tell many more 
such stories, and it would be worth while to write the martyr 
acts of the Armenian Church, which added so many 
thousands to the number of blood witnesses of all times." F.

The charitable institutions of our Synod have recently 
been increased by a new one. The following is written to us 
from Cleveland, Ohio: "At a meeting held in May of last year, 
a number of members of our local Evangelical Lutheran 
congregations came together and formed an Evangelical 
Lutheran Hospital Society. The purpose of this society, as 
the name indicates, is to establish and maintain a hospital, 
primarily for those sick people in our midst who need to be 
cared for in a hospital and who until now had to be 
accommodated either in the city hospitals or in the hospitals 
of other believers, because we ourselves did not have such 
a hospital. By a committee which immediately set to work, a 
-Lutheran Hospital’ has now been established and opened 
at Franklin Circle here in Cleveland. The opening took place 
in October of last year. It has room for eight to ten patients, 
or more in case of emergency." We are announcing this here 
so that it will become known among our Christians outside 
the city of Cleveland and its immediate surroundings that 
such a welfare institution exists there, which was established 
through the loving gifts of Lutheran Christians and is to be 
continued in trust in the help of the Lord, in which the sick 
find themselves among fellow believers and, in addition to 
medical care and physical nurture, also receive regular and 
proper pastoral care. The president of the board of directors 
is Father J. J. Walker, 1111 Meyer Ave, Cleveland, O. L. F. 
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Christian Hostels. Wherever missions are carried on in 
the large cities of our country, the need for Christian inns 
and boarding houses arises, in which both traveling and 
temporarily resident brethren in the faith can find a place to 
stay. "Evil gossip corrupts good morals," says St. Paul in 1 
Corinthians 15:33, and many a man whose profession has 
taken him to an unknown place has fallen into evil company 
there by living in a boarding house run by unbelievers, has 
forgotten his God and his church, and has suffered great 
damage to soul and body. For this reason, all Christian 
parents, in particular, would like to see to it that their children 
who are going abroad, if they cannot live in Christian 
families, nevertheless take up such lodgings where they will 
find themselves in a brotherly environment, will be directed 
to the right church, and will become acquainted with one of 
our pastors. By this means many a one who as aconfirmand 
has pledged allegiance to the right-believing church would 
also be preserved to it and kept from perdition. And if, 
therefore, such Christian hostels are opened in our large 
cities, where many homeless Lutherans are to be found year 
in and year out, all those who have the spiritual and physical 
well-being of their relatives and friends at heart should point 
them there and, in any case, get in touch with the pastor of 
our Synod there, and thus work into the hands of the City 
Mission. We therefore also comply with the wish to inform 
you at this point that such a hostel has been established 
within the St. Paul's congregation in Omaha, Nebraska, by 
a faithful member of the same, precisely in order to serve 
the City Mission there. So whoever has relatives or 
acquaintances in that city, let them come to the

Marriage Legislation in the State of Missouri. The

A truly gruesome statistic we glean from several 
change sheets. 

There were about 10,500 murders committed in our 
country in the past year, as compared with 4290 in 1890. In 
this period of only six years, therefore, the number of murders 
has more than doubled. The number of those killed in the four 
bloodiest battles of the last Civil War was 10,149, so that 
more people were murdered in our country in the last year 
than were killed in those four bloody battles. Of these 
murderers, only 122 atoned for their crime with death after a 
legally binding trial, i.e. about one percent. 131 fell victim to 
the people's justice. These are again new acts of murder, 
which are to be added to the above number. What a terrible 
blood guilt weighs on our country! How much unscented 
blood cries out to God for vengeance against our country! 
Suicides have risen from 2040 in 1890 to 6520 last year, a 
threefold increase. - These figures speak for themselves. 
They, too, are signs of the times, the last, sorrowful time, of 
which the Lord prophesied: "Because iniquity shall abound, 
love shall wax cold in many."

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Something about amusements and entertainments 
for church purposes. 


We are not speaking here of such amusements, 
entertainments, and amusements as are employed by the 
children of the world to indulge in the flesh, but of such as 
are organized by Christian congregations or associations, or 
by members of such congregations, or by those who wish to 
be Christian. But neither shall anything be said here of 
amusements and entertainments which take place in such 
circles in general. Rather, a certain purpose is to be 
discussed, which one often has in mind from the outset 
when organizing such things, or which one somehow 
associates with them. Amusements and entertainments, in 
so far as one seeks to obtain money for some ecclesiastical 
purpose through them or in connection with them, are what 
we want to take a look at. 

It is a well-known fact that railway excursions, boat trips, 
concerts, and all sorts of innocent entertainments are often 
organized in order to help the community or mission funds. 
But this is not the end of the matter. In many cases the limits 
of decency, of what is permissible, of what is holy, of what 
is ecclesiastical, are far exceeded. "For the good of the 
church,” namely, to raise a few dollars for a church building, 
for an organ, for church decorations, to cover church debts, 
and the like, theatrical performances are given, public 
dances and balls are held, lewd disguises are undertaken, 
licentious songs are performed, and bag and other gambling 
arts are performed in church, to the disgrace of the name of 
Christ and to the annoyance of Christians and the children 
of this world. What the Roman Pabst Church and also 
Protestant sects have done in this respect since June 1895, 
the Rev. W. B. Hale has given a rich floral reading of in the "Forum" 
(an English magazine). It is scarcely believable that such

2. in the parish office. 

The first years in the parish office were a time of 
preferably earthly happiness. Besides the love for God's 
word and its proclaimers on the part of the congregation, he 
was also blessed with an extremely well-suited marriage, 
which he had entered into with Dorothea Feige, the daughter 
of the mayor. 

But the days of earthly happiness cannot last too long for 
a child of God without harm to his inner life. This happy 
marriage lasted only five years. After only a short illness and 
quite unexpectedly, death snatched away our beloved wife 
from Heermann. The song he wrote at the time, "Ach Gott, 
ich muB in Traurigkeit mein Leben ganz beschlieBen," (Oh, 
God, | must close my life in sadness), shows how close this 
demise of the sun and bliss of the house came to him. It is 
the same song in which it is said as beautifully as it is true: 


I'll believe it and boast it unblush'd. The best is 
faithfulness wedded. 


His form fell with grief and his longing to depart was great, 
for he firmly believed he would not survive the great suffering. 

But God's thoughts were different. He was to live for a 
number of years in the pit of misery, and the word "My power 
is mighty in the weak" was to be realized in him for the 
glorification of God. To the end, the faithful hand of God first 
led him under the cross of the Redeemer, where alone the 
right balm for all the wounds of the heart is to be found. Two 
Passion writings originate from this time: Eleven Passion 
sermons under the title: "Crux Christi", and sermons on the 
seven words of Christ on the cross, under the title: "Heptalogus 
Christi". Both writings went through many editions. But now 
tribulation was to come upon tribulation, and the preacher 
and singer were to be drawn ever more deeply and intimately 
into the fellowship of Him who leads through the cross to the 
crown. 

In order to bear the coming tribulations the Lord led the 
bent man in the following year, on July 18, 1618, to a second 
life companion in Anna Teichmann, an orphan from Guhrau, 
with whom he led "a peaceful and sweet marriage” until his 
death, which was also blessed with children, while the first 
marriage had remained childless. Soon, the faithful, devoted 


Wife at him nothing but to perform laborious nursing. 
Especially from the year 1623 on, this suffering condition 
became an almost uninterrupted illness. An ailment in his 
windpipe worsened to such an extent that the longer he 
preached, the more he was afflicted with an attacking cough. 
In the congregation, too, things gradually changed as a result 
of his outspokenness, and in addition to the offenses and 
displeasures that arose from it, there were now the hardships 
and horrors of the Thirty Years' War, which broke out in the 
neighboring country of Bohemia in the year of his second 
marriage and which he had to live through almost to the end 
of it. Before the first hostile troops approached Kében, the 
town had been destroyed by a conflagration, except for a few 
buildings. Hardly rebuilt, the plague raged among its 
inhabitants, whereby Heermann's loving heart suffered 
greatly. Hardly had this strangling angel departed, when on 
October 31, 1634, the first imperial soldiers entered Kében 
in great disorder and with wild shouting, looting and 
searching for the Lutheran preacher, who was well known 
throughout the area. Fortunately, some members of the 
congregation immediately brought him to safety in a 
neighboring place, otherwise he would have become a victim 
of the soldiers' fury. There he had to remain hidden for 17 
weeks, visited from time to time at night by some of his 
faithful, who alone knew of his place in the mountains and 
brought news of his people, food for the body and comfort for 
the soul. When he finally returned to Kében after the 
withdrawal of the imperial forces, the plague struck almost all 
of Silesia and, raging for the second time in Kében, took 
away 550 people from the community. And no sooner was 
this plague over than wild war hordes again invaded the 
unfortunate country. By one of these hordes Heermann was 
robbed of his entire farm, his cattle and his household goods. 
And always new hordes invaded the place, wanted to 
plunder and threatened the life, since they found nothing 
more. 

During these enemy raids Heermann escaped death 
twice under God's protecting hand in a strange way. When 
he had already been completely plundered in the raid just 
mentioned, a soldier forced his way into the room and 
shouted at him: "Give me money, or I'll cut off your miserable 
head! Already the fiend was brandishing his sabre, as 
Heermann assured him that his comrades had already 
fetched away the last penny: then Heermann's youngest 
child jumped in between and pushed the soldier back with 
the words, "Go away, you nasty man!" But Heermann quickly 
seizes the child, lifts it up before the soldier's face, and cries, 
"Behold, God sends you this innocent child as an angel to 
restrain you from a shameful deed which would bring you to 
damnation!" And the soldier lowers his murderous weapon 
and does not go away without moving. - When, soon after 
this incident, new hostile crowds appeared in the distance, 
some members of the congregation urged the pastor to make 
a hasty escape with them on a barge.

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The food these people had was 60 to 75 cents, and they had 
nothing to eat but dried-up black bread that they had left over 
from the ship. We could not let the people go on their long 
journey without food. So we bought in bulk: Bread, sausage, 
apples etc. and distributed. The poor people showed their 
gratitude by kissing our hands and expressing their thanks 
in words. When it came to cashing the tickets, it turned out 
that they were for different railways and the people would be 
separated. Then the misery began again, for they thought 
they would now be separated forever. On top of that, one 
part of the company had to travel about 24 hours longer than 
the other part. The people had bought these tickets from 
agents in Europe. On the tickets, on which long detours were 
prescribed, the agents could earn more commission. The 
poor people, however, had to provide for their livelihood 
much longer. Such evils are prevented when we procure the 
tickets. According to their statements, these people seemed 
to have had enough money to get there comfortably, but they 
were cheated at every turn, especially at the Russian border. 

Last year there were also several German families in the 
hospital, which | visited. | was also able to find work for some 
of them. Among others, | also found work for a locksmith in 
his trade. But he did not like it for very long; he then worked 
in various places. Finally he earned his way back to Europe 
as a coal shoveler on a ship, but he did not come to see me 
again. 

In the last year, quite a few families from our communities 
in the west have moved to our state of Maryland to try their 
luck here. | was also able to help them. 

In 1896 there landed at Baltimore 12, 568 Paffagiers, as 
against 10, 616 in 1895. Of these, 3667 were Germans, 
3782 Russians, 3083 Easterners, 1730 Hungarians, 338 
Bohemians. In the last year, therefore, the predominant 
number were not Germans, as usual, but Russians, most of 
them Jews.

President Cleveland on indecent Zeitnngsliteratur. 
Washington reported at the end of February: The President 
has condemned indecent newspaper articles in a most 
severe manner by denying James Wilson's petition for a 
pardon. Wilson was sentenced in Indiana in December 1895 
to two years in prison for sending indecent writings through 
the mail. The President wrote on the petition: "Denied. This 
convict was the editor and owner of a vile and filthy 
newspaper. Everyone who advocates a decent way of life 
should advocate the punishment of such offenses and wish it 
to be more frequent. Although | am surprised by the number 
of decent persons who join in recommending the granting of 
lenity in this case, my duty seems to me so clear that | am not 
in the least tempted to alter the just and reasonable verdict of 
the law. " F. P.

On Good Friday we commemorate Jesus’ sacrificial 
death and shedding of blood, in which all that Jesus has 
done for our blessedness culminates. And this is also the 
greatest and most blessed of all the deeds of God and man;

all things. No work in heaven or on earth can compare with 
Jesus' bleeding and dying on the cross. Therefore 
Christians daily commemorate this deed and say with Petro 
and all Christendom: The blood of JEsu Christ, the Son of 
God, makes us clean from all sin. And Lent, which ends in 
Char Friday, is not a time of fasting and starving for our 
souls, but of feasting and enjoying and of intimate 
contemplation of the most blessed of all mysteries.

(Conclusion.) 
3. in his "Patmos". 


In October 1638 the sick emeritus moved to Lissa, a small 

town in Wielkopolska. There he had a small house built on 
a piece of land outside the town, which Count Bogislaus had 
given him for the end, "so that he could live quietly, suffer, 
pray and, if God willed, end his life unhindered in such 
severe infirmity. He entered this "Patmos", as he called it 
according to Revelation 1:9, in great weakness of body. Day 
and night for the first nine weeks he lay almost always 
asleep without the use of his spiritual powers. But as soon 
as he was better, he used the time to write wonderful 
edifying scriptures. And the Lord granted him nine more 
years, so that "rivers of living water" (Joh. 7, 38.) would flow 
from this body that was about to die. 
But during these nine years he was to take a particularly 
bitter drink from the cup of suffering he had been given. The 
first child of his marriage, whom he had once welcomed so 
joyfully and who justified such high hopes, since he was of 
a pious mind and of immense talent - Samuel, his favorite 
child, who studied in Breslau, allowed himself to be seduced 
by the Jesuits there to enter their school without his father's 
knowledge and soon thereafter, on February 25, 1640, to fall 
away to the antichristian Pabstacy! The news of this 
penetrated the poor father's soul like a sword. On March 2, 
however, he immediately sent the apostate "a faithful 
admonition. Among other things, it says: "As soon as God 
demands my soul, | will fall down before God's throne and 
demand the deceivers before his court within a year's time, 
and, if you do not turn back, you shall answer God and me 
at the same time. In your letters you have always signed 
yourself: "the Lord Father's most obedient son unto death. If 
you should break this promise, | would take your fist before 
the judgment seat of God, expel it there, and ask for 
vengeance." The signature read: "Johann Heermann, 
whose soul... 


is sorrowful unto death." God immediately "gave the words 
strength and emphasis without displeasure. Already on 
March 6, the son renounced the papacy again and sought 
his father's forgiveness, which was granted to him without 
further ado with the words: "Father's heart remains father's 
heart. The joy of his parents was great when he returned to 
his parents’ home in Lissa at the end of March 1640, in order 
to continue his studies in another place after some time. But 
the parents were to rejoice only for a short time. Samuel 
began to ail. It was the emaciation that had set in with him. 
There were two sick people in the little house in Lissa. His 
son's sickness quickly came to an end. Often one heard from 
his mouth the sigh: "Come, Lord Jesus, your servant is 
ready! Make haste, Lord Jesus!" On February 6, 1643, the 
Lord took the almost 24-year-old youth to himself. The 
father, seized with pain, could not follow his son to the grave, 
for when he was carried out, he himself was lying on his 
deathbed, dead. 

After the death of this favorite son, Heermann lived and 
suffered for four more years. In the last days of his 
pilgrimage, however, his illness grew to such a height that 
he could neither sit nor lie down during the day, but had to 
stand and was hardly able to lie down even at night. When, 
however, great weakness finally forced him to lie down 
completely, he wrote on his bedpost: "Lord, behold, he 
whom thou lovest is sick." Patiently suffering and eagerly 
awaiting the hour of salvation, he pleaded, like his fatherly 
friend V. Herberger: "Lord Jesus, come and rest!" On the 
Friday before Septuagesima, 1647, he called his own to his 
bed of pain, in order to give them still his fatherly blessing, 
and on the morning of the Sunday Septuagesima, February 
16, 1647, according to the gospel of the day, it was said: 
"Call to the worker and give him his wages." After another 
flow of stick had occurred during the night, he fell into a sleep 
in which he slumbered away into the land of eternal joy and 
glory. He had lived to be 61 years and 2 months old. For the 
funeral text he had chosen the words 1 Petr. 5, 2-4: "Feed 
the flock of Christ, as you are commanded, and watch 
carefully, not under compulsion, but willingly; not for 
shameful gain, but from the heart; not as those who rule over 
the people, but become examples of the flock. Thus, when 
the Arch Shepherd shall appear, ye shall receive the 
unfading crown of honors." His motto was: "Mihi omnia Jesus", 
that is, "Jesus is everything to me". 


Johann Heermann was a cross-bearer such as there are 
not many. Where is there any suffering that this man did not 
bear? Plague, persecution, plundering, 
unpleasantness in office, death of a beloved wife, seduction 
of the hopeful favorite son, death of the one just saved, and 
above all this a constantly weak body, so that he could not 
be sure of a single healthy day, as he himself testified. So 
much hardship, pain, and misfortune are seldom 
concentrated in one human life. Therefore, dear reader, we 
will gladly accept the much smaller measure of the cross that 
the Lord has given us.

Southern District Assembly 
of the Synod. 


This District assembled in the midst of St. Paul's 
congregation (Rev. G. J. Wegener) in New Orleans from 
February 17 to 23 of this year. This was the eleventh synod 
of the District, which was organized in 1881. About 75 
synodical members were present. The opening sermon of 
the Honorable General Presbyter Dr. H. C. Schwan on 
Matth. 9, 37. 38.: "The harvest is great" etc. showed that 
these words of Christ also apply to our time, that we 
therefore only build the Kingdom of God rightly when we ask 
the Lord of the harvest to send laborers into His harvest. 
Asking is all that the Lord commands His Christians to do. It 
includes everything else in itself. Christians who earnestly 
ask do of their own accord what is necessary to promote the 
spiritual work of the harvest, such as sending out laborers, 
maintaining them, etc. 

This sermon introduced the subject before Synod for its 
doctrinal proceedings. Mr. Rev. G. P. A. Schaaf, in five 
sittings, delivered an elaborate paper on the following 
subject: How shall we, as a Synod, show ourselves thankful 
to God for His benefits and blessings bestowed upon us 
during fifty years? J. What benefits and blessings has God 
bestowed upon us? II. How shall we give thanks for them? 
Ill. What blessing then hath the Lord promised us and our 
posterity? Ps. 50:23. 

This work, which was presented at the request of many, 
was important and interesting for the sake of the 50th 
anniversary of our Synod, which will soon be celebrated. 
Certainly, during the execution of the first part, all those 
present once again became vividly aware of how God has 
gloriously blessed our Synod and has also directed His work 
through it, and certainly everyone praised themselves 
happily and thanked God in their hearts for belonging to a 
faithful Synodal community. 

The second part was of special importance and urgency: 
"How shall we give thanks? J. By always remembering all 
undeserved graces and blessings, and by allowing God's 
goodness to lead us to repentance. (2) By watching and 
fighting against the dangers which seek to deprive and rob 
us of these blessings. Such dangers are: Satisfaction and 
weariness; slothfulness in the fight against false doctrine; 
the breaking in of worldly things; lack of true faith and love, 
and therefore the increase of hypocritical appearances. 3) 
By increasing in zeal for Christ's kingdom and glory, and 
offering ourselves with all that we are and have to the Lord. 
Pastors: faithful administration in all things - diligent study - 
unity in attendance at conferences and meetings. 
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Synods - Watching and praying, b. Teachers: In leading the 
children to Jesus - teaching faithful Bible history and 
catechism - keeping unity among themselves and with 
pastors and congregations - continuing studies - avoiding 
avocations, c. Congregations: Diligently listen to and learn 
God's Word - teach the children Christian 


Send schools - show prudence in taking in members - do not 
become stingy and care only for themselves, but gladly and 
willingly practice charity - and do not drop evangelical church 
discipline." 

As anyone who reads these points carefully will 
immediately recognize, this part of the report was very 
practical, touching and admonishing the hearts and 
consciences. Every preacher and teacher and every 
Christian member of the congregation will profit by reading 
this year's synodal report and will find the above points 
beautifully and clearly explained. 

The Synod also dealt in several sessions with the matter 
of the Inner Mission in our Southern District. Among the 
smaller districts of our Synod, the Southern District has the 
most extensive Inner Mission. In Texas there are 10 
missionary districts with 45 preaching places and churches, 
and in the Gulf States lying east of Texas there are 8 
missionaries on 33 places. In Texas, three churches became 
independent in the last two years. It is true that we have not 
done nearly enough in the Southern District in regard to 
missions. There should be many, many more missionaries in 
this 1500 mile wide area, which extends over half a dozen 
states, especially in the state of Texas, where there are 
probably more Germans than in all the other southern states 
put together. But for a few years we have had to confine 
ourselves, especially in Texas, to cultivating and preserving 
the mission fields that have been started. We have not sought 
out new fields, have not been able to seek them out. Why 
not? Because our small district lacked the necessary funds. 
Our expenses for the mission amount to §9000.00 annually. 
In the last two years, half of this amount was raised within the 
Southern District. The rest we received from the General 
Fund for Inner Mission. Without this support it would not have 
been possible to carry on the Mission in the South even to 
the extent that we have been doing. But nevertheless, all our 
churches in the South and in the North would like to ask the 
Lord of the harvest even more earnestly and constantly to 
send workers also into his harvest in the South! Then there 
would be no lack of other things. 

Following the missionary matter, the congregations of the 
district were strongly recommended by the Synod to levy an 
extra collecte for this caste during the next quarter. 

A similar resolution was passed in regard to the District's 
Preachers' and Teachers' Widows' and Orphans’ Fund, 
which is over §300.00 in debt. In the past year 1 pastor out 
of office, 4 widows and 12 orphans were supported. Would 
that all pastors, teachers and congregations would give 
better consideration to this caste, so that in the future the 
poor widows do not have to ask for help in vain!

They have already moved into the 

institution, and we hope that they will continue to do so, 


Report on the mission church in London, England. 


Beloved fathers in the Lord! 

Since the Lord has kept His hand over us protecting and 
blessing us during the three months that have now passed, 
October to December, we can report the following to our dear 
fellow Christians from here. 

As far as our work is concerned, it, like missionary work 
everywhere, not only encounters much opposition, but also 
has to struggle with many special difficulties because of the 
numerous, dishonest people who come over from the 
mainland every year, and because of the spiritual neglect 
that generally prevails here, especially among the Germans. 
One experiences this especially during house visits, where 
one comes together with people of the most diverse views 
and aspirations. It might not be uninteresting to share one or 
two things from these visits, 117 of which have been made 
since October. The rudest opponents with whom one has to 
deal, and those who are 
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The most common of these are those subversives who strive 
to abolish the boundary between mine and thine. Therefore, 
when | inquire somewhere about new addresses, it happens 
that | am answered, "We would like to do it, but we fear that 
if you go there you will only be ridiculed. Those people 
cherish anarchistic principles." Next in line are the disciples 
of the falsely famous art that wants to develop everything. 
"Once | was," such a one told me, "Lutheran, but now |ama 
follower of Darwin; his teaching is my gospel." Indicative of a 
third class is the false and ungodly phrase, widespread even 
here, which | heard again only recently: "Work is the basic 
condition of my advancement in business." Then again one 
meets others who, through the disorderly activities of the 
Salvation Army, which, as is well known, has its main 
strength here, have become so closed to everything Christian 
that it is only with great difficulty that one can convince them 
that there are also Christians who are not taken in for that 
distorted image of everything respectable and Christian. On 
another occasion | proved to a woman from God's Word that 
it is not at all the same what idea man has of God. She said: 
"Yes, but it is so, as a -pious- man once told me. Every man, 
according to his disposition, has a correspondingly 
constituted God. The one with a stern, hard nature thinks of 
God as a stern Lord; and the other with a gentle mind 
imagines God as a loving Father." | sought to instruct her 
about her polytheism, and said, "No, good woman, the true 
God is not of such a form, but He is of such a nature to all 
men as He has revealed Himself in the holy Scriptures. All 
that men devise instead of God are idols, and are forbidden 
in the first commandment." - She: "Yes, yes, you are also just 
one of those who have a hard nature." But it is most 
distressing when the door is slammed shut on one without 
further ado with a cold, "We don't need it," or, "An honest man 
has no need of the church," and thus every opportunity is 
taken away to bring such people close to the Word of God. - 
But even if most of them contradict and do not want to know 
what serves their peace, there are always some who are won 
over by the Word. God has allowed us to experience this as 
well. The morning services are still poorly attended, by an 
average of about 15 people, which is due to the fact that 
many of the Germans here are bakers who are prevented 
from coming in the morning by their work; in the evening, 
however, 35 to 45 listeners regularly turn up for the sermon. 
The number of communicating church members has 
increased from 8 to 22. In addition, we have already been 
able to place 3 small children into the arms of the Lord Christ 
through Holy Baptism, while 4 larger ones are currently being 
prepared for the renewal of their covenant in Confirmation 
classes. One thing, however, should be mentioned with 
special thanks to God, namely that he has supplied us with a 
small group of children. With these children, 30 in number, 
we have so far prepared for Christmas on Sunday afternoons 
according to Fr Lochner's liturgy, so that on 
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We are very happy that on this holy Christmas Eve, under the 
radiant foam of Christmas, we were able to unite our voices 
with the many thousands of our fellow believers on the other 
side. - As for this small nation, it can only arouse our deepest 
pity. For not only is it growing up among, one might almost 
say, a brutalized youth, but, what is saddest of all, nowhere 
does it receive wholesome spiritual nourishment. Some of the 
schools here are almost completely without religion, where 
the children are spiritually stunted, and others are connected 
with the reformed English state church, which is rushing 
towards Rome, where again in spiritual matters not God's 
word, but human reason is the teacher of the youth. What 
fruits such schools produce may be shown by a case reported 
to me some time ago. A child, who had just returned from 
school, came to his father with the question whether it was 
true that the Bible contained inconsistencies, and even knew 
how to give an example, which the teacher had cited, as 
supposed proof of this. - It is obvious that in such a lamentable 
situation of the local youth one hour of catechism instruction 
is not enough, when Satan has a whole week at his disposal 
to pluck the seed sown on Sunday out of the hearts of the 
children. At the same time, however, we also recognize what 
the right means is to help here, namely, a missionary parish 
school. It would not be difficult to start such a school, since a 
number of parents, with whom | have suggested the idea of a 
German-English parish school, have already agreed to send 
their children, so that we could begin teaching with about 40 
to 50 children. How gladly we would like to appoint a teacher 
who could especially take care of the little ones, so that they 
do not perish in unbelief, as most of them do when they grow 
up; but since we are still so few, we lack the means necessary 
for the maintenance of a teacher. And if | were to teach school, 
which | would like to do, the five days of instruction prescribed 
by law would be very detrimental to our main missionary work, 
the search for and winning of new families, which requires a 
lot of time in this wide area. 

But we entrust our need, together with the poor children, 
to him who has begun this work; he has no lack of means. 
And you, dear fellow Christians, who have experienced how 
God has blessed your schools, help us to pray that he will also 
let his kingdom come to us; then, when so many Christians 
call, he cannot say no, but will certainly create ways and 
means to raise up a congregation here, too, through a 
Christian school, whose members know the holy Scriptures 
from childhood.

And what delicious writings 
are offered to you by our synod for your domestic instruction 
and edification! Just think of your Bible and your prayer 
book, of your sermon and other edification books, of the 
Lord's confessions of our church, and of Luther's writings, 
rich in content, which are at your disposal in large and small 
volumes. Through various German and_ English 
ecclesiastical journals you will be encouraged in the 
knowledge of the truth, warned against the errors of the 
times, armed to fight against false doctrine and ungodly life, 
informed about the spread of the Kingdom of God, 
acquainted with the events in the ecclesiastical field here 
and there. Who can deny the blessings that have been 
scattered through the thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of books and papers of our Synod during these 
fifty years, not only in the congregations of our Synodal 
district, but far beyond our borders! The latter day will make 
it all the more clear. And all this - let us not forget - was only 
possible to this extent through the uniting of our 
congregations into one synod. 

But above all, through this synodal union, the spread of 
the kingdom of God through missionary work has flourished 
within and without the church. The blessing of the Lord has 
rested especially on our mission fields. Through our inner 
mission, our synod has become, over the years, the body 
consisting of thirteen districts and, on the whole, of nearly 
two thousand congregations. Certainly all our Christians 
have read with pleasure and interest the missionary reports 
which appear from time to time in this paper. And if we let 
our eyes wander over the individual fields, we find that the 
number of mission posts in this jubilee year runs far into the 
hundreds, and almost one-fifth of our 1400 pastors are 
wholly or partly in the service of the Misston. Again, these 
are only a few figures and numbers. What has really been 
accomplished in the Kingdom of God through such 
missionary activity, and what will still be accomplished, is 
beyond human computation and will likewise only be 
revealed in blessed eternity. And if we then recall the other 
mission fields of our Synod, the Negro Mission with its 
eighteen stations, which was carried on in fellowship with 
the other members of the Synodal Conference, the English 
Mission, out of which our English sister Synod grew in the 
first place, to the Jewish Mission and the Gentile Mission, to 
the Emigrant Mission and the Deaf and Dumb Mission, the 
readers of the "Lutheran" know from the reports of this paper 
and other papers how the Lord of the Church has also taken 
upon himself these missionary works, which can also only 
be operated by a federation of congregations. 
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and bestowed upon them His mild blessing. Therefore, 
Walther could already say at the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the Synod in 1872: "God has blessed us abundantly in the 
twenty-five years that have now passed, above asking, 
hoping and understanding. The net of the gospel which we 
have cast out here has been so abundantly filled that we have 
had to sound the cry for help over and over again, over land 
and sea: Come, come, brethren, help us go! The seed that we 
have sown here has sprouted so powerfully that everywhere 
desolate fields have been transformed under our hands into 
waving seed fields of truly evangelical congregations": this is 
true to an even greater extent in this jubilee year of 1897. 

In deep, humble amazement, therefore, we must now 
exclaim: "The Lord hath done great things for us; we are glad 
of them!" It would be presumptuous of us to rise up and boast 
of anything but the grace and goodness of the Lord and his 
blessing. His alone is all glory. His is the kingdom and the 
power and the glory. To him be praise and thanksgiving from 
the bottom of our hearts. At the same time, let his kindness 
be a motivation for us to become ever more zealous as a 
synod in the united spread of his glorious kingdom, in the 
exercise of our holy missionary duty! God be with us! L.

The First Attack of the "Lutheran Herald" on the 
Missouri Synod. The "Lutheran Herald,” for some time the 
organ of the so-called New York Ministry, published in its 
April 10 issue its first attack on the Missouri Synod. The 
same, however, immediately turned out to be exceedingly 
foolish. The "Herald" reports that a pastor of the Missouri 
Synod, in a paper published by the same, demands of every 
right Lutheran that he keep it with the Missourians. The 
Missourian pastor says in justification: "Whoever knows the 
teachings and actions of the Missourians and does not want 
to agree with them, does not want to be a right Lutheran." 
The "Herald" now adds: "We are astonished at this 
confession. We would hardly have thought it possible that 
they in Missouri had gone so far overboard in their self- 
conceit. That the position in a synod is decisive for the 
position in true Lutheranism is at any rate new. Praise God, 
there are many good Lutherans who want to know as little 
about an all-saints-making church as they do about an all- 
Lutheran-making synod." So much for the "Herald." We are 
astonished at these remarks. In every sentence the writer 
utters a great folly. Does the "Herald" really mean that it is 
"hubris" when one who has become certain of the right 
doctrine from God's Word now expects others to hold it with 
him? It is in the nature of the Christian faith that it seeks to 
draw others who are still wholly or partly astray to itself, that 
is, to win them to the divine truth it has recognized. But 
according to the Recept of the "Herald," a Christian would 
have to speak thus: "To be sure, | am certain of the Christian 
doctrine. But nevertheless | will not expect others who 
believe differently to hold it with me. Each one may stick to 
his own opinion." The "herald" can be convinced: this is not 
how Christians speak and act, but indifferentists, that is, 
people who in the depths of their hearts believe nothing to 
be true. Even those people who err, but who, in an erring 
conscience, take error for truth, allow others to "hold it with 
them." Hence the "herald" strikes even his own synodal 
comrades in the face with his argument. How often have not 
the members of the Council asserted that they, the Conciliar 
Lutherans, were the right Lutherans, namely, those who held 
"the right middle" between the General Synod and the 
Synodal Conference; they have also presumed upon others 
to hold with them, namely, by endeavoring to win pastors 
and congregations from the General Synod and Synodal 
Conference for themselves. How, then, can the "Herald" 
condemn it in the Missourians, if they also expect others to 
keep it with them? - Further, according to the opinion of the 
"Herald," it is "at any rate new" that "the position in a synod 
is decisive for the position in true Lutheranism. This 
judgment must be virtually reversed. It is new that the 
position toward a synod is not decisive for the position 
toward true Lutheranism. Practically all the world admits that 
the position which one ecclesiastical community takes 
toward another with which it has become acquainted, or 
even works in the same field, is decisive for its position 
toward Christianity, or rather toward true Lutheranism. The 
Missouri Synod, for example, must - this is God's will - 
maintain its agreement with the Wisconsin Synod and all 
synods which, according to its superintendence, are to be 
called Lutheran. 
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confess that they hold true Christian doctrine. These 
ecclesiastical bodies have the same duty to the Missouri 
Synod. No Christian, no Christian congregation, no 
ecclesiastical body, shall say, "I know you not, | hold not with 
you," etc., in reference to another Christian, another 
Christian congregation, another Christian body, who confess 
right doctrine with them. Christ is confessed and denied here 
on earth in His confessors. Thus, however, from the position 
which a man takes to a synod, whose doctrine and practice 
are known, we may infer the nature of his Christianity or 
Lutheranism. If someone tells me what his position is toward 
the General Synod or the Council, | know exactly what his 
position is toward true Lutheranism. The statement of the 
"Herald" that it is "at any rate new" "that the position toward 
a Synod is decisive for the position toward true Lutheranism" 
is a great thoughtlessness. With this, at the same time, the 
silliness of the "synod making Luther alone" is sufficiently 
illuminated. Finally, as far as the allusion to the "sole- 
sanctifying church" is concerned, it is precisely the 
Missourians who have testified against certain Lutherans in 
the East to the truth that neither the Missouri Synod nor the 
Lutheran Church in general is the sole-sanctifying church. 
For the Missourians have taught, and still teach, that 
although the orthodox Lutheran Church is the only one of all 
known church communions to confess purely the revealed 
doctrine in all its articles, it is nevertheless not the only 
church that can save. Rather, dear children of God are also 
found in unbelieving communities, because and insofar as 
pieces of the beatific doctrine are still held in those 
communities. But herewith enough. Our readers may 
perceive what is the nature of the first attack of the "Herald" 
upon the Missouri Synod. If the Redactor had made clear to 
himself the thoughts to which he gives expression, he would 
have saved himself the trouble of writing, and us the trouble 
of refuting it. F. P.

Madagascar from the French, lodged a complaint in Paris. 
Another question, which is at present the subject of 
negotiations between London and Paris, concerns the land 
ownership of the English missionary societies working on the 
island. Although the Protestant societies have at least as 
good a title as the Catholic, the French authorities dispute the 
right of the former. In one case the British missionaries had 
to vacate their building, which was immediately occupied by 
French missionaries. A monetary compensation offered to 
the English could of course not be accepted in view of the 
outrageous act of violence. The Queen of Madagascar 
granted almost all landed property to the various missionary 
societies under the condition that if no Madagascan attended 
Christian worship in the missionary institution concerned, the 
land and buildings would revert to the Queen. By the 
banishment of the Queen the matter becomes still more 
entangled. The Jesuit missionaries, with the approval of the 
lower French officials, exercise violence against the native 
Protestants in a gross manner. They are told that they cannot 
be children of France unless they become Catholics. Those 
who remained Protestants, and therefore children of 
England, would be the enemies of France. The Jesuits call 
the Protestant natives "Fahavals," that is, robbers. In certain 
districts all missionary work has become impossible. The 
French Protestant missionary societies complain almost as 
much as the English about the conduct of the Jesuits. —_F.

From World and Time. 


The consumption of brandy is causing terrible 
devastation, as can be seen from precise statistical 
investigations and research. Prof. Dr. Finkler from Bonn 
reports the following. The following crimes have been 
committed by drunkards: Murder in 63 cases out of 100, 
robbery in 68, bodily harm in 74, assault in 60, offences 
against morality in 77 cases. In Paris, of 8139 insane 
persons, no less than 2982 had fallen ill as a result of drinking 
brandy, among which number were 1169 women. In 
England, of the insane, 28 per cent were drunkards; in 
Sweden, 27; in France, 20. Of 61 mentally defective children, 
33 came from families of drunkards; of 27 waterheads, 23 
came from such families. There were 105 inmates in an idiot 
asylum; in 91 of these cases the father was proved to be a 
drunkard. And it is no different in our country. The 
management of the workhouse at Cleveland, O., has recently 
published a report. From the same it appears that out of 2807 
male inmates in one year 2513 pleaded guilty to drinking, and 
out of 313 females 289 were given to the excessive 
consumption of intoxicating liquors. In 1748, of the 3120 
persons transferred to the penal institution, only 3120 were 
sentenced for drunkenness. And these are only the figures 
from one single city. Thus, through this shameful vice, the 
poorhouses, workhouses, penitentiaries and insane asylums 
are filled, family life is shattered, health is undermined, 
thousands are plunged forever into ruin. In a shuddering 
manner is confirmed the Scripture saying, "Sin is the ruin of 
men." Prov. 14:34.

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Praise be to God for ever and ever. The morning stars praised 
him from the beginning; the children of God, the heavenly hosts 
all, shouted for him in the morning light of the creature. To him 
creation sings its song of joy; the heavens tell the glory of God, 
and the firmament proclaims the work of his hands. And even 
among the children of men God always has his people, who 
joyfully give him praise and glory. Of old he dwelt in the praise of 
Israel, and the chosen generation of the New Testament was 
created and set to proclaim the virtues of him who called them 
from darkness to his marvelous light. But once in blessed 
eternity, when the old will have passed away and everything will 
have become new, God's praise will not have been silenced, but 
God's praise and glory will be our blessed occupation in endless 
psalms of joy. Eia, would that we were there! 

This blessed vocation of the children of God has now also 
been lived by our Synod for fifty years. From the first day of its 
existence, the task to which it has dedicated itself has been the 
praise of the God of its salvation. To proclaim the virtues of Him 
who had also called them, the dear fathers, from darkness, deep 
and terrifying darkness, to His marvelous light, was the main 
purpose of their union. The Gospel of the glory and grace of God, 
this hymn of God's praise, which no eye has seen, no ear has 
heard, and which has come into no man's heart, to proclaim 
aloud in its purity and fullness in their own midst, and to bring 
this beatific truth to others who have not had it, or in whom it has 
been obscured, has also been regarded and practiced by our 
Synod since its foundation as the work entrusted to it by God in 
grace. 

We say advisedly, and may say with truth, "our Synod." For 
in this work have not only the preachers and teachers of the 
Synod stood, when they from pulpits and chairs before 
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The whole congregation was a rejoicing congregation of a 
kind and calling in word and work. First of all, those who 
worked in the word and in teaching preached and taught not 
in their own name, but as in the name of Christ, so also in 
the name and commission of the congregations through 
which they were called, so that every word of God that went 
out of their mouths was a testimony of the whole 
congregation. Furthermore, our synod, i.e. the entirety of the 
congregations united in it, has from the beginning been 
intent and always eager to spread the praise of God's grace 
by maintaining and cultivating teaching institutions for the 
training of faithful preachers and teachers, sending out 
traveling preachers to carry the glad tidings of God's grace 
throughout the land, and also to bear witness in printed 
discourse in journals and books to the salvation in Christ, the 
truth that makes the hearts of poor sinners joyful and 
blessed. In addition to all this and much more, which in the 
course of the years was to be attacked and put into work in 
church work, it was necessary that the members of the 
synodal congregations also gave of the earthly goods over 
which God had made them stewards, not only once, but 
again and again, that they held council with their brethren in 
congregational and synodal meetings about the work on the 
house of God, that they often and again lifted up holy hands 
in prayer for blessing and prosperity, also with all kinds of 
works of mercy, brotherly love and common love, praising 
the Lord their Saviour, were active in doing good to 
everyone, mostly to comrades in faith, to the poor and sick, 
widows and orphans and others who were just in need and 
distress. Even the battles they helped to wage against false 
doctrine and ungodly beings near and far had the purpose 
of praising God's truth and glory and extolling them before 
friend and foe alike. And even the tribulations that came 
upon the Synod must have been to the praise of God, though 
in days of sorrow and tears God's faithfulness was praised. 


It is therefore nothing new among us, not something that 
we should have thought about when we call out to one 
another in these days of the synodal jubilee: Jubilate! Sing 
songs of joy to God's praise and glory and to the joy of 
devout hearts. With the teaching that has been with us for 
fifty years, in songs that our fathers sang and that have 
resounded in our churches and schools and homes for fifty 
years, let us also in these days joyfully praise and extol the 
old grace that has now been renewed over us every morning 
for fifty years, and the old truth that has ruled over us from 
the beginning. And if, at this jubilee celebration, hands are 
freely opened and offerings are made for the work of the 
Lord, for the spreading of the truthful gospel, this is nothing 
new among us, but only what we have long been 
accustomed to, and we should therefore not offer scantily 
and sparingly, like people who first have to learn how to offer 
the sacrifice of praise with their hands, but abundantly and 
gladly. And finally, if God, as we ask and hope, will allow the 
word proclaimed at this jubilee to prove itself powerful and 
effective, will gloriously hear the prayers we bring before 
him, and will abundantly bless the gifts and sacrifices of the 
hands, then this too, to God's praise and glory be it said, will 
be nothing new with and about us, but only a demonstration 
of the old faithfulness and goodness of the fountainhead of 
all blessings, which has now poured in streams over our 
synod for fifty years.

For the Synod Jubilee. 


IV. 

Of the reasons given in the first chapter of our Synodal 
Constitution for the formation of a Synodal Union, there is still 
one in particular which should be considered in these articles. 
And that is this, "Protecting and preserving the rights and 
duties of pastors and congregations." This is all the more 
important because even today many people have a 
completely wrong view of the relationship of the synod to its 
members, the individual congregations. For it is often thought 
that the synod stands above the congregations as a kind of 
church authority with coercive power. And there are 
congregations here and there which do not allow themselves 
to be persuaded to join a synod for the very reason that they 
fear thereby to lose their independence and to place 
themselves under the orders of a church regiment. But this is 
quite an erroneous view, and the fathers and founders of our 
Synod brought it into being precisely with the intention of 
protecting and preserving the rights and duties of the 
congregations. For this reason, the following addition to the 
Constitution was adopted at the very first Synodal Assembly, 
submitted to the Synodal congregations for confirmation, and 
is now part of our Constitution: "The Synod is only a 
consultative body with regard to the self-government of the 
individual congregations. Therefore, no decision of the 
former, if itimposes something on the individual congregation 
as a synodal decision, has binding force for the latter. - Such 
a synodal resolution can only be binding if the individual 
congregation has voluntarily accepted and confirmed it by a 
formal congregational resolution. - If a congregation finds the 
decision

not according to the word of God, or unsuitable to its 
circumstances, it has the right to disregard the resolution, 
and resp, to reject it." (1st Synodal Report, p. 6. Synodal 
Constitution, Cap. IV, § 9.) 

Our fathers knew that according to God's word the 
Christians have no other rule over them in spiritual matters 
besides their one Lord and Master Jesus Christ, Matth. 23, 
8. 10. and that this same Lord and Master has given the last 
and highest judgment to the Christian church and has not set 
any kind of high church rule over them, Matth. 18, 17. ff. In 
this matter also they were faithful to the example of the 
apostolic church. Just as the latter, at that first synodal 
assembly at Jerusalem, did not wish to put a yoke upon the 
necks of the disciples, Apost. 15, so also the founders of our 
synod did not want to establish a rule over the congregations 
by any kind of statutes. And they were all the less willing to 
do so, since they were well aware from history and from their 
own experience of the disastrous consequences that result 
from an overbearing church government. For not only the 
antichristic papacy, but also the Lutheran regional churches 
through their consistories had illegally usurped many of the 
rights of the congregations, had set up orders of their own 
power which had to be obeyed by the congregations, and 
had even interfered with the right of appeal of the 
congregations. And Lutheran free churches over there as 
well as over here had, contrary to Scripture and confession, 
interfered with the rights of the congregations, whether by 
setting up a special church regiment or by existing preacher 
rule. In the face of these un-Lutheran, wrong directions, our 
Synod wrote on its banner from the very beginning: 
protection and preservation of the rights and duties of 
pastors and congregations. 

But has it also achieved this purpose? Yes, dear reader, 
we may confess this also to the glory of God in these jubilee 
days. It is true that a well-known opponent of our Synod, a 
persistent advocate of pastorate rule and church bondage, 
predicted in the public pulpit that in ten years the Missouri 
Synod would be broken into a thousand pieces. But since 
then four times ten years have gone by, and the synod of 
that prophet has fairly gone to pieces in the course of time. 
Our synod, however, has only grown inwardly and outwardly, 
and this precisely because it protects and preserves in its 
part the right and independence of the congregations. Our 
congregations know and experience again and again that 
the synod does not want to rule over them with a strong 
regiment, does not want to command them, does not want 
to encroach on their rights. They rule and reign quite 
independently, insist to this day on the freedom that Christ 
has set them free, choose and appoint their preachers, 
exercise discipline according to the word of the Lord, make 
arrangements that correspond to their circumstances, and 
make sacrifices for synodal purposes, not as a command of 
the synod, but as the love of Christ urges them to do. But if 
one asks, as one might well have asked: What good is a 
synod to the congregations, if it has nothing to command 
them? the answer has already been given above. The synod 
wants to help the congregations and preachers who have 
joined it. 


voluntarily join, advise and serve, as far as they want to be 
advised and helped. And such counsel and service is not 
something small, but something great and blessed, as our 
congregations again know from experience. If, for example, 
a congregation is without a preacher, the synod helps it with 
counsel and action to obtain again a faithful minister of the 
Word. In general, the synod helps its congregations to 
preserve the purity of doctrine and unity of spirit, to fight for 
the faith once given to the saints, and to assert their 
congregational rights. But the synod also reminds the 
congregations to rightly exercise their manifold 
congregational duties according to God's Word, just as, on 
the other hand, it is also concerned to protect and safeguard 
the rights and duties of the pastors. It is precisely with such 
a position of the synod in relation to the congregations that 
the various gifts which God gives to his church and also to 
our synod are shown to be of common benefit. This reason 
for the formation of the synodal association, taken from 1 
Cor. 12:4-31, is therefore also realized. And although each 
congregation remains independent and the synod in its 
relationship to the congregations does not form a church 
authority, there is nevertheless no disruption among us in the 
administration of the congregational budget. Rather, it is 
precisely the union of the individual congregations into a 
larger body in the synod that has served to bring about the 
greatest possible uniformity in the arrangement of their 
congregational affairs. A glance at our congregational life will 
show that this last purpose is also being more and more 
achieved in the establishment of the synod. 

By the time this issue of The Lutheran reaches the hands 
of readers, the celebration of the Synod Jubilee will be 
underway. Our hearts are full of praise and thanksgiving to 
God for the special grace He has shown to our fathers and 
to us in our Synodical union. He has lavishly blessed and 
prospered the work begun in his name fifty years ago, and 
all the planting and watering of his faithful servants. He has 
caused the ends set before the Synod at its foundation to be 
accomplished by it to this day. This we have briefly visualized 
in these articles. To His throne let us diligently and eagerly 
lift up our hearts and hands and implore: O Lord our God, be 
with us as thou hast been with our fathers! Forsake us not, 
neither withdraw thine hand from us! Hallow us thy word! 
Incline our hearts to Thee, that we may walk in all Thy ways! 
Bless us anew: for that which thou blessest, O Lord, is 
blessed for ever. L. F.

Grace and peace from God the Father and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 
Beloved in the Lord Christ! When our Lord Christ wants to 
indicate in a few words how the true members of his church 
are to be recognized, he says: "My sheep hear my voice. 
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voice, and | know them, and they follow me; and | give unto 
them eternal life." The voice of Christ is nothing else than his 
pure and clear gospel. Where He still has this preached by 
faithful preachers, Christ Himself is heard speaking through 
such His servants and calling His sheep to Himself. - Now 
not all accept this gospel, but many either despise it 
altogether and do not like to hear it at all, but follow the voice 
of strange and faithless shepherds; or they hear the gospel, 
but only with deaf ears, with unwillingness and aversion, 
without faith and obedience. Such therefore are not the true 
sheep of Christ, but are always lured and called, but do not 
come to Christ themselves, do not thank Him for this greatest 
of all benefits, that He lets His word be proclaimed to them, 
and do not improve themselves, but remain unchanged in 
their hearts and lives year after year. 

But the right sheep rejoice in the voice of their good 
Shepherd, and may hear no other, and so follow it that they 
believe in it from the heart, and with ever renewed 
eagerness, even with hunger and thirst, they take heed to it, 
and from it draw forgiveness of their sins, comfort, salvation, 
peace, and blessedness. 

Now those who are such sheep of Christ and believe in 
his name, who without Christ know themselves to be nothing 
but lost and condemned sinners, and only seek their entire 
salvation in Christ's merit and grace alone, are of course 
mostly unknown and despised before the world, for the world 
does not know them and may not acknowledge them as 
members of the true church. But the Lord says in the words 
quoted, "I know them," and as | am well known to them, so 
they are all known to me by name. | also know all their 
afflictions, their needs, their concerns, and therefore care for 
them, feed them, teach them, comfort them, and "give unto 
them eternal life, that they perish no more, neither that any 
man pluck them out of mine hand." 

O see what exceeding comforting promises these are! 
How could the Lord speak more kindly and sweetly to us? - 

But how often do we hear such words of love, and yet do 
not take them seriously to heart? How often do they rush 
past our ears, and we know the content of the words, but still 
do not taste how friendly the Lord is; indeed, many even 
grow weary of the sweet gospel and think they have heard it 
enough. And this weariness is what blessed Luther calls a 
spiritual dunghill, which then easily deprives a Christian of 
his whole Christianity and leads us dangerously astray, so 
that we become deceived and unwilling to believe, pray, and 
do anything good, just as it is the greatest and most shameful 
ingratitude against God that we do not better respect and 
value his holy and precious word. Therefore let us learn 
today from the example of our Lord's disciples, how they too 
were in great need of continued growth in the knowledge of 
Christ and his word, and how for this reason our dearest Lord 
and Saviour makes use of the many trials and tribulations of 
his Christians, in order to keep his promises to them ever 
more true.

at all what to make of these words, looked at them to and 
fro, and at last had to confess their great ignorance: "We 
know not what He saith." But they did not want to remain in 
this ignorance, but wanted to ask Christ and thus grow in the 
grace and knowledge of Christ. And just as they then call out 
to all Christians, "Grow in the grace and knowledge of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ," 2 Pet. 3:18, so let us now 
also, according to the instruction of our gospel, grow in the 
grace and knowledge of Christ.

If we have believed in Him, our Lord Christ, and have thus 
provided for ourselves all that is good in God our heavenly 
Father, and have begun to walk godly and Christianly 
through His Holy Spirit, we have obtained grace in the sight 
of God and have gained the great and blessed knowledge of 
Christ, in which we can then die happy and blessed at any 
moment; but as long as we are still in this world and do not 
want to lose this great grace and knowledge again, we must 
continue to grow and increase in it. 

For a plant, if it does not grow, diminishes more and 
more, and finally dies. Now all believing Christians are plants 
planted in God's kingdom and spouse, in which they are now 
to grow and, under the care of the heavenly gardener, to 
develop more and more and bear fruit. They are infants and 
newborn children, who are now eager to grow through the 
sensible, pure milk of the gospel. If they are not eager for it 
and do not increase, they are sick children and finally lose 
strength and life. 

Just as a healthy child does not need to be commanded 
to eat food, so it is a true sign of a true Christian when he 
hungers and thirsts for daily nourishment from God's Word 
and finds it sweeter and tastier the longer it goes on. But if 
thou thinkest thyself full, and hast had enough, and art puffed 
up with thy knowledge, and perhaps thou art even disgusted 
with the heavenly manna, that thou art slothful and weary of 
gathering it again and again, boast not that thou art a disciple 
of the Lord. 

For you see from our Gospel how even the dear disciples, 
who had been so long in the highest and best school, had 
not yet learned at all, but since their Lord and Master now 
departed from them, they had to recognize in themselves 
how much they still lacked, how weak their knowledge was 
even in the most necessary matters of faith. For they well 
knew that He was the true Son of God and Saviour of men; 
they had learned all His word, all His counsel for salvation, 
but they did not yet understand what it meant, "Over a little 
one," etc., nor had they recognized how necessary it was for 
their own salvation that Christ should suffer and die. For we 
know that they still had their special ideas of an earthly 
kingdom of Christ, with which they could not in the least unite 
in their thoughts a going of Christ to death. 

How sometimes it is the case with us that we may have 
learned much from God's Word, but are still ignorant and 
without experience in certain main points of salvific doctrine. 
We do not wish to speak now of such nominal Christians, 
who go about in manifest ignorance and spiritual blindness, 
and often scarcely know the first letters of true Christianity, 
which a school-child has learned from his catechism; but 
how many Christians, who have made a good beginning, 
and have really obtained grace, do not deal faithfully with this 
grace; for a time they grow, but soon slacken in zeal, 
become cold and indifferent, and have lost sight of the real 
work of the 


Ney. 
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How easily do such Christians run the risk of straying from 
the right path and either falling into their own ways or even 
falling into the hands of enthusiasts? How easily such 
Christians are in danger of straying from the right path and 
either falling into their own self-conceived ways, or even into 
the hands of enthusiasts! 

Nothing, therefore, is more dangerous to a Christian than 
the foolish delusion that he understands well enough the 
way of salvation, of which he has often heard, and does not 
need to practise further in God's word; he is content with the 
faith he once has, and may even boast of the knowledge he 
already has from his school, and think if only other people 
also had such good knowledge. Such will be the hopeful, 
secure spirits, who too early think themselves wise and 
prudent, and may at last easily come to the point where, like 
the unbelieving children of this world, in their human wisdom 
they despise God's word, and either wish to become 
masters of the Scriptures, despising preaching and the 
teaching office, or even think they can now dispense with 
the Scriptures, and follow only their own spirit, but despise 
and reject God's spirit. 

Oh, who can ever fathom the unfathomable riches of 
God's wisdom and knowledge, which He has revealed to us 
in His Word! Who can ever fathom the unfathomable depth 
of God's love and mercy, which He has revealed to us in 
Christ? 

And if we thought about it for a thousand years, we would 
not be able to fathom it. The whole of eternity would not 
suffice for us to be able to contemplate and praise these 
wonders and mysteries of divine grace. And we poor, short- 
sighted people, afflicted with foolishness and unbelief, daily 
challenged by sin and Satan, would so easily have learned

On the following day, the sessions of the "Jubilee Synod" 
began and lasted until May 7. This was the fifteenth meeting 
of the General Synod, which at that time consisted of four 
districts, and at the same time the last meeting of all its 
pastors, teachers and congregational representatives. Since 
then, due to the size of the Synod, it has become necessary 
to establish a so-called Synod of Delegates. At that time, no 
less than 724 preachers, teachers and congregational 
deputies were assembled, to which a number of delegates 
and guests from other Lutheran synods were added, and the 
"Lutheran" of May 15 of that year was able to report that this 
"assembly had really been what it was supposed to be, a 
jubilee celebration. The Lord gave the assembled grace to 
remember with great joy the unspeakable benefits and to 
give Him praise and thanks for them with a heart of one 
accord, so that He, the faithful God, has showered us with 
free grace in the twenty-five years that have now passed". 
As the main subject of the proceedings the Synod took up 
the discussion of a number of leading sentences, which 
were presented by the then Vice-President of the General 
Synod, 

Brohm, on the basis of the theme: "What task do we 
have to solve, so that the blessing which God has poured 
out upon us in the last twenty-five years will not be spilled by 
us, but bequeathed to our descendants? It was then pointed 
out in detail, first, what this blessing consisted of, then the 
dangers of spilling this blessing, and finally, the task that is 
set for the Synod and all its members, so that this blessing 
may not be spilled, but bequeathed to their descendants. 
Certainly, the subject matter was highly important, and the 
printed synodal report is rich in teaching and admonition. 
The sentences closed with the words: "Whether the Lord has 
provided a longer visitation of grace for this Western world, 
especially for our Germans, or whether the appearance of 
the glory of Christ will soon put an end to the nature of this 
world, that is hidden in God's counsel. May the Lord come 
today or tomorrow, only that we may be found pious and 
faithful servants!"

Difference among false teachers. Our synod was 
recently accused of putting all false teachers in the same 
category. This is not quite true. In so far, however, we make 
no distinction, as we fight all who teach against God's Word. 
So we do according to God's word. The apostle also says in 
regard to deviations in doctrine, "A little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump," Gal. 5:9. In other respects, however, we 
distinguish between false teachers and false doctrines, e.g., 
between those who leave the foundation of the faith standing 
in part, and those who overthrow the foundation altogether. 
To the latter belong the New Protestants and all deniers of 
the Holy Trinity. Because these deny the deity of Christ, they 
have no redemption through Christ, no gospel, no baptism, 
etc., either. With them, as far as their doctrine is concerned, 
no man can come to faith in Christ and be saved. Among the 
false teachers, who leave the foundation partially intact, we 
include all those who still confess Christ's deity and the 
redemption that came through Christ, but who, in addition to 
this, teach doctrines by which they restore confidence in 
Christ's merit alone.

tend. This is done, for example, by the sects, who do not take 
grace from the gospel and the sacraments, but lead souls to 
their own preparation and all kinds of work. This also 
happens among the false Lutherans, who teach that man is 
not converted and saved by God's grace alone. But there are 
certainly many souls in these communities who, through the 
faithfulness of the Holy Spirit, take hold only of the truth that 
is still being proclaimed before them, but do not receive into 
their hearts the error that is proclaimed beside it. Thus there 
are still children of God in these communities. But church 
fellowship should not be kept with those who also teach and 
defend error, but rather they should be punished for their 
error, because Christ wants His word to be taught purely and 
correctly in the church and commands separation from all 
false teachers, Rom . 16,17.

From the Saxon Free Church. After the youngest of the 
pastors of this synod, Father Neldner, was called away by 
death a few weeks ago, our brethren have now been 
saddened anew by the departure of the oldest of their 
pastors. Father C. H. Hanewinckel passed away blessedly in 
the Lord on April 6 in Dresden, at the age of 80, without 
tasting the bitterness of death.

From Australia. From February 14 to 17 of this year, the 
South Australian part of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod in 
Australia held its meetings in Rosenthal and dealt mainly 
with the doctrine of the Sacrament of Holy Baptism. From a 
short report, which the "Lutheran Church Messenger for 
Australia" brings, it is evident, however, that also this time it 
did not go off without a fight, which, however, will certainly 
have only good in its wake. The aforementioned paper 
writes: "The doctrine of election by grace was again 
attacked, especially by Father Klose, and called a 
‘Missourian’, ‘false’ doctrine. Challenged by some of the 
Synod members to give a short and clear exposition of the 
Lutheran or biblical doctrine according to its main points, 
Praeses Ofter gave such an exposition in a short and 
splendid testimony on the basis of the Holy Scriptures and 
the 11th article of the Formula of Concord. It was decided to 
hold a special synod next year in Hahndorf, at which the 
doctrine of election by grace will be the sole subject of 
discussion. We hope to God that this Synod will be beneficial 
and that the mouths of those who have been agitating our 
Synod for years over this doctrine will finally be shut. Hitherto 
the word 'miffourish' has often been used to frighten simple- 
minded souls.

Fifty years ago, when a few pastors and congregations of 
the Lutheran faith in North America met in a German 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod, no one could have imagined 
what God had decided to accomplish through this Synod, 
not in America alone, but in the whole world. Now that we 
look back on the triumphant progress of the righteous Word 
and sound church practice, which was primarily brought 
about through the ministry of this Synod, we must exclaim: 
This is done of the Lord, and is a wonder before our eyes! 
Therefore we rejoice with you and praise God for His 
glorious deeds, which He has accomplished through His 
servants in the distant West in this evening time of the world. 

We have special cause to rejoice with you, our fellow 
believers and confessors. For the fact that we live as a true- 
believing church in evangelical freedom in a land of doctrinal 
arbitrariness and state bondage is largely due to the 
testimony which our jubilant sister church has borne for 
evangelical truth and freedom.

For with them there is not, as with us, 
husband and wife and child. For this cause the Lord Jesus 
takes as an example of our nature in the resurrection, and 
saith Matt. 22:30: "In the resurrection they shall not be free, 
neither shall they be given free; but they shall be as the 
angels of God which are in heaven." And of their great 
number thou mayest read in the prophet Daniel, chapter 7, 
10; only thou must not make too exact a reckoning, but know 
that with the numbers there great innumerable multitudes 
are to be expressed. 

Sixth: Their abode is in heaven. Just now you heard from 
the mouth of Jesus the word: "the angels of God in heaven." 
But where and of what kind heaven is, where the angels 
dwell, this, dear Christian, is not revealed to us. 

To the seventh: The holy angels are - well, we have 
already said it: holy. The Lord Jesus calls them "holy angels" 
Matth. 25, 31. And they are mighty, "strong heroes", as they 
are called Ps. 103, 20. and of great power, of which there is 
more than one example in the biblical history. And swift they 
are. You can find an example of this in Dan. 9, 21-23. In 
general they are perfect according to what God has given 
them, for they are holy. 

To the eighth: They are blessed and already confirmed in 
their blessedness for eternity. "Their angels in heaven 
always see the face of my Father in heaven," says the Lord 
Jesus, Matt. 18:10. But to see the face of the Father in 
heaven is blessedness, and to see it always is always and 
forever blessedness. 

And finally: What do the holy angels do, what is their work 
and their performance? Ps. 103:20, 21: "Praise ye the 
LORD, O ye his angels, ye mighty men of valour, which do 
his commandment, that the voice of his word may be heard. 
Praise ye the LORD, all ye his hosts, his servants, which do 
his will." We must say, then, first of all, that the holy angels 
praise God and execute His commands. And we observe 
that they have enough to do in this, and exuberant joy. - But 
what touches us most is this, that we learn from Scripture 
that the holy angels minister to us. For thus it is said of the 
angels, Ebr. 1:14: "Are they not all ministering spirits, sent 
forth to minister for the sake of them that shall inherit 
blessedness?" Ps. 91:11, 12: "He hath commanded his 
angels concerning thee, that they should keep thee in all thy 
ways, that they should bear thee up in their hands, and that 
thou shouldest not strike thy foot against a stone." And Ps. 
34:8: "The angel of the Lord encampeth round about them 
that fear him, and helpeth them." 

How dear God loves us, and how He cares for His 
children, that He also appoints and sends the heavenly 
spirits to serve us! And they, the dear angels, do very gladly 
what God tells them to do. If only we were always aware of 
this in faith! Yes, by faith we should always recognize the 
nearness of the holy angels, just as the servant of the 
prophet Elisha recognized them by an outward face, but as 
Elisha himself recognized them by faith.

was. Do you know the story? The Syrians wanted to capture 
the prophet Elisha while he was in the city of Dothan, so they 
surrounded the city. When Elisha and his servant rose early 
in the morning to go out, behold, the Syrians were 
surrounding the city with horses and chariots. Then said the 
servant, "Alas, my lord, what shall we do?" And the prophet 
said, "Fear not: for there are more of them that are with us 
than of them that are with them." And Elisha prayed, saying, 
"Lord, open his eyes, that he may see." And the LORD 
opened the servant's eyes, that he might see: and, behold, 
the mountain was full of horses and chariots of fire round 
about Elisha. These were the holy angels in a peculiar form 
and appearance, which they had assumed so that the 
servant might see them. You can read this story in 2 Kings 
6. Oh, how we could tell many lovely stories of the angels' 
hats from the Scriptures, but there is neither time nor space 
to do so; only search the Scriptures for yourself and you will 
easily find, for example, Apost. 12 and Dan. The last service 
that the holy angels will render us here on earth is that they 
will come to our death and carry our soul to heaven, like that 
of Lazarus. There we shall see them and be in their company 
for ever. 

What are the good angels? - They are holy and invisible 
spirits, who are now confirmed in their blessedness, and 
whose business it is to praise God always, to execute His 
commands, and to serve us.

matters, so it is very harmful in theology. Above all things we 
must know whether this doctrine of ours, which we hold, is 
the word of God; for if we know this, we can firmly trust that 
this thing shall and must remain, and no devil shall overthrow 
it, much less the world with all its courtiers, however much 
they rage and rage against it. |, praise be to God, hold my 
doctrine to be the word of our Lord God, and have now cast 
out of my heart all other faiths, call them what you will. And 
have almost overcome these grievous thoughts and 
temptations, when my heart said for a while, Art thou alone 
he that hath the true word of God pure? And all the others 
have it not? Not only must one be well grounded and 
equipped with the word of God, but he must also have the 
certainty of the doctrine, otherwise he cannot stand in the 
battle; he must be able to say: | know for certain that what | 
teach and hold is God's, the high Majesty in heaven's, own 
word and final decree, and the eternal, unchangeable truth;

The demand for a synodal organ is now also making 
itself felt in the General Synod. There is no lack of 
ecclesiastical periodicals there; but even the best-known 
and most widespread of these are not published by the 
Synod, but are the property of private individuals and private 
circles, and therefore represent quite different directions in 
the one Synod, whereby it often does not go off without a 
fight in one's own camp. The "Lutheran World" therefore 
complains in a lengthy article that its synod at present has 
no "real church journal,” "not one that is responsible to the 
church," and thinks that the "use of an official organ would 
be to promote unity and not separation. She adds, "A church 
paper which does not breathe the spirit of the church, but 
merely represents the views of an editor, which has no 
standard by which it measures truth, will never command the 
respect of others, as a paper which is under synodical 
control, and speaks with synodical authority," etc. The 
"World" is not wrong. It matters much that a paper published 
and read in an ecclesiastical body should be published by 
that body itself. Our Synod has abundantly experienced the 
benefit and blessing of having its own Synodical organ. That 
unity has been preserved in our midst for fifty years, that 
various opposing tendencies are not to be found among us, 
is also to be attributed to the fact that the "Lutheran" has 
been a synodal paper since the founding of the Synod, a 
paper which makes the voice of the Synod heard, is under 
the supervision of the Synod, and is responsible to it in every 
respect.

It has turned its attention to the East and 
especially to the South of our country. The leaders of various 
religious Communities in the East have therefore held 
consultations to find ways and means of preventing the 
"missionary work" of the Mormons. Even political papers are 
discussing the matter. One such paper reports that no less 
than 2,400 Mormon missionaries are active; and what 
success they are having is evident from the fact that there 
are now churches of this sect in all the States and Territories 
of the Union except nine. In order to carry on the "missionary 
work" more secretly and less observed, it is not conducted 
from their headquarters at Salt Lake City, in the State of 
Utah, but headquarters have been opened at Brooklyn and 
at Chattanooga, where not only very able and skillful men 
direct the cause, but printing offices and other agencies 
have been opened. Only a few weeks ago a Mormon church 
was established in the District of Columbia, and in Maryland 
and Virginia, not far from the Federal capital, there are a 
number of flourishing Mormon mission stations. But the most 
zealous work is being done in the South. Mormon 
missionaries are active by the hundreds in Virginia, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Georgia. But while in former times 
the "converts" were sent to Utah, this practice has now, it 
seems, been abandoned, and the people are left where they 
are. Even across the ocean these seducers send their 
messengers and secretly seek to seduce the people in 
Lutheran lands to accept their heathen doctrines and 
abominations.

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From Justification. 


How do | become righteous before God? This is the most 
important question that can be asked of a person in this life. 
On the right answer to this question depends for man not 
only temporal happiness, temporal well-being, earthly 
blessing, earthly profit, but on it depends the blessedness of 
our souls. As Scripture testifies in many places, and as our 
own experience confirms, we human beings are sinners 
who have transgressed God's commandments a thousand 
times over. But God is holy and just. He hates sin; according 
to his justice he must punish sin with eternal damnation. 
"Thou art not a God to whom wickedness pleases; he that 
is wicked abideth not before thee," says the fifth Psalm. A 
man must first be rid of his sins, justified from his sins, before 
he can stand before God and be saved. But is there a way 
by which a man can be rid of his sins, by which a man, a 
poor lost sinner, can attain the righteousness that is valid 
before God, and thus become blessed? God, indeed, in his 
wisdom, which surpasses the wisdom of all creatures, has 
found such a way, and has revealed it to us in his word, in 
the holy Scriptures. "Now without the law the righteousness 
that is before God is revealed and testified by the law and 
the prophets.

Michigan District Assembly. 


"The Lord has done great things for us; we are glad." - 
Thus rejoicing in the undeserved grace of God, our entire 
Synod praises and glorifies the Lord in this jubilee year. Our 
District also joyfully joins in this praise. The Lord has also 
done great things for us here in Michigan. How small and 
few was the number of true believers in this state fifty years 
ago! Only a few faithful Lutheran preachers with very small 
congregations worked within its borders. As late as 1854, 
we find recorded in the minutes of our annual Michigan 
Preachers’ and Teachers' Conference only 12 pastors and 
2 teachers. The pastors, a good portion of whom have 
already passed to eternal rest, were: Auch, Cléter, Dicke, 
Grabner, Hattstadt, Lemke, MieBler, Rébbelen, Rédder, 
Schaller, Sievers and Trautmann; the two teachers: 
Kundinger and Simon. - And what is the situation today? Our 
district now has a total of over 130 congregations, 105 
pastors and 80 teachers. Above all, we praise God's grace 
in the fact that His pure Word and Sacrament are still being 
practiced among us everywhere, and that doctrinal and life 
discipline are being diligently practiced in accordance with 
the Word of God. Certainly: "The 
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The Lord has done great things for us" - and - "we are glad 
of it". - 

This cheerfulness was also manifested on the occasion 
of our last Synodal Assembly, which was held from April 28 
to May 4 in the midst of Mr. 2nd Speckhard's congregation 
at Saginaw, W. S. The Synodicals, over 250 in number, had 
assembled almost in full attendance, and listened both to the 
opening sermon of the Honorable General Presbyter, Dr. H. 
C. Schwan, on the words of our Saviour, "The harvest is 
plentiful, but the laborers are few. Therefore pray the Lord of 
the harvest to send forth laborers into his harvest," as well 
as the subsequent proceedings of the Synod with evident 
joyful attention. - Only one thing was deeply lamented by all, 
namely that a poor brother could not yet be helped from the 
error in which he had fallen in the matter of pregnant 
marriage, in spite of all the effort and love that had been 
applied. However, we hope and beseech God that the poor 
brother may still come to terms and return to the truth which 
he erroneously abandoned. However, the negotiations in 
this matter only served to prove our doctrine so clearly and 
distinctly from Scripture that the laymen among the Synod 
members also clearly recognized its correctness and 
unanimously confessed it anew with the entire Synod. - All 
the other proceedings were only of a pleasant nature. 

The main work, a lecture by Father Hagen on "the 
dangers against which we Christians have to arm ourselves 
in these last days", was, as far as it could be gone through, 
thoroughly and enlighteningly carried out by the speaker 
himself. Five sessions, two in whole and three in part, were 
devoted to the discussion of this work. It consisted on the 
whole of five theses, of which, however, only two could be 
gone through. These are as follows: 

Thesis I. "In general, the dangers of these last times are 
unbelief and the carnal softness against oneself on the one 
hand, Luc. 21, 34. Matth. 24, 38. and hardening against the 
neighbor on the other hand, Matth. 24, 49 a. Matth. 24, 12. 
A Christian should arm himself against this with constant 
practice in the word of God, both in the promises of grace in 
the gospel and in the holy law of God." 

Thesis II: "In church life there is a danger of indifference 
to doctrine, of false teaching, of laxity in life and discipline, 
of weariness in the work of the kingdom of God. Let a 
Christian arm himself against this with ever-renewed 
consideration of the importance of pure doctrine, with 
immersion in doctrine, with hatred of all unholiness and 
sincere love of virtue, with a cheerful consciousness that the 
cause is God's."

In the first part, through the faithful labors of love of those who 
remained in German lands, institutions were established, 
primarily for the training of preachers who, in times of great 
need and the crying shortage of preachers, were to be sent 
out as soon as possible to gather the scattered brethren and 
to care for the congregations gathered from them. At the 
same time, however, our Synod did not devote itself to rest, 
but with increasing diligence and to an ever greater extent to 
this work of inner mission in all parts of our wide country: 
Land. And in the following years God not only filled the hands 
of the members of our Synod and made their hearts willing to 
provide the means which this work required, but he also saw 
to it that there was no lack of people who could be gathered 
into German congregations here in America through German 
preaching and catechism teaching: For many years, 
thousands and thousands of Germans moved from the 
German fatherland and sought new homes on American soil, 
until in some areas more compatriots had settled and 
become natives here in America than had stayed behind in 
their old home. Thus it happened that during these jubilee 
days in all parts of this country from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and from the far north to the far south, congregations of our 
Synod sang their praises in German to the Lord their God. 

But while we were allowed to boast with truth that God's 
grace over us has remained the same as it was before over 
us and our fathers, and that the old evangelical, Lutheran 
truth, which our fathers proclaimed, heard and believed, is 
still today the most precious treasure of our Synod, and while 
we have vowed to one another and to our faithful God in 
these jubilee days that we will also in the future not only hold 
this treasure dear and valuable, but also, with God's help, to 
pass it on from place to place and from generation to 
generation, yes, as surely as we have taken this vow in holy 
earnest, we must be clear about the fact that we no longer 
live in the past, but in the present, and that, while God's grace 
and truth remain the same, times can change and have 
indeed changed for us as well. The years of great German 
immigration are over. Among the far smaller number of those 
now immigrating, there is, moreover, a much larger element 
than in former times, which can no longer be counted as 
fellow believers in any sense of the word, and which can 
hardly be gathered into righteous Lutheran congregations. 
Furthermore, the settlement of the immigrants now mostly 
takes place in such a way that they settle in congregations 
that already exist and are provided with preaching and 
pastoral care, be it ours or those of other synods. The 
improved means of transportation, highways and railroads, 
have in many cases made the serving of larger parishes by a 
pastor easier and more profitable than formerly. Finally, other 
changes in economic conditions that have occurred in our 
country have also had an impact on the work of our inner 
mission. All this and much more, which may remain 
undiscussed this time, has had the consequence that the 
forces of our synod have been concentrated on our by far 
most important and most richly endowed mission. 


The fact that our Synod has grown from year to year is 
sufficient to explain the fact that the number of preaching and 
teaching positions that come out of our institutions each year 
has grown. This alone is sufficient to explain the fact that, 
while our synod has grown larger from year to year, the 
number of professions to be considered in the annual 
distribution of preaching and teaching candidates from our 
institutions has declined considerably. 

The latter circumstance is by no means an inconvenience 
in itself, but an advantage in several respects. In the first 
place, the presidents and others, to whom the calling 
congregations have entrusted the procurement of a pastor or 
teacher, are spared the heartache which otherwise regularly 
resulted from the fact that a number of congregations and 
missionary committees, which had urgently requested 
provision, had to be put off until a later time, without being 
able to dare to make certain promises. On the other hand, it 
alleviates the unfortunate situation in which, year after year, 
students from our seminaries had to be pressed into 
temporary service, thus being withdrawn for a longer or 
shorter period of time from their actual profession, their 
studies, and having to be used for work for which they were 
not yet ready. Finally, itis certainly advantageous if a number 
of candidates, including outstandingly capable people, 
remain, who can then be appointed during vacancies that 
occur in the course of the year, without having to fill a gap 
that might be difficult to fill by appointing a pastor who is 
already in office. 

Thus, the above does not mean that the time has come 
for our Synod to think of discontinuing our work of inner 
mission among the German inhabitants of our country. 
Thousands who speak our language are still spiritually 
unprovided for, and we do not yet need to penetrate into 
hitherto unvisited regions in order to find and gather such 
people, even though this could still be done. In our large 
cities, where congregations of our Synod have existed for 
many years, many a soul could be found and brought to the 
existing congregations, and even many a new congregation 
could be planted, by employing city missionaries. Thus there 
is much, much fruitful work to be done in the north and in the 
south, which is being populated with Germans through 
immigration from the north, in the east and in the farthest and 
most distant west, and in the territory of the states stretching 
far and wide in between. That is certain. 

But it is equally certain that, above all this, we must not 
conceal from ourselves the fact that our greatest missionary 
work, our inner mission among the Germans in America, is 
by far no longer, in its extent and scope, what it has been for 
many years, and that consequently, if we did not allow a 
corresponding expansion to occur somewhere, the growth of 
our Synod would experience a very noticeable limitation for 
years to come. If God had granted this experience to our 
synod, we would have to send ourselves into it and only have 
to ask ourselves why God is doing this. For according to his 
good and gracious will, we must not assume that he would 
want to put a stop to the course of his pure gospel or cause 
a hindrance, as long as people can be found who will help 
him to spread his orthodox church.

From the Nordic mission. That a church is eaten by 
dogs should be a rare occurrence. However, as Warneck's 
"Allgemeine Missionszeitschrift" reports, this happened last 
year at Cumberland Sound in British North America. As is 
well known, there is no wood to be had in those ice regions, 
except, for instance, when a beam or a plank is washed 
ashore by the ocean tides, when the ice cover breaks for a 
short time in summer. With the help of the missionary, the 
Eskimos there had built an original little church, probably the 
only one of its kind, out of whale ribs and sealskins. This little 
church fell prey to the voraciousness of the half-starved 
Eskimo dogs. But the damage was soon repaired. -What 
hardships the missionaries have to go through up there in 
that ice region is almost beyond our comprehension. Only by 
living, like the natives, on seal blubber and the flesh of slain 
polar bears, do they make it possible to follow the Eskimos 
on their weary wanderings. But their work is not in vain. The 
preaching of Christ, of Christ's suffering and death, proves 
its mighty power of God there also. In the midst of the service 
a native exclaimed, "Had not JEsus great love? O, what 
love!" How much individual Eskimos long for the preaching 
of the Gospel is evident from the request made by one of 
them to a newly arrived missionary: "| hope you will soon be 
able to instruct us all. Make haste and learn our language, 
that we may understand everything. Otherwise we would like 
to die soon, and yet we are not prepared for it. Hurry, hurry!"

Gross Idolatry. The well-known church-political weekly 
paper for city and country, "Freimund," reports: "That there 
are many in Christian countries who live like pagans, who 
know nothing of God, is nothing new; but that formal pagan 
idolatry is practiced in Germany is reserved for our time. 
Years ago we heard that in Barmen, not far from the Mission 
House, in the garden of a private house, there was a small 
idolatrous temple dedicated to the Buddha; in other German 
cities, too, Buddha worship is practiced. And it is by no 
means heathens from Asia who practice their native idolatry 
there, but German baptized Christians, quite the same 
circles who formerly paid homage to Spiritism and claimed to 
receive revelations of the spirits by knocking and writing and 
by apparitions. For a time the Spiritists made a great stir with 
their mediums, but these mediums have gradually been 
exposed as impostors and frauds. The reason why these 
people have fallen for Buddhism is that the doctrine of the 
transmigration of souls fits into their frame of mind. A 
separate paper serves its propagation in Germany." This is 
where men come when they suffer shipwreck in their faith 
and depart from the living God - into the dark night of 
paganism. Dozens of emissaries go out every year to preach 
the gospel in distant lands of the heathen world, and in their 
own homeland the coarse and subtle heathenism takes over.

In China one door after the other is opening for the 
missionaries of the Rhenish Mission (Barmen). Entirely new 
areas, where missionaries had worked in earlier years, 
though apparently in vain, have opened up to the mission, 
and the missionaries now have a large influx. Also on the 
island of Nias, west of Sumatra, the work goes on well. One 
missionary writes: "What a difference there is between the 
beginning of a new missionary work now and eighty years 
ago!" There is a new station being laid out. The missionary 
wants to proceed slowly, but the people press him and want 
to learn, throwing away their idols. Soon the number of 
baptismal students has risen to 116, then to 150; two chiefs 
are also among them. The missionary writes: "From one 
house after another the idols are thrown away. Even 
recently, one of the most respected people asked me to 
come to his home to remove the idols. | gathered the family 
and prayed with them. Then the man took down all the many 
idols from their stands and threw them out of the house. 
Idolatry has almost ceased in that village." So reports the 
"Lutheran Church Newspaper" according to a missionary 
paper.

(Conclusion.) 

We are justified before God without our merit, by grace 
alone, for Christ's sake, through the Lord. We must also pay 
attention to this third part. The Scriptures also emphasize 
this very thing, that we are justified before God, not by the 
work of the law, but by faith, or from faith,s f "Therefore we 
hold that a man is justified without the work of the law, 
through faith alone." Rom. 3, 28%) "But to him that worketh 
not, but believeth on him that justifieth the ungodly, his faith 
is reckoned unto him for righteousness. "*Rom. 4, 5. etc. 
Now what does the Scripture mean by this expression, To be 
justified by faith? Does it mean that true faith is such a 
glorious and delicious work, so pleasing to God's heart, that 
for the sake of this good work, for the sake of this good 
attitude of men, he remits all other requirements of his law to 
men, forgives their sins, and declares them righteous? This 
is how many people look at the matter. They think that God 
can indeed demand of man that he keep the whole law, but 
because man cannot do this, God is satisfied in grace if man 
only does this one work, believes in him, and puts his trust in 
him; God wants to regard this one work as if man had fulfilled 
the whole law, as, for instance, a creditor is satisfied with a 
partial payment of the debt and then remits the rest to the 
debtor. No, it is not so. For then righteousness would again 
be our own doing and merit; then it would come by the work 
of the law. But the holy scripture excludes all our works and 
doings by faith. "Therefore righteousness must come by 
faith, that it may be by grace," says the apostle, Rom. 4:16. 
Faith is indeed a good work, wrought in Christians by the 
Holy Spirit, a glorious virtue, but not as such, not as our 
deeds and works, not as our conduct, does faith here come 
into the world.

The Lutheran Church has been given a wide and promising 
mission field for our Lutheran Church in this country, even if 
itis a difficult one. In addition to the work among the German 
people, there is the work among our English-speaking fellow 
citizens, and especially among our own children who are 
becoming English, whom we must not let fall into the hands 
of the sects or the false Lutherans through our own fault. In 
addition, there is the work among the Lutheran Slovaks, 
Latvians and Esthians, so that they do not get lost in this 
country of our Church. What a wide door the Lord of the 
Church has thus opened before us and for us, to help him 
build his kingdom and make immortal, dearly purchased 
souls blessed! Truly, the faithful Savior does not yet want to 
release us from his service; praise and thanks be to him for 
this.

- In 
the evening, however, | visit Daulatabad, distribute 98 Tractate 
No. 5, and preach in two places: 1. at the blacksmith's shop in 
front of about 12 men, etc., then at a shop also in front of about 
12 men, four women, etc., and 2. in front of a woman. Here 
again there is a lively debate about the person of Christ. 

On January 24, | lay out the Gospel of the day to my 
servants, continue working on my conference speech, and 
read a sermon from Walther's "Brosamen" at the German 
home service. 

On 25 January | first went to Sinnapillaiarisi. In the village

A young goldsmith brings to light the most whimsical 
ideas, advocates them with great zeal, asserts that Vishnu, 
Burma, etc., are referrals and revelations of the one God, 
asserts that Christianity is a lie, and demands a revival of the 
dead as proof of the truth. 

On 27 January | was early in Sulamalai. Nevertheless, it 
was difficult to get listeners, as some were drawing water 
(already at dawn), others were harvesting golkaj, and so on. 
Finally about seven men, some women and children listened 
to me. "No one is becoming a Christian here," says one of 
them. Well, let's wait and see. In Pannametilu it is not easier 
for me. But finally | can talk to about four men, ten boys etc.. 
One young man, whom | have already met several times, 
makes me sad by his downright earthly attitude; one boy 
delights me by his intelligent questions and answers. 

On January 28th | visited the small Sakkili village in the 
south of Daulatabad. About eight men and five women sat 
there and listened attentively to my detailed sermon, almost 
like people in a church. Afterwards, of course, there were all 
kinds of questions, especially from the still unwashed mouth of 
aman | knew well. Even mocking questions were asked about 
the number of those who had already been converted. But on 
the other hand it was also considered how the learning of the 
Scriptures should still be done. Near the house of the District-

learned catechism and sayings, but within a short period of 
time, so that what they have learned has not been eternally 
riveted by years of repeated hearing and reciting in school 
and Christian instruction, but has remained on the surface of 
memory. In the case of the latter, the relationship is the 
reverse of that of the confirmed of the kind first described: a 
few remain permanently with the congregation; most of them 
stray into the unchurched world, or fall into unbelieving 
communities of the English tongue, where they are gladly 
received, where they find their former comrades and 
playmates from the state schools again, or are attracted by 
them. Many of them do not join any of these communities; 
they are, after all, confirmed Lutherans, and when they are 
asked to which church they belong, they are not sure. 
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The German churches in the cities where there are old, large 
German congregations prefer to establish their missionary 
congregations. They know exactly what they are doing with 
it, and if we do not want to know it now, we will probably find 
out when it will be too late to make up for what we have 
neglected. 

But will we not, if we thus encourage English in our 
vicinity, put our German congregations in danger and 
perhaps deprive them of their existence? Not we. On the 
contrary, if we approach the matter correctly, the German 
congregations can derive much joy and blessing from this 
work in their God's kingdom. However, we do not wish to 
dismiss the matter with a few remarks, but would rather 
present it in greater detail in the next issue than could be 
done this time. The matter is truly important enough.

The Pope and the English Language. The daily papers 
carry the following news: The following decision on 
ecclesiastical matters in the United States has been rendered 
at Rome: 1. Children born in America of foreign parents whose 
mother tongue is not English are not compelled, if they 
become major, to join the parish to which their parents belong. 
They have rather the right to join a parish in which the national 
language, the English, is used. Catholics who were not born in 
America, but who speak English, have the right to become 
members of a parish in which the English language is used. 
They cannot be forced to submit to the jurisdiction of the rector 
of a church built for people who speak the language of a 
foreign country. This "decision" can be heard. If only it did not 
come from the pope! The Christian Church uses the language 
or languages in which it can best carry out its ministry, which 
consists in preaching the Gospel. Here in America she uses 
the English language when she has to do with people who can 
only - or better - be ministered to through the English language; 
she also uses the German language here as long as she can 
best minister through that language. The same is to be said in 
regard to every other language as the language of the church. 
To urge a particular language in the Church, whether German 
or English, without regard to the needs at hand, is 
unchurchlike. In making his "decision," the pope is, of course, 
not concerned with souls, but - as with his entire pontifical work 
- with his rule_in this country. He insists on the English 
language, so that the Catholic Church will be regarded by the 
"Americans" as soon as possible as a native plant. F.

Roman Relics. In Brooklyn, N. Y., is a Roman Catholic 
Church, which, though it bears the name of the great Apostle 
Paul, has not yet been able to identify a bone from his body as 
a shrine.

Lunker Migration. For the past three years there has 
been a great migration of tunkers from the Eastern and Middle 
to the Northwestern States, namely to North Dakota, each 
spring, and this year the emigration, which is taking place 
during these weeks, seems to be increasing more than ever. 
It is reported, for instance, from Chicago, that from 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, and Illinois, 1000-1200 
tunkers passed through, carrying 125 freight wagons of 
household implements, farming tools, and cattle. The reason 
given for this move is that the followers of this religious 
community have more opportunity in the less populated states 
to live unconcerned with their beliefs and customs. They 
usually settle on vacant government land and engage in 
farming and stock-raising. - The Tunkers are an irreligious 
communi

opposed to bearing arms, accept no public office, wear special 
clothing, live quietly and in seclusion in the greatest simplicity.

Lodges with weak finances. Some of the lesser-known 
lodges attract many people who have no real faith in God, are 
poorly versed in arithmetic, and cannot yet understand that 
where not much is paid in, not much can come out either, - 
through their so-called "cheap" life insurance. Several of these 
lodges have recently found themselves in great difficulties and 
are in danger of a bankruptcy as inglorious as the one which 
came to light some time ago of the life insurance caffe of the 
Wisconsin Oddfellows. Among the lodges that feel this danger 
most keenly is the Ancient Order of United Workmen." Even the 
daily preffe, which is driest silent about such matters, cannot 
help but bring confirming news of this several times. It is even 
more interesting to hear how one of their own papers admits 
it. We read the following in the "Amerika", a Norwegian weekly 
paper: "Anchor and Shield’, bag Organ beg Ancient Order of United 
Workmen in the State of Minnesota, writes officially as follows: 


"Next year we will have to adopt it (the classified system of

So much for "America." Fifteen hundred such orders have 
already become bankrupt, so that even many non-Christians 
who can think and calculate do not want to know anything 
about the cheap assurance of these lodges. And yet the fools 
will not all.

Abroad. 

German church publications complain that Christian club 
efforts are becoming more and more secularized. For 
example, the Christian clubhouse in Dresden has repeatedly 
been used for dances, and it could happen that the board of 
this clubhouse had to accept the reproach of "insufficient 
preparations"; the dance could therefore only begin late, and 
even then the participants in the entertainment would have had 
to dance over broken glasses and plates. The "Freimund" 
comments on this: "An even more justified reproach, however, 
can be made to the management of a Christian clubhouse for 
giving up its premises for such worldly amusements. How do 
Christ and Belial agree? Or can it be justified by the fact that 
the hall is only rented temporarily and that one is not 
responsible for what a foreign association does for amusement 
in it? Any unscrupulous landlord can excuse himself with such 
a pretext of business acquisition if he tolerates mischief in his 
establishment. But it is also often to be lamented in the efforts 
of the inner mission itself to form associations that the actual 
Christian aspect is very much neglected. There are 
tradesmen's, workers’, and other associations that are 
Christian in name, which offer their members nothing but 
social entertainment; or if, for instance, Bible and edification 
meetings are also held, they are not really Christian. 


If the social hours are held, the participation is much weaker 
than if plays, declamations, or other entertainments are 


given to the best. Such a predominance of social 
entertainment cannot even be justified by the fact that young 
people are thereby at least drawn away from indecent and 
immoral socializing, for if no decidedly Christian spirit holds 
the members together in an association, there is no 
guarantee that they will not participate in other socializing as 
well, where there is no longer a barrier. One should offer 
young people more than worldly instruction and social 
entertainment. The word of the Lord also applies here: "He 
who does not gather with me scatters. - We have 
communicated this here because it is also evident in 
America that Christian associations are easily becoming 
more and more secular, and it is therefore necessary to be 
on guard everywhere. L. F. 

From England it is reported that whole crowds of 
"soldiers" are leaving the Salvation Army. The main reason 
is that the regiment of "General" Booth is becoming more 
and more severe and intolerable. This is especially the case 
since his son, Ballington Booth, refused to obey him last year 
and founded a new Salvation Army in America. In some 
places the opinion is expressed that the whole Salvation 
Army, this distorted image of Christianity, is hastening 
towards its downfall and will disintegrate with the death of its 
founder and leader Booth. - In New Dork, the chief 
commanding officer of the Salvation Army, Booth-Tucker, 
was recently sued and convicted in court, because the noise 
made at their meetings in their local was so great that the 
surrounding neighbors could not sleep. L. F. 

Father Ollivier and the Paris fire disaster. On the 
occasion of the Paris fire disaster, the Dominican friar Ollivier 
preached a "penitential sermon" which was also reviewed by 
secular newspapers. The summa of the sermon seems to 
have been: The fire disaster is to be regarded as an example 
of punishment, whereby God wished to punish the apostasy 
from the Pabst Church that was widespread in the country. 
The French atheists naturally scoffed, as they do at all 
religion, at Ollivier's sermon. But it is with sadness that one 
reads that more serious-minded men, as it seems, let 
themselves be misled by the monk's sermon and driven to 
closer adherence to Pabstism. It is true that much 
godlessness is spreading in France. But the greatest 
godlessness is nevertheless pabstry. Whoever takes refuge 
in Pabstry out of ungodliness comes out of the frying pan into 
the fire. Luther, after he had come to the knowledge of the 
Gospel, says: "These are my greatest sins, that | have been 
such a holy monk, and with so many masses over fifteen 
years have so grievously angered, martyred, and tormented 
my dear Lord." Poor France! Because God's Word is so little 
heard publicly there, it cannot rightly judge the signs of the 
times and must allow itself to be led from one impiety into 
another impiety under the pretense of piety!

A year has passed since our dear Synod in Fort Wayne 
passed the resolution to start and maintain a mission among 
the deaf and dumb. As a result of that decision, the Deaf and 
Dumb Commission elected by the Honorable Synod of 
Delegates has appointed and employed two missionaries for 
the said mission. Since September of last year, PP. Tr. 
Wangerin in Milwaukee and H. A. Bentrup in Louisville have 
been working among our poor deaf and dumb. Two quarterly 
reports have been sent in by each missionary to the 
Commission. The undersigned now takes the liberty of giving 
the Synod some information from these reports. With joy it 
must now be pronounced above all things to God's glory that 
this young Mssion has been blessed by God. Both 
missionaries express their joy and gratitude to God, who has 
given his grace to their difficult work. - Let us now turn to the 
work of the dear missionaries. In what does it consist? Once, 
that they are still more and more acquiring the sign language 
by means of a well-trained deaf-mute. Even if a missionary 
is able to preach a sermon in sign language, this by no 
means implies that he is able to preach a sermon in sign 
language. 
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He then moves only in the circle of signs that the subject he 
treats necessitates. He then moves only in the circle of signs 
that the subject he is treating makes necessary. It is also 
necessary to learn more and more, and to discover through 
contact with the deaf and dumb how one can best 
accommodate their capacity for comprehension. There is 
much that they do not know, which we take for granted as 
being known to fully intelligent children. This must be 
explained to them in a childlike, simple and comprehensible 
way. One can learn to speak popularly in intercourse with the 
deaf and dumb. This is also true when the catechism is 
practiced with them. Both missionaries usually do this in the 
evening, since the deaf-mutes are busy during the day. For 
such instruction Father Wangerin in Milwaukee has formed 
two and Father Bentrup in Louisville three so-called circles. 
Each circle has its appointed evening and meeting place, 
usually in the homes of the deaf and dumb. In addition to 
catechism and Bible history, sign language must be taught to 
many of the deaf-mutes, since there is always a not 
insignificant number among them to whom the signs are still 
foreign and unknown. That such an evening lesson in the 
homes of the deaf and dumb is a laborious task, requiring 
much patience and self-denial, is best known to those who 
have to do it. The missionary must not be lacking in 
repetitions, new explanations, examples and _ parables. 
Undaunted, he must continue his slow and laborious work, 
just as a teacher in school must exercise patience and loving 
forbearance with weakly gifted children. Many of the deaf and 
dumb are but little schooled, and have read and written but 
little. Many a concept is utterly foreign to them, which one 
does not first explain to a full-blooded person. How much 
ground must be laid before one can hope that the deaf-mute 
can enjoy the full blessing of instruction! This cannot be done 
in brief. But once a deaf-mute person has grasped it, he 
usually holds it in faithful memory. In the lessons, as well as 
in the sermon, one almost always has the joyful perception 
that the deaf and dumb pay an attention that could hardly be 
better. The deaf-mute's gaze is fixed steadfastly on the one 
who speaks to him in silent sign language. - 

If we now hear from the reports of the missionaries 
among these silent people in the country that on average 
between thirty and forty deaf-mutes come to the sermon, and 
most of them also come to the catechism lessons during the 
week, must we not then recognize that the faithful God has 
given his grace to this young mission, and that we have great 
cause to praise and thank God? Must not this give us joy to 
give our strong and cheerful support to this mission among 
the poor deaf and dumb? So far experience has shown, as 
the receipts in the "Lutheran" demonstrate, that our dear 
Synod is willing to cultivate this necessary and important 
mission among the deaf and dumb. It is quite gratifying to see 
how in a short time the hearts of so many fellow Lutherans 
have warmed to the deaf and dumb, and many a hand has 
given a gift for this missionary work. God

A third way of doing English missions, then, would be to 
take advantage of every opportunity, in places where we 
have no German congregation and could hardly establish 
one, but where our synod children or other Lutheran 
Christians call us and urge us to establish an English 
mission congregation, not to let them call in vain. 

Another case. Not far from St. Louis, over in Illinois, there 
are several small towns near each other. There, too, people 
have been found who have come from congregations of our 
Synod, as well as others who call themselves Lutheran 
because their ancestors were Lutheran. Some of them are 
still German and would like to have German services; others 
have become English and must be provided for accordingly. 
After about a year of missionary work in these places, which 
has been done mainly by students of our seminary, fourteen 
catechumens, ten English and four German, were confirmed 
there a few weeks ago by a member of the Commission. In 
this area, for which one of our candidates has also been 
designated, a German-English congregation will come into 
being with God's help, which, judging by the available 
material, will be able to be cared for by one pastor for years 
to come, while the prospects for the flourishing of two 
congregations, one German and one English, would be 
poor. The means for the continuation of the work should, 
according to the circumstances, be presented jointly to our 
Synod by the responsible German and English Mission 
Commissions. 

This would be a fourth way, that in places where the 
beginning of a local Lutheran congregation could only be 
made with mixed material, an ecclesiastical household 
could be established, in which each could be given his due, 
the Germans German, the English English. If such a 
household were managed in a sensible, fraternal manner, 
both parts could be amply provided for and edified for many 
years to come. For these congregations, too, the most 
obvious thing would be to join our Synodal Union. 

Another case. From Walla Walla in Washington, a 
Lutheran writes to us that of the 8,000 inhabitants of the city, 
probably 4,000 do not belong to any church; that Lutherans, 
especially Norwegians, also live there, some of whom 
attend sectarian churches. The man inquires where he 
could get Lutheran books, especially Luther's Church Postil 
and the Book of Concord, as well as treatises on 
justification, sanctification, baptism and the Lord's Supper, 
and asks that a Lutheran preacher be sent there who could 
gather an English Lutheran congregation. 

There would be a fifth way to English missionary work 
pointed out to us. God has made our Synod a city upon a 
hill, which is not hid. People are approaching us who have 
had no connection with our Synod. They cry out. Shall we 
answer them, "We cannot or will not take care of you"? To 
respond to such a call would also be to engage in inner 
mission.

This case reminds us of something else. The writer of that 
letter casually remarks that German Lutherans also live in 
Walla Walla. An English missionary who knows German and 
has his heart in the right place will look and listen in such a 
place, yes, everywhere where he waits for his calling, to see 
whether Germans could not be found whom he could serve, 
whom he could gather and provide for spiritually, or, if one 
of our German congregations exists in the place, he could 
assign or bring them to it. 

Two more cases. We have before us two letters, both of 
which came from the post within twenty-four hours of our 
writing this article. One comes from the North, the other from 
the South; both heartily solicit support for existing English 
congregations, which are not yet strong enough to raise from 
their own resources what is necessary for their most 
necessitous expenses. Shall we let them ask in vain? 

But enough for this time, and only the heartfelt reminder: 
Let us remember our English Mission in our daily Our Father 
and in the distribution of our Mission Fest-Collect this year!

Abroad. 


A commendable and necessary undertaking is being 
set in motion by the "Schriftenverein" of the free church 
congregations in Saxony. Readers of the "Lutheran" know 
that the new "revised" or "reviewed" Bible, which has 
changed and falsified many parts of the old Luther text that 
every Christian has come to love, is being introduced to an 
ever greater extent in the regional churches of Germany. But 
there are still many Christians there who do not want to let 
go of the old Bible, and yet do not know whether and where 
they can get the unchanged text. For this reason, the 
aforementioned association, which for years has been 
concerned with the dissemination of good writings, has 
decided to make the unaltered translation of the Bible, 
according to the last edition by Luther's hand of 1545, 
available through a reprint, so that everyone who purchases 
Bibles from this association will know for certain what he will 
receive. This is an undertaking which, however, is 
connected with considerable costs; but the execution has 
been facilitated by the fact that the plates from which the 
Nuremberg Bibles have been printed up to now have been 
donated to the Society as a foundation in memory of the 
Free Church pastor Neldner, who died recently. May God 
bestow His rich blessing on this work, by which our brethren 
in Saxony only wish to promote the spread of His Word and 
Kingdom! LiF: 

The Berlin City Mission has taken on a large scale. 
According to the last report, 40 missionaries, 10 "sisters" and 
assistants and 8 to 14 candidates of theology are active in 
it. The whole is directed by four inspectors under the 
leadership of the former court preacher Dr. Stécker. In the 
last year more than 80,000 visits were made, through which 
almost half a million people came into contact with the City 
Mission.

In its March 23 issue, the "Lutheraner" discussed the 
question of whether it was right for so-called 
"entertainments" to be held within a Christian congregation 
for the purpose of raising money for church or charitable 
purposes. The editorial staff has been asked to discuss this 
matter further. 

We gladly comply with this request. It is, after all, of great 
importance that all Christians clearly recognize what is right 
with regard to this point, and that is to recognize what is right 
from God's Word. Christians allow their consciences to be 
bound only by God's Word. What God's Word forbids, they 
leave alone. What God's Word does not forbid, they want to 
have free and unbidden, according to the admonition of 
Christ, Matt. 23:8, "One is your Master, Christ," and of the 
apostle Paul, 1 Cor. 7:23, "Ye are bought with a price; 
become not the servants of men." It is a great and pernicious 
sin of omission, if in the church of God that which is 
manifestly sin be not punished. But it is as great a sin, yea, 
an outrage, when anything is forbidden in the church which 
God's word freely leaves. To indulge or forbid beyond God's 
word, that is the abomination of antichristic pabstry. He who 
would forbid or permit Christians more than God forbids or 
permits them in his Word, commits the sacrilege of casting 
himself out to be a god to Christians. Christians, as Luther 
so often says, accept commandments and prohibitions only 
from Him who redeemed them with his blood and made 
them his own, namely, from Christ, but from no man.

From here we can now safely and easily judge the various 
ways of giving for church purposes, whether they are 
Christian and right before God, or whether they are 
unchristian and reprehensible.

The ways of giving which leave the Christian motive for 
giving, "for the sake of Christ," in force and effect, are within 
the freedom of Christians. Let no one forbid these ways, for 
Christian freedom must be preserved. 

But the ways of giving which overthrow the Christian 
motive for giving and substitute_for it another motive are to 
be most decidedly rejected as unchristian. This point of view, 
too, is not to be allowed to be dislocated. The good works of 
Christians, as well as God's honor and the good name of the 
Christian church, are at stake. Let no one and in no way 
persuade you that you can "serve God by giving, even if this 
giving is done for reasons other than the sake of Christ. 

Let us now make the application to those respectable 
entertainments which are held with the intention of raising 
money for ecclesiastical or charitable purposes. F. P.

Synodical Convention of the Illinois District. 


The Illinois District of the Synod of Missouri, Ohio, &c. St. 
held its sessions from the 9th to the 15th of June, at St. 
John's Church, belonging to Mr. President H. Succop, in 
Chicago. At the opening of Synod there were present 547 
Synodicals, namely, 147 voting and 69 consulting pastors, 
12 professors, 176 teachers, and 143 deputies; absent 85, 
namely, 12 voting, 12 consulting pastors, 1 professor, 28 
teachers, and 32 deputies. But of these a number still arrived 
later. Admitted were 11 pastors, 12 teachers, and 8 
congregations. Thus the Illinois District now numbers 663 
members. The opening service was preached by the 
Honorable General Praeses, Dr. H. C. Schwan. Our synod 
was also a jubilee meeting. Instead of the usual doctrinal 
discussions on a doctrine of the Word of God, five morning 
sessions and one afternoon session were devoted to the 
question, on the basis of John 12:35, "Why do we, as 
children of light, joyfully celebrate our synodal jubilee?” The 
speaker, Prof. F. Lindemann, answered this question with 
the following five theses: 

Thesis 1: "Because we as a synod have the One, True 
Light." 
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Thesis 2: "Because this light within our Synod has proven 
its power even to this day." 

Thesis 3: "Because, although this light also reveals to us 
the shadows which are either already to be found in our 
person and in our synod, or may yet break in, we 
nevertheless have in it the means of rightly recognizing, 
judging, and banishing them." 

Thesis 4: "Because this light admonishes us to walk in it 
in the ‘little time that we have.” 

Thesis 5: "Because as long as we do this, we also have a 
certain promise for the future that the light will remain with us 
and lead to the eternal light." 

These have been blessed, glorious hours that we have 
experienced during these proceedings. May the blessing now 
also flow through the synodal report to our congregations and 
help us to keep what we have, so that no one takes our 
crown. 

The most important business was the report on the "Inner 
Mission” in the State of Illinois, which showed that even here 
the harvest is still great and that we have great cause to ask 
the Lord of the harvest to send laborers into his harvest. 41 
mission stations have received support in the past two years 
and about §4000.00 are needed for the next synodal year. 
For Inner Mission came in two years a §20, 458. 37, of which 
over 3/4 went into the general Inner Mission Fund. The 
treasury report of the Synod Treasurer showed that from April 
15, 1895, to April 15, 1897, the sum of $105, 476. 74, has 
been raised in the District. The Church Building Fund has 
total assets of §1928. 89, of which §1300.00 are loaned to 
poor parishes without interest. The Support Fund has 
expended in two years the sum of §8567. 28. Support has 
been given to 15 aged and sick pastors with families, 3 
teachers with families, 14 pastors’ widows with 29 orphans, 
and 10 teachers' widows with 7 orphans. 

Summa: There are still enough Christians among us 
whose hearts are so warmed, willing, and joyful by the pure 
and sweet gospel of God's free grace that they gladly lend a 
hand from their earthly possessions to preserve the kingdom 
of our highly praised Savior and to extend it even further. May 
this salutarily shame those who are despondent about our 
great synodal budget because of the oppressive course of 
time. May it spur on those who are lazy to renewed zeal. We 
could raise twice as much, and thus bring immeasurable 
blessings for the kingdom of our dear Lord, if only everyone 
would become a cheerful and willing giver. But the above 
figures also show that our Synod is by no means on the verge 
of bankruptcy, as our enemies so readily trumpet to the world.

What is the reason? The Breslau "Kirchenblatt" reports 
that the Lutheran soldiers who register as "Lutherans" are 
exempt from the unchurched church service and are allowed 
to participate in the Lutheran church service. The General 
Commands of the 15th and 16th Army Corps (in Alsace- 
Lorraine) even inform the troops of the time and place of 
Lutheran services. But there are also among the Lutheran 
soldiers those who have become lukewarm and do not use 
the opportunity offered to them to participate in the Lutheran 
service. Thus the Breslau "Kirchenblatt" reports the following: 
"In a Silesian garrison the pastor was recently very saddened 
that of the Lutheran soldiers of the regiment only one, a 
private, came diligently to church. The others never had time, 
even when the squadron had Lutheran church attendance. 
When the tardy church-goers were questioned, the non- 
commissioned officer or the sergeant was to blame for the 
fact that they could not have come. Always 'service' -

From Zululand in South Africa, Fr. H. Otte, who passed 
his exams at our local institution last year and is now helping 
his father as a missionary among the Zulus, writes some 
news that will also be of interest to the missionary friends 
among the readers of the "Lutheran": ".... The journals of St. 
Louis do much to shorten my time here on my lonely station. 
Not do | mean by this to say that | feel lonely here. So far | 
have not had the opportunity to do so; my work has saved 
me from that. For besides teaching school and preaching, | 
still have to work in the fields, since the people have not yet 
learned so much that they have to provide their pastor with a 
living. A missionary must do this himself. Woe to the 
missionary who is not used to working with his hands! He will 
soon have to learn here if he does not want to starve. | am 
here among the blacks, in northern Zululand. About two 
English miles from me are some officials employed by the 
English Government, with whom, however, | have very little 
intercourse. Except these, there are no Europeans in the 
whole neighbourhood. As, however, | have been 
accustomed from childhood to deal with the natives, | do not 
much mind my living here so alone among them. The natives 
have much more respect for a white man who knows their 
language and customs than for one who has just arrived in 
the country. The latter is usually ridiculed because he is so 
stupid and cannot speak their language. But to one who 
knows the language and customs of the country, they are all 
called "sir. You don't need to be afraid of these people either.

Giving to church and charitable causes. 


(Conclusion.) 

In the previous issue of "The Lutheran," we have shown 
that all Christian giving is done for the sake of Christ, and 
that therefore every way of giving is to be condemned as 
unchristian, whereby this motive is set aside. Let us now 
apply this to the organization of so-called "entertainments. 

Is it said in a congregation: "The money we use for church 
and charitable purposes does not come together if we limit 
ourselves to exhorting people to good works for the sake of 
Christ. If we do not want to become bankrupt, we must 
consider other ways and means. We must offer the people 
entertainments, bazaars, and the like. For this they will give 
something else" - if such or similar things are spoken in a 
congregation, and if this is the sense in which 
entertainments, etc., are organized, the matter is at once 
clear to every Christian. It is clear that in this way the 
Christian motive for giving is put aside. The entertainments, 
bazaars, etc. are supposed to bring about what the Word of 
God, the gospel is supposedly not able to bring about in the 
congregation. When a congregation declares that it must 
become financially bankrupt if it does not take recourse to 
entertainments, bazaars, etc., it declares itself to be 
spiritually bankrupt. For she declares that in her case the 
Christian faith, the gospel, is not sufficient to produce the 
necessary works. It declares that in its case the appeal to 
the grace experienced in Christ is ineffective, and that 
amusements and entertainments must be offered instead. 
Such a church actually declares that it has fallen from grace 
in the matter of giving. Such a congregation abandons itself 
as a Christian congregation in the matter of giving, and in 
this respect is transformed into a worldly association for the 
performance of certain outward works. It no longer has

"means of grace," whereby the congregation is gathered and 
held together. 

Now this way of collecting money for church and 
charitable purposes is also decisively condemned by the

Because the whole thing is connected with money 
expenses, admission tickets are sold. If there is a deficit, that 
is, if the event has cost more than the admission tickets sold 
bring in, then the young people's association must bear the 
additional expenditure from its caste. If, however, there is an 
additional income - and this is probably usually the case - 
then this also flows into the coffers of the Young Men's 
Association. Now the Young Men's Association has the habit 
of handing over the surplus of its caste annually or semi- 
annually or quarterly or even more often to certain 
community funds, e.g. to the fund for poor students, for 
community buildings, for inner mission, etc. Should the 
community accept this money? Should the congregation 
accept this money?

These congregations do not say 
that it is sinful to hold the entertainments just described. Nor

3) One has also asked: What is to be thought of it when 
at weddings, birthdays, baptismal feasts, etc., collections 
are made for church purposes? are collected for church 
purposes? Answer: very much! These are all occasions that 
show us the grace and love of God in Christ Jesus. The 
Christian motive for giving, "for the sake of Christ,” is not 
pushed aside here, but is actually brought before our eyes. 
As far as marriages are concerned, Christians know that 
marriage is not a human invention, but a divine order, and is 
one of the greatest earthly goods that God's goodness 
bestows on the human race. And when Christians consider 
that God has also given them His precious Gospel, they feel 
quite induced at wedding feasts, out of gratitude for the 
grace of God they have experienced, to raise a collection, 
e.g. for missions or for the training of teachers and 
preachers. And the baptismal feasts! Baptism is not an 
empty ceremony, but communicates the grace of God in 
Christ; "it works forgiveness of sin, redeems from death and 
the devil, and gives eternal blessedness to all who believe. 
How obvious it is, then, that at baptismal feasts, out of 
gratitude for the wonderful grace of God in Christ, a 
collection should be made for ecclesiastical purposes, in 
order to help provide the earthly means for the Word and 
Sacrament to remain with us and our children! For 
Christians, birthdays are also days of remembrance of 
divine grace and love, of manifold divine blessings in the 
spiritual and earthly spheres. How natural it is to give a gift 
out of gratitude for God's abundant grace! Christians, too, 
remember on birthdays that they do not experience many 
such days of remembrance. Our life lasts seventy years, 
and if the worst comes to the worst, it will be eighty years. 
So they want to work - even with giving for the kingdom of 
God - as long as it is day; the night comes when no one can 
work. But we can break off here. It is obvious how weddings, 
baptismal feasts, birthdays, etc., are exceedingly fine 
occasions for giving for Christ's sake. And if in Christian 
liberty we choose to use these occasions-there are in the 
Synod over 600,000 birthdays, about 36,000 baptisms, and 
8000 weddings annually-this gives a great, great number of 
right, Christian gifts, and always filled coffers for church 
purposes.

Report on this year's Wisconsin District 
negotiations. 


From the 23d to the 29th of June the Wisconsin District 
of our Synod met in the congregation of the Rev. Sprengeler 
at Milwaukee, Wis. After the usual manner, the sessions 
were opened by a solemn service, in which the Honorable 
General Presider, Dr. H. C. Schwan, spoke on the words, 
Matt. 9:37, 38: "The harvest is great, but the laborers are 
few. Therefore pray the Lord of the harvest to send forth 
laborers into his harvest," preached a most timely sermon. 
With compelling consistency it was shown that those words 
of Christ were valid at all times, and therefore also

As is natural for us, the doctrinal discussions took up 
most of our meeting time. The 20th of the well-known 28 
theses on "the characteristics of a well-grounded, truly 
Lutheran congregation” was discussed, namely: "It places 
growth in knowledge above temporary religious emotional 
excitement. When in 1876 the blessed Dr. Walther wrote that 
series of theses for our, at that time still northwestern, 
district, he could hardly have guessed what a rich treasure 
trove he had thus opened up for our district for his doctrinal 
negotiations. For it was evidently his intention that at each 
annual meeting of our District Synod a whole number of 
these theses should be brought to a conclusion, as indeed 
has happened several times. But behold, we have now been 
using them for twenty-one years without exhausting the 
supply, and what beneficial negotiations for pastors and 
congregations have not been linked to those sentences! We 
were able to experience this again this year, when a subject 
was discussed which, as far as the undersigned can 
remember, has never been discussed in such detail at one 
of our District Synods. In accordance with the 
aforementioned thesis, the religious feeling was discussed 
in detail and it was explained that a well-founded, truly 
Lutheran congregation, that is, a congregation which in all 
things follows God's Word, by no means leaves the feeling 
completely out of consideration or even tries to kill it, for that 
would not be in accordance with God's Word. Mind or feeling 
was created for us human beings just as well as 
understanding and will, and just as a truly Lutheran 
congregation holds that the latter two must be enlightened, 
or rather sanctified, by the preaching of the Word of God, so 
it also holds that the former should be taken into account in 
a way that is pleasing to God. God Himself has had a mighty 
influence on the mind by many signs and wonders, and in 
many passages of the Scriptures He uses language that is 
evidently calculated to excite the mind. For, notwithstanding 
that the Lord always uses a sober, purely rational language, 
he often clothes his thoughts in the loveliest images, uses 
the most sublime descriptions, and often speaks in vivid 
words that deeply move the mind. If, therefore, in a Christian

Karl Biltz 
points to the fact that not one of the songbooks from 1670 to 
1679 names the Electress as the poet of the song. Above all, 
however, that in her funeral oration and in none of the many 
writings on this question is she referred to as a poet of song. 
Thus it was also the general custom in the 16th and 17th 
centuries to designate church hymns that were known to be 
the favorite hymns of a prince as the favorite hymns of the 
prince in question in the hymnals. Likewise, Schamelius, in 
his Liedercommentarius, attributes this hymn to Johann v. 
Assig. In the first edition of our Missourian hymnal of 1847, 
we therefore find the following information: Dr. Caspar 
Ziegler 1690.

Sermon on John 3:1-15. preached during the 
Jubilee Synod in Chicago on Trinity Day, 18S7. 


In Christ JEsu heartily beloved Festgenosten! 


Fifty years have passed since | was allowed to open the 
first sessions of our dear Synod in this dear city of Chicago 
in my former congregation with a little speech. Fifty years, 
half a century, what a long period of a human life, which 
lasts only about seventy or, if it comes to it, eighty years! 
And yet how short these fifty years are in retrospect, even 
when they have brought us many joys as well as many and 
heavy sufferings, how short even in comparison with the 
millennia since this earth of ours was founded! And yet, how 
much has happened in that time! This city, which at the time 
of the foundation of our Synod had only 14,000 inhabitants, 
has grown into a mighty city of millions, mighty wars have 
been fought, empires have been destroyed and other 
mighty empires have been established, and inventions in all 
spheres of human life have crowded together in numbers 
unparalleled in any previous period of equal length. All these 
must also serve us, yes, they must serve the kingdom of 
God first and foremost, just as our Lord only ever leaves the 
earth standing for the sake of His elect, His Church. But 
what is all this compared to the streams of blessings that 
our God has poured out directly on our synod! In our city, 
one small congregation has grown into 29 congregations, 
some of them very large; our entire state is covered with a 
network of congregations; indeed, in the entire large area of 
our country, church after church, school after school has 
sprung up, one higher educational institution after another, 
one charitable institution after another has been founded. In 
many respects the number of synods has increased a 
hundredfold! And what is the use of all this? Why all the 
work, all the struggle, all the worry?

To what purpose the thousands, nay, the many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, which our dear churches have spent 
upon it? For no other purpose than to lead poor, cursed, and 
damnable sinners to the Lord Jesus, the only Saviour, and 
thus to eternal blessedness! Can a higher, more glorious 
task be conceived? Not true, my dear Christians, you pray 
with me, "My God, | beseech you by Christ's blood, only 
make it good with my end"! and: Dear Lord, lead me as thou 
wilt, strike when | need suffering and affliction; only this one 
thing | ask of thee: only blessed, only eternally blessed let 
me become! Now that we know that this prayer of ours will 
be heard, and has already been heard, it cannot be 
otherwise than that our hearts burn with desire to draw all 
other sinners with us to heaven. Now no one can be saved 
without being born again, without having received a 
completely new spiritual life and new spiritual powers. All 
Scripture testifies to this, and our dear Lord Christ especially 
testifies to this in our Gospel today. The doctrine of 
regeneration has been diligently pursued by us since the 
beginning of our Synod, and it must remain on our agenda 
in the future. And so let us also act today on the basis of our 
text: 

Of the rebirth necessary to all men for salvation. 

(1) That regeneration is indispensable to salvation; 

2. what it is and how it happens. 

Come, O come, thou Spirit of life, True God from 

everlasting! 

Thy power be not in vain, it fills us at all times: 

So shall be spirit and light and shine In the dark heart.

He that would be saved must be born again, or be yet 
born again. Are you born again, my dear man? If thou art 
not, nor art thou yet to be, thou canst not be saved. Our Lord 
Christ says this most clearly, first of all to Nicodemus. 


This Nicodemus was, as our text says, a chief of the 
Jews. He was a councilor and therefore a highly placed, 
distinguished man. He was also a Pharisee, and belonged 
to the sect which, as you know, was highly renowned for its 
scholarship, especially in the Old Testament of the Word of 
God, and for its holiness in the strictest, outward observance 
of all the commandments, customs, and laws of the Law of 
Moses. He also loved the Lord Jesus in his own way. By day 
he dared not go to the Lord for fear of being put under ban; 
so he came by night, breaking his sleep for the Lord's sake. 

This man has heard that the Lord Jesus, like all the world, 
punishes the Pharisees very severely. But as a reasonable 
man he cannot think that keeping the commandments of 
God is reprehensible. That is why he turned to the one whom 
he had recognized by his miraculous works as a teacher 
sent by God. No doubt he expected the Lord to say to him: 
"O, | did not mean you, Nicodemus, and your like, by my 
punishment. Continue thou only as thou hast hitherto done, 
or at most, add this and that, and thou canst not lack 
blessedness. But instead of this the Lord answers, "Verily, 
verily, | say unto thee, Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God."

Now, my dear man, test thyself whether thou art born 
again or not! Blessed are you, blessed are you, if you are! 
Many, even name Christians, yes, probably those who want 
to be masters in Israel like Nicodemus, know nothing of this. 
But this one wanted to learn and accepted the word of Christ 
for his salvation, as his later story shows us. Let us follow 
this. Christ is the man, and he alone who helps. Cling to him 
in faith, and so learn how he makes you new, and how 
confidently you can then go to heaven through all the misery 
of this time. - Three doctrines in particular, my dear friends, 
have together built up our dear Synod: the doctrine of the 
"deepest" corruption of all human nature, the doctrine of the 
all-merciful grace of God in our one and only Saviour Christ 
Jesus, and the doctrine that the Holy Spirit, through Word 
and Sacrament, gives us new and eternal life. Oh, that God

Our mission in Montana. 

The stretch of land in the northwestern United States, 
which adjoins the Rocky Mountains to the west and the 
possessions of the English to the north, was first named in 
1864 as Mon 
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tana Territory and then admitted to the Union as a state in 
1889. The state is the third largest in the Union and contains 
146,000 square miles. As the name of the state implies, it is 
a mountainous country. The two eastern thirds of the state 
consist of undulating plateaus that rise higher and higher 
from east to west until they join the ridge of the Rocky 
Mountains in the western third of the state. The industries of 
the state are also determined by these soil characteristics. 
Large herds of cattle, sheep and horses graze on the 
plateaus in the eastern part of the state. As the rainfall is 
scanty, these stretches of country are only suitable for 
grazing purposes. Only in the lowlands and valleys along the 
streams and rivers, where there is enough water to irrigate 
the growing seeds artificially, is it worthwhile to cultivate 
agriculture. In the mountains is the chief industry of the State, 
namely, mining. Gold, silver, copper, lead, coals, lime, 
granite stones, and the like, are obtained by mining, and 
prepared for trade. On the mountain slopes there are also 
beautiful spruce forests, where many sawmills cut the tree 
trunks into boards and beams, which are then used 
especially for shuttering the mine shafts. 

As diverse as the industries of the state are, as diverse 
and colorful is also the population. Especially in the larger 
cities one finds representatives of almost all countries. And 
since there are not yet 200,000 inhabitants in the whole 
state, about as many as in the city of Minneapolis, one can 
already see from this that in Montana, as in the agricultural 
states, there are not larger settlements of German 
Lutherans, where a congregation can be founded in a short 
time with relatively little effort. How sparsely populated the 
State of Montana still is, and how scattered, therefore, the 
population dwells, is better seen when one hears that for 
every man, woman, and child in the State there is nearly one 
square mile or one section of land. This is especially true of 
the eastern part of the State, where there are only now and 
then small towns, and the largest town, Billings, has not more 
than 2000 inhabitants. - The western part is more densely 
populated. Here are two thirds of the whole population. Here 
are also the larger cities of the state: Butte, Helena, Great 
Falls and Anaconda. These towns are all more or less 
dependent on mining, which is carried on on a large scale in 
this part of the state. 

| have made these introductory remarks on the surface, 
industries, and population of the State in order that the 
readers may be the better acquainted with the state of things 
and the obstacles with which our mission has to contend. - 
One obstacle to the mission, then, is the great distances 
which must be covered. In the parish of Bozeman, which is 
the most scattered, there is one preaching place 140, and 
another as far as 285 miles from the preacher's residence. 
And therefore, at the outlying preaching places, services can 
only be held monthly, or even less frequently. And there, 
after all, the devil is not idle when the pre 
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The more he continues to tear down again as much as 
possible what has been built up by the preaching of the divine 
Word. 

Another obstacle is that people come from all over the 
world, bringing with them their aversions and prejudices 
against all who do not come from their native land. And they 
have not usually come here to seek the pure gold of divine 
truth, but most of them have been driven here by the desire 
for earthly gold. In addition to this, the older settlers have not 
had the opportunity to hear God's Word for years and years, 
and in time have become accustomed to doing without it, and 
have become quite indifferent to it. And then, after all, the 
enemies of the kingdom of God are found in Montana: the 
devil, the world, and the wicked, evil flesh. Therefore it is not 
to be wondered at that in the ten years of the existence of 
our mission in Montana there have not been great, eye- 
catching successes, nor have larger congregations been 
gathered. But at least we have cause to thank God heartily 
for the blessing he has bestowed upon our work. 

It was in March of the year 1884 that the first Lutheran 
preacher came to Montana and preached a sermon. This 
was the then Fr. GlaB, who made this first mission trip at the 
request of the Mission Commission. In June of the same year 
he made the trip again and preached again in Helena and 
also in other towns. - The next year, in April, another 
Lutheran preacher came to Montana. This was our present 
Mr. Pfotenhauer. In the spring of 1886 he again visited the 
larger towns in Montana and held services in most of them. 
In the fall of the same year the preaching candidate Joh. 
Meyer was sent to Montana, who left his headquarters in 
Helena. He then worked diligently in Montana for three years. 

Helena is our oldest parish. We have a congregation of 
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he parish has a frame church, which was built in 1891. The 
arish has no debt and is now in the process of collecting for 
parsonage. Should it succeed in raising enough to carry out 
he construction, it would be the first parish in Montana to 
ave its own parsonage. Six other smaller preaching places 
re served from Butte. 

Our third oldest parish is located 100 miles northeast of 
elena, and is called GreatFalls. Since 1893 there is an 
rganized congregation with 145 souls, 60 communicating 
nd 15 voting members. Since the fall of 1894, the 
ongregation has had a nice frame church that seats about 
ne hundred people. The church property is debt free. Two 
maller preaching places are still served from Great Falls. 

Our fourth oldest parish is Kalispell. It is located in the 
ertile Flathead Valley, about 250 miles west of Great Falls. 
ince 1895 there has been an organized congregation of 40 
ouls, 25 communicant and 11 voting members. In addition, 
he preacher serves three smaller preaching points scattered 
hroughout the valley. The congregation does not yet own its 
wn church property. 

Our fifth and youngest parish is 100 miles east of Helena 
nd is called Bozeman. There is no organized congregation 
ere; about fifty souls attend. The services are held in a 
ented house, in which two rooms have been converted into 
meeting hall by removing the partition wall. The other rooms 
f the house serve as the preacher's apartment.

The church is not a daily product, but a continuous 
connection from the beginning of time to eternity. Her 
servants, therefore, have no special desires or plans of their 
own, but are a holy community, standing as links in a chain, 
united in one spirit in the work of planting and watering, 
sowing and reaping, founding and building, caring for and 
spreading the church, and what God has given them in the 
preceding days in knowledge, experience, and other 
blessings, they make use of. Thus the counter 
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The future will carry on the work of the present. Such is the 
will of the Lord of the Church. 

The aforementioned word of the Lord also applies to the 
work of the Lutheran Church in this country and especially 
to our Synod. The fathers and founders of this church 
transplanted the church of the pure word and the 
unadulterated sacrament to the wide area in the West of this 
Occident, and there, in spite of all difficulties, gloomy 
prospects, and prophecies, broke its way to an admirable 
course of blessing. In new circumstances with new 
questions of life, a new church system had to be established 
according to the guiding principles of the divine word and the 
true confession. Leaving the spell of the national church and 
breaking with the accustomed views, they first had to work 
their way to the recognition of the foundations of an apostolic 
Lutheran free church, in order to then shape church life 
accordingly. There were cliffs to be avoided, there were 
difficulties to be overcome, of which most have no idea. But 
to the glory of God and the salvation of the Church, the 
replanting has been accomplished through hot battles, sour 
labor, and heavy sacrifices. Our fathers have entered into 
their rest, and we are now entered into their work, hoping 
and beseeching God that our descendants may continue the 
work. Of one minister of the Word of the second generation 
of our Synod, something shall now be reported hereafter.

P. Sauer was quite properly a Missourian, a child of the 
Missouri Synod; in an old, original congregation of the same 
he was born and schooled, prepared for the preaching 
ministry in the institutions of that synod, and within that body 
he also ministered in the preaching ministry to the end of his 
days. He was born at St. Louis, Mo. on June 14, 1845, the 
eldest son of Mr. Christoph Gottlieb Sauer and his wife Julia, 
née Waldhauer, and had received in his baptism the name 
of Heinrich Gottlieb. The father came from Riga in Russia. 
He had become a merchant in St. Louis and a member of 
the Trinity congregation. As a member of the old generation, 
he was discerning, filled with zeal for the truth, blameless in 
his conduct, practiced brotherly punishment, and sought to 
bring those who were distant to the congregation. He also 
served the church in the office of a pastor for a number of 
years. In his house God's word and Christian discipline 
prevailed, and the pupils of the asylum in St. Louis always 
found a friendly welcome with him. Dr. Walther rightly called 
the blessed man "a descendant of a godly family." Heinrich 
attended the Northern District School of Trinity Parish (on 
Cedar Street) and was a pupil of Blessed Teacher Roschke 
in the last years of school. After his confirmation he entered 
the Concordia High School at St. Louis the following fall. 
When this institution was removed to Fort Wayne in 1861, 
he continued his studies here. After graduating from the high 
school course in 1865, he devoted himself to theological 
studies in Concordia Seminary at St. Louis. His teachers 
were Walther, Brauer, Cramer and Father Brohm (in 
Hebrew). 
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After he had proven himself well prepared for the holy 
ministry in the theological examination, he received a call 
from the newly formed Christ congregation in St. Louis. He 
accepted this calling and was ordained on 16 Sonnt, n. Trin. 
(September 27) 1868, together with his friend and 
classmate, M. Wyneken, who had also already passed 
away, in the auditorium of the Concordia Seminary (where 
the Kreuz-Gemeinde still held its services at that time) by 
Praeses BUlnger, assisted by Professors Walther and 
Cramer. It was a small group in whose midst he 
administered his pastoral office, not yet twenty voting 
members strong. To this small flock he devoted himself with 
all fidelity. He prepared his sermons conscientiously, as his 
carefully written manuscripts show. He also faithfully took 
care of the lambs by keeping them in school. He soon won 
the love and confidence of his congregation. In the 
beginning of 1870 he received a call from the community of 
Mobile, Ala. Although he had hardly been at his first post for 
a year and a half, although flesh and blood might have 
recoiled because of the battles in prospect there, he was 
nevertheless convinced by Praeses Biinger and Dr. Walther 
that he had to follow this advice. 

In Mobile, the "free German Evangelical Lutheran 
congregation” had existed for several years. A so-called 
Lutheran pastor, who prefixed the title "Doctor" to his name, 
had organized it. The need of all religious Germans was to 
be satisfied, and so under the Constitution there are names 
and personal signatures of people who refused to be called 
Lutheran until the end of their lives, e.g. that of a German 
Catholic who never converted, but died as a Catholic. That 
there was no lack of lodge members and other "brothers" is 
probably self-evident. In the congregation's constitution, in 
addition to a tolerable confession paragraph, there was the 
following provision, contrary to the biblical doctrine of 
profession: "If the pastor preaches false doctrine or 
otherwise becomes unpopular in the congregation, he shall 
be duly dismissed by the church council three months before 
his dismissal, if friendly admonition is of no avail, and then a 
testimony of his conduct in office and his behavior shall be 
given by the church council." The heart of the "Doctor" was 
large and wide, but against Missouri very exclusive; for 
instance, he made ("under the succor of the Triune God," as 
it blasphemously says) in the Constitution the following 
provisions: "The pastor may, if he will, belong to a synod of 
the Lutheran confession, but never to the Missouri synod."

built. The first important lesson is that the ancient, sacred 
Word of God has proven itself to be divine power and divine 
wisdom even in our time, yes, as the right unshakable 
foundation on which the Lord Christ has placed His Church 
from the beginning. (2) In the ecclesiastical sphere it is not a 
mere outward unity, but unity in spirit and in truth, that makes 
one truly strong. (3) In the kingdom of God we must never 
despise what is small and insignificant, because through 
God's blessing it can become great and powerful. (4) Self- 
denial for the sake of the Lord, his word, and his kingdom is 
a virtue that has great promise and brings rich blessing. (5) 
Struggling for the faith once given to the saints is not only 
inevitable, but also immeasurably blessed. 6. Outward 
success should not be the first aim of our labors in the 
kingdom of God, but we may confidently rely upon it, God 
will give blessing in His time. These truths were 
substantiated from the history of our Synod with glorious 
examples. 

The main work, which was discussed in the morning 
sessions, was a paper by Praeses Buhler, which dealt in 
seven theses with the doctrine of the faith that is the sole 
source of salvation. In the afternoon sessions, in addition to 
business, a paper by Pastor J. W. Theif3 was discussed on 
the subject: "The right attitude in which Christians should 
offer their sacrifices for church purposes". Both speakers 
treated their subject with much skill, pleasure, and love, so 
that all present were not only strengthened in the faith, but 
also encouraged to right works of love pleasing to God. 
Whoever therefore buys and reads the Synodal Report, 
which is soon to appear, will not regret it. 

The Honorable Missionary Commission presented a 
detailed report to the Synod on its activities during the last 
two years. The missionaries also gave an oral report on their 
fields. From all the reports, the Synod recognized the urgent 
need to hire three more missionaries in Washington and 
Idaho. The deputies, who held a special meeting to discuss 
this matter, promised to work in their congregations to 
ensure that more abundant funds flow for missionary 
purposes in the coming year. Pastor J. H. Theif was asked 
to issue an appeal to the congregations in the "Lutheran 
Messenger,” in which he was to call attention to the 
widespread missionary activity of our District, as well as to 
the funds necessary for this purpose. We could also be 
helped by stronger support of the general missionary fund, 
since the proper management of such a noble work exceeds 
our strength. A congratulatory address was sent to the 
Norwegian Synod, the oldest synod connected with us in the 
faith, which was meeting at the same time as our Synod. 
During the Synodal Assembly, Pastors Behrens, Hdrnicke, 
Paul and Block preached. The latter preached the pastoral 
sermon.

God sometimes shows by very clear examples how untrue 
such people speak. A short history may teach this. 

Many years ago, in a community in what was then the 
West, a necessary repair was to be made to the church 
building. The wealthiest of the parishioners were two 
brothers, S. But they were two unequal brothers. In the 
congregational meeting, when this repair was discussed, 
one of the brothers, J., said: "I will give §100.00 for this 
purpose, if my brother C. also wants to give as much.

Offers 
had come from Crystal and Park River, N. D., and from 
Winnipeg. The matter was postponed until January, 1898, 
but it was hoped that, as by far the greater number of 
Icelanders reside in Canada, the institution could be moved 
to Winnipeg.

The Severinghaus Seminary in Chicago will soon cease 
to exist as such. According to the decision of the last General 
Synod, a German branch is to be established as soon as 
possible in connection with Hartwick, Carlhage or Midland 
Seminary, the German Seminary is to be abolished and the 
existing property transferred to the authority of one of the 
above seminaries. ("Luth. Herald.") 

The Roman Catholic Church is making great efforts to 
strengthen its hold and power in this country more and more, 
and to gain ever greater and wider influence also for the 
future. Conscious that for these purposes the winning of the 
youth is of the greatest importance, it is shifting with all its 
might to the instruction of the same. Thus, in the very vicinity 
of the Catholic University in Washington, D. C., an 
educational institution is to be erected under the name of 
"Trinity College," the classrooms of which are to be open to 
girls and women over seventeen years of age, at first of 
Roman denomination, who have acquired a college 
education, in order to grant them the opportunity of a 
university education. The institution is under the direction of 
the Belgian Sisters of Notre Dame. The establishment of the 
Women's University has been warmly recommended by 
Cardinal Gibbons and by the Rector of the Catholic 
University at Washington, Dr. Conaty. - Besides, so-called 
summer schools have been established by the Romans for 
some time, in which lectures are given on all sorts of 
subjects, but always in the spirit of the Roman Church, and 
all sorts of means of attraction are used. Such a Roman 
summer school is at present in progress at Madison, Wis. 
under the name of Columbian Catholic Summer School. One of 
the main attractions of the school recently was a lecture by a 
former Protestant Episcopalian preacher, who told the story 
of his conversion to the Papacy and the advantages he had 
found in it with fiery eloquence. The "Ev.-Luth. Gemeinde- 
Blatt", from which we have taken the above notes, rightly 
remarks: "These efforts of the servants of the Antichrist 
should spur us, who have been entrusted with God's pure, 
beatific Word and Sacrament, on to new zeal and ever new 
sacrifices and gifts for our teaching institutions, so that we 
can thus make good use of the pounds entrusted to us in the 
service of the Kingdom of God 
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Abroad. 


Some years ago, a senior Roman Catholic officer 
traveled to southern Italy with his wife and, upon his return 
to Germany, spoke indignantly of the more than pagan 
superstitions of the Catholic people there. That year was a 
time of special drought and lack of rain. In all the larger 
towns, therefore, extraordinary processions were held in 
which the images and statues of the patron saints, especially 
Mary and the "Bambino" (baby Jesus) were carried around. 
However, since the rain did not fall, the patron saints, namely 
their images, were punished by the superstitious people for 
having fulfilled their duty so badly. Thus in one church the 
statue of St. Januarius, which is one of the principal sights 
of the church, was missing. On further inquiry it was learned 
that, because of the saint's weakness or hemmorhage, it had 
been placed up to the neck in the waters of the nearby river, 
that he might better compose himself in the future. In another 
church the Bambino, a doll representing the Child Jesus, 
was not to be seen. In the end it turned out that he was 
locked up in a hidden part of the church, also as punishment 
for his hard-heartedness, which left the plea for rain 
unanswered. The people, it was said, had demanded this 
punishment, and the priests were not allowed to evade their 
demand. Such is the state of affairs in Italy, the headquarters 
of the pope and his clerics. But instead of spreading real 
Christianity there, one wants to bring all the world under 
papal rule from Rome, under which such fruits ripen.

From World and Time. 


For the laying of the cornerstone for the new post office 
building in Buffalo, N. Y., all the Masonic lodges of the city 
have been invited by the city council, and a Masonic Grand 
Master will officiate, as usual on such occasions. Why these 
people are called in as secret allies to such celebrations is 
difficult to understand, but it explains the much-denied fact 
that the influence of these orders on the life of the people in 
almost all its areas is far-reaching and ever-increasing. In 
their endeavours, the press most faithfully supports these 
dark orders. Every meeting, parade, conferring of degrees 
is approvingly reported and described in the newspapers, all 
the more so when the names of distinguished and influential 
citizens are connected with it. The number of those who 
wage war against the Lodge, both within and without the 
Church, is not small; but the public press never takes notice 
of them. There is no doubt that a large proportion of the 
newspaper men themselves belong to the Lodge and 
naturally do not find it in their interest to present anything to 
the public which might contribute to the revelation of the true 
character of the Lodge. - May the time come when the whole 
Church will stand out as one man to fight against the power 
of darkness in the Lodge. Last week "The National Christian 
Association," an antilog society, held its annual meeting in 
Chicago. On this occasion 
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In the interest of the task of this society, meetings were held 
in 20 churches of the city; many a strong, unflinching 
testimony was given against the secret societies and their 
activities were brought to light. These assemblies consisted 
in the least part of Lutherans. ("Wach. Kirche.")

(Continued.) c. Of the creation of visible creatures, and 
especially of man. 

"| don't believe that there is a God, and that's that!" said 
Carl Rostock, a student of law, to one of his friends. 

"But," replied the latter, who had not much spiritual sense 
either, "if there is no God, you don't know where heaven and 
earth come from!" 

"Ah bah!" was Rostock's witty retort, "it's all nature." 

Similar speeches are often heard from thoughtless, loud- 

mouthed, carnal fools. Heaven and earth and all that is seen, 
in a word: nature, shall - well? - Be there by nature, be 
nature. Can there be a more atrocious nonsense ? 
The writer of this book has among his books a book written 
by a learned naturalist. He also deals with the question of 
where the visible creature comes from, and answers it as 
follows: "There is no God. Full stop. - The matter of which 
the world consists is eternal, from eternity to eternity. This 
matter consisted first of all in a mist. This is the primeval 
mist. In this lay, according to its germ, all powers resolved. 
And this mist circled, circled. Through such circling it 
gradually thickened. Out of such thickening, in uncounted 
millions of years, finally emerged, among other things, the 
sun. Everything keeps on circling. As a result, once - science 
has not yet discovered how? - a piece flew away from the 
sun. But it could not fly away completely, because the sun 
attracted it by its force of attraction. So now it's always 
circling around the sun. This is the Earth. It is the same with 
the planets. On the earth, as everywhere else, everything is 
in circular motion. This is how 


..gradually, gradually, all earthly forms emerge; finally, 
man. ..." This is learned nonsense. 

Well, the visible world full of inconceivable wonders is 
there. Every man sees it. And every man knows, if he will 
but know it, that God Almighty created it. Rom. 1, 19. 20. 

But where do we get certain information about how the 
visible creatures were created by God? - Only in the Holy 
Scriptures, and especially in the first and second chapters 
of the first book of Moses. 

About this question, however, we know nothing by 
nature. God's Word must answer it for us. - And it is at this 
point that modern unbelief arises, that is, unbelief as it is 
now fashionable. For unbelief as we have described it 
above, the coarse, stupid unbelief that denies everything 
and yet wants to explain everything, has somewhat gone 
out of fashion.

k. Sauer was installed as the second pastor of St. Paul's 
parish on the 26th of Sonnt, n. Trin. 1875, by Dr. Sihler, 
assisted by O. Hanser, then director. This is the field in which 
the deceased labored for over twenty years until his death. 
In an entirely new position he was to prove himself here. 
While Mobile had been a young mission congregation, St. 
Paul's was an old congregation with discerning members. 
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He was now called to build a well-established church here. 

After its organization by Fr. Huber, who was called away 
by the Lord after a short period of effectiveness, Blessed Fr. 
Wyneken had served the St. Paul's parish for some years and 
as his successor Dr. Sihler now for about a lifetime. Although 
in 1869 the sister parish in the western part of the city had 
been branched off, it still numbered over two hundred and fifty 
voting members when Father Sauer took office. The care of 
this populous congregation wanted to become too difficult for 
the strength of the aging Sihler, and so the congregation had 
been anxious to provide him with a young, fresh strength to 
help him. Special official acts, such as baptisms, weddings 
and funeral sermons, were assigned to the young pastor by 
the congregation. The two pastors shared the rest of the 
official work fraternally. It was a matter of course that in the 
course of the years one piece after the other fell on the 
younger shoulders to the relief of the older colleague. Since 
November 1880 the Christian teachings fell completely to 
Sauer, since March 1884 Father Sihler held the morning 
sermon only every fourth Sunday, the last catechism sermon 
around Easter 1885, whereupon he then resigned his office 
completely on the ist Sunday after Trinity, and soon 
thereafter, on October 27, he passed away blessedly. While 
Dr. Sicher was still alive, the Zion congregation in the 
southeastern part of the city was branched off and Father 
Sauer was called to pastor it, but in vain. In 1888 the building 
of the new, magnificent St. Paul's Church was begun and 
completed the following year. Father Sauer initially thought 
that he would be able to care for the congregation alone; but 
as the congregation continued to increase and grow, he 
realized that this was beyond his strength, and the 
congregation also saw that their demands could not be 
satisfied by one pastor, and that the proper service required 
additional strength. So Father Lindemann was appointed as 
the second pastor in 1890, in the order that each of the two 
pastors was assigned his district, which he had to serve 
pastorally, but in the remaining work they both shared. Since 
Fr. Lindemann accepted the call to a professorship at the 
Teachers' Seminary in Addison, Ill. in 1893, Fr. Bohn took his 
place in January 1894. Accordingly, the Blessed One 
ministered in fellowship with three different pastors at one and 
the same congregation, and was on fraternally cordial terms 
with each of them, as he occasionally expressed it. Blessed 
Dr. Sihler also testifies to this concerning himself in the 
biography he himself wrote. Even though he was not initially 
convinced of the necessity of appointing a second pastor, the 
longer he lived, the more he recognized what a precious gift 
of God he had in his young colleague. He wrote: "| cannot be 
thankful enough to Gélte that we stand together as brotherly, 
cordially and in one accord and work together on the 
congregation as was the case for seven years between 
Father Stubnatzy and me. Like the latter, he too "seeks 
nothing of his own, but in simplicity and sincerity of heart only 
the glory of God and the benefit and piety of the congregation, 
and 


Since the four years we have been working together, no 
envy or quarrel has ever arisen between us, and in the event 
of any threatening misunderstandings, there has always 
been an open brotherly discussion between us. We also do 
this in order to ward off the devil, for he finds it a special treat 
when he can divide ministers in the same congregation, or 
sow suspicion and distrust of one another as a poisonous 
weed in their hearts, and at the same time cause carnal 
factionalism in the congregation. Even in "church matters" 
and in the views and treatment of individuals, we are never 
at odds with one another; and wherever there is a difference 
of view of individuals and circumstances, there is never a 
lack of understanding. In our common ministry we gladly 
bear one another's burdens, and in the love of Christ we are 
also one in the same love for the congregation. Summa, we 
both, Fr. Sauer and I, by God's grace, stand factually and 
personally in the sweetest ‘unity in the Spirit through the 
bond of peace’." 

Sour was the name of the blessed man; but whoever 
would have taken the name as a designation of the man's 
peculiarity would have found himself in a great error. Sour, 
sullen, repulsive nature was foreign to him. Love and mercy 
dwelt in his heart, and kindness was the garment he wore 
wherever he walked or stood. Even to rudeness and 
insolence he did not lose his calmness and mildness. He 
was, ina word, an attractive, winning personality. His natural 
disposition meant that he was fond of practicing the rule of 
wisdom, which was to break off the point when differences 
of opinion and disputes arose, but that he was also lenient 
in many cases where, in the judgment of others, severity and 
sharpness would have been more appropriate. As obliging 
and helpful as he was, these praiseworthy qualities were 
also used to excess. Friendly towards everyone, he showed 
this friendliness especially towards his parishioners, be it in 
private, be it in parish meetings, be it in official dealings with 
the teachers as school inspector, even if he had something 
to remind and rebuke. He had patience with the weak, 
pursued the erring with long-suffering, took care of the 
spiritually sick with faithfulness and care, visited diligently 
and comforted the physically sick and those in other 
distresses, even complaining that he lacked the time to do 
this even more. In short, as a true shepherd who meant well 
with his sheep and took their salvation seriously, he lived 
and walked among the flock he had been commanded to 
lead. This was recognized by them, and trust and love in no 
ordinary measure were his reward. Although he received 
repeated calls in Fort Wayne (to Milwaukee, St. Louis, New 
Orleans, and other places), the bond between him and his 
congregation could not be severed. 

Sauer had the reputation of being an anointed, God- 
blessed preacher, and not without reason. He was a disciple 
of Walther in his preaching style, and remained so even after 
he entered the ministry, Walther's sermons being a model 
and pattern for him. Sauer used to give the text a Ge 
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Sauer did not find it easy to preach, as some of his listeners 
might have thought, but rather he had to sour himself heartily 
until it came to delivering the sermon; for that is also the rule 
of the world: if someone achieves something, he has had to 
toil and work for it in the sweat of his brow according to God's 
purpose. He made careful preparation, wrote his sermon 
word for word, began to memorize on Saturday, got up at 
five o'clock on Sunday to continue memorizing, and did not 
stop until he stepped into the pulpit. Of course, one noticed 
nothing of all this toil and work when he stood in the pulpit 
and his speech flowed out of him like a lively, living stream, 
and the listeners hung on his lips under the spell of the 
captivating, moving speech. Sauer's sermons were well 
ordered, the content was solid and rich in thought, the 
language pure and well-chosen. To this was added a 
dignified, refined decorum, a sonorous voice, and oratorical 
talent. He preached the whole counsel of God unto 
salvation, law and gospel; he preached the word given of 
God for doctrine, for punishment, for correction, for 
chastening in righteousness, and for comfort. Especially 
also in occasional speeches he knew how to find the right 
word according to place and time and listeners. Dr. Sihler, 
after having heard Father Sauer for three years, writes the 
following about his way of preaching in the writing already 
mentioned: Father Sauer "has the gift, in a fine oratorical gift, 
but without any appearance of sought-after or mannered 
eloquence, to move the minds of his hearers to the most 
erroneous and inward with the great facts of our salvation in 
Christ, without lacking the punishing seriousness of the law, 
in which he very thoroughly and urgently reproaches our 
church children for their sin." Although his sermons and 
speeches, according to the place and occasion, were 
usually serious and solemn in content, he also knew how to 
speak to children in an appealing, even humorous way when 
the occasion arose (e.g. at school examinations and 
children's festivals). Only a few of his sermons have been 
published: Festive sermon at the commemoration of the four 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of Dr. Martin Luther, 
memorial sermon at the death of Dr. Sicher, a speech on the 
subject: "We love our country, and also for this reason we 
love our parochial schools" at the Lutheran Day on the 
occasion of the World's Fair in 1893, a speech at the 
introduction of a director of Concordia College in the 
"Lutheran" in 1882. Otherwise he wrote little for the public: 
in the "Lutheraner" a report on the Synodal Assembly of the 
"Middle District" in 1886 and the curriculum vitae of Fr. Daibs 
1895; in the "Evening School" an essay on the light side of 
the South ("The Sunny South") and one on the shadow side, 
the horror of the South, the yellow fever. 

In the whole circle of the Synod, for which Sauers' heart beat 
warmly, for which he worked tirelessly, he enjoyed the love, 
confidence and respect of his brethren. He was therefore 
elected at the Synod of Delegates in 1890 for a term of three 
years. 
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He was elected Vice-President of the General Synod; in the 
investigations which occasionally fell to this office, he was, 
as he himself recognized and also expressed, out of his 
element. In the Synod of the Middle District, of which he was 
a member, he had since 1892 administered to satisfaction 
the office of visitator. In 1878 he was elected a member of 
the Board of Supervisors for Concordia High School at Fort 
Wayne, and has been re-elected every three years since. He 
served as president of this board. His heart was kindled in 
hot love for this prophetic school of the Church. In never 
flagging solicitude he looked after its interests. It was never 
inconvenient for him to speak to him about this institution. 
He did not waste time or effort when it came to this 
institution. And with what seriousness and zeal, with what 
skill and eloquence, he led the cause of this institution when 
it came to the General Synod to discuss it! If one considers 
the representation of this institution and its interests, then the 
institution has lost its most faithful and warmest advocate in 
Sauer, who did not let himself be misled by any bad 
experiences, much less embittered. He was always imbued 
with the conviction that it was the business of the Lord and 
His Church when he represented this institution. His name 
remains in grateful memory.

Northwestern Canada. 

Two years ago | received a call to the preaching ministry, 
signed by the superintendents of the congregations at 
Landestreu and Hoffenthal in Assiniboia, one of the so- 
called Northwest Territories of Canada. 

| followed this call, which was issued to the candidate 
Carl Geith, a short time later. It was a long journey. After 
reaching St. Paul, | went another 500 miles further northwest 
to Winnipeg, the gateway of all northwestern Canada, a city 
that still has a great future ahead of it. As there is only one 
train a week from Winnipeg to Yorkton, Assiniboia, | had 
some stay there before | could cover the last 235 miles of 
my journey. 

After a 20-hour journey we reached the station of 
Langenburg, where several superiors were waiting for me 
and my wife. 

At a gallop we went on to Landestreu. Apparently it was 
considered a mark of honour to ride quite fast. It wasn't ill- 
advised, for millions of mosquitoes filled the land. How many 
| swallowed before | could set fire to my pipe | cannot exactly 
say. The reader will excuse me. 

At 7 or 8 o'clock in the morning we reached the house of 
a headman. It was one of the log houses, plastered with clay 
and nicely whitewashed, as they are fashionable in Austria, 
Galicia and Bukovina to this day and are also found here.

Assiniboia lies north of North Dakota and Montana. The 
part in which the township s Landestreu, Hoffenthal and 
Beresina are located is 125 miles from the border of the "states" 
by which one understands here the United States of America 
Eastern Assiniboia, our area, is an undulating plateau covered 
with clusters of cottonwood and willow scrub. Unfortunately 
the climate, which deserves to be called extraordinarily 
healthy, is very cold.

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In the two years | covered about 6,000 miles and often froze 
so much that | thought my end had come. But God has 
always protected me, and | cannot thank him enough.

A spiritual obstacle, which will undoubtedly give way to 
constant instruction, is the unionist attitude that is frequently 
encountered. 

That the doctrine and faith of other, unbelieving church 
communities should not be just as good in God's eyes as the 
Scriptural doctrine and practice of the Synodal Conference is 
not yet clear to some. One hears speeches there, such as: 
"Yes, you see, Pastor, you find of the Missouri Synod, 
therefore you contend for your cause, that is quite fine, but 
listen, | will not be talked out of it, the others have the same 
commandments as we have, and that is the main thing," etc. 

But glory to the truth! We also have in every congregation 
a few insightful, zealous, thoroughly evangelical Lutheran 
Christians who thank God that through the missionary 
sacrifices of Missourian Christians they have become 
acquainted with true doctrine and pure faith.

The Middle District 


of the General Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and other States held 
its sessions this year at the church of Mr. P. H. Weseloh at 
Cleveland, O., from August 4 to 10. The opening sermon was 
preached by the Honorable General Vice-President, Rev. C. 
Gross, on Luc. 12:48. The presidential report showed that a 
very considerable number of candidates from our seminaries 
have entered the District during the past two years. The cash 
reports of the treasurer, Mr. C. A. Kampe, showed a total 
income in two years of $53, 402.70; an expenditure of $52, 
918. 28; and a cash balance of $484. 42. 

The Synod held ten sessions, six of which were devoted 
to doctrinal proceedings. Mr. C. M. Zorn lectured in his own 
captivating manner on the subject: "The orthodox, Christian 
local congregation and its pastor"; he not only proved the 
truths presented with numerous scriptural passages, but also 
sought to bring them close to the general understanding by 
means of apt parables and examples. The actual content of 
the theses can be briefly summarized in the following words: 
1. "The pastor should hold his office in the highest honor and 
care, and conduct it faithfully as God has commanded. Let 
his office be adorned with a spiritual mind and spiritual 
conduct. Let him place his dignity of office in this, that he shall 
in no wise exceed his sacred powers, or suffer them to be 
diminished." 2. "Let the church esteem the divine office of 
preaching, which is established among them, highly. 
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and hold the pastor appointed to her in the highest honor. 
She should therefore see to it that the pastor faithfully 
conducts his ministry in her as God has commanded. She 
should seek in him the adornment of a spiritual way of life. 
In this way, however, she honors his office and his person 
by rendering him the obedience commanded by God and by 
standing by him faithfully in all things." 

Here, then, a doctrine is expounded which enters deeply 
into the church life of the present day. It can only be a great 
blessing if many Christian members of the congregation 
make use of the small amount of money and obtain this 
Synodal Report through their pastors or teachers when it 
appears. - A very gratifying report was made to Synod 
concerning the work of the Inner Mission. Several mission 
posts had been so blessed as to be able, with touching 
thanks, to refuse distant support; others expressed the hope 
that in the not distant future the same would be possible to 
them. Our missionary field has not diminished, however, and 
new fields have meanwhile been taken in hand, which still 
call for rich sacrifices of prayer, self-denial, and also of giving 
love. With thanksgiving to the Father of Light and in 
recognition of the sacrificial work of our dear missionaries, 
the Synod has granted with special joy what little it could 
give. These gifts have been designated, according to need, 
for the missions at Toledo, O., Elmore, O., Catonia, O., 
Hamilton, O., Cleveland, O. (Slovak Mission), Montpelier, 
Ind., Kouts, Ind., Winfield, Ind., North Vernon, Ind., Brazil, 
Ind., Haughville, Ind., Louisville, Ky., and Lexington, Ky.

For years there has been a deficit 
in the building fund of the General Synod, and it was decided 
to advise the congregations to organize a collection on the 
Reformation Day of this year, in order to pay off this 
burdensome debt completely. The rest of the time of the 
synod was utilized by special services and conferences. Two 
services for the deaf and dumb were conducted by 
Missionary Bentrup of Louisville. Next year's synodal 
assembly will take place during Easter week in the 
congregation of Father Wambsgan/B3 in Indianapolis.

A right word at the right time. 


A Christian, especially a preacher, often has the 
opportunity, even on journeys and during a stay in a foreign 
country of his missionary profession, to wait and say a word 
to a traveler, or to someone else with whom he meets, which 
can lead him to the rest of his soul in his God and Savior. An 
incident on the German journey of two preachers of our 
Synod who are now resting in the Lord, which may be 
unknown to many a "Lutheran" reader, may illustrate this. A 
well-known preacher of Germany tells about it in his brief 
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Life description: "Guides of God", after he had reported on 
his studies at the University of Erlangen. The following: "And 
there | must mention an encounter which brought me, so to 
speak, the conclusion of my development so far. Two 
Lutheran clergymen had come to Erlangen from America, 
with whom | had become close as president of the Lutheran 
students. One evening | invited them to my parlor and the 
conversation turned to faith. One of them said: "It is the most 
blessed thing that we can be saved by faith alone. Well, that 
was something | had known for a long time and had often 
said myself. But on this evening this matter took hold of me, 
and somewhat shyly | replied: "Certainly we are saved by 
faith alone, but sanctification is also necessary. This led toa 
profound conversation, in which justification by faith alone 
confronted me with a clarity and truth as never before. | 
concealed the deep emotion that this produced in my peace- 
seeking mind until the day of parting, when | came to sit as 
president next to the other Americans at the banquet. Now 
or never it must come out,' | said to myself, and now, in the 
midst of all the loud conversations at the table, | asked my 
neighbor the question: 'May a man who feels himself a poor, 
miserable sinner, and knows no salvation but Christ 
crucified, believe that he is in grace with God?* My 
neighbour looked at me sharply, and then said in a firm 
voice: 'As sure as there is a God in heaven/ But | went home 
from the hour to my closet, and rejoiced on my knees: | 
believe a forgiveness of sins, and sang the verse: 
What didst thou omit For my comfort and joy? 
When body and soul sat in their greatest sorrow, 
When the kingdom was taken from me, When 
peace and joy were laughing, When you, my 
salvation, came and made me glad? 
From that time on | had peace with God through our Lord 
Jehovah Christ; now | knew what is the very sweetest thing 
in Lutheran Christianity, namely, the assurance of the 
forgiveness of sins." 
The one who tells this was the later General Superintendent 
and Consistorialrath Dr. Max Frommel, who has now passed 
away, and the two American preachers, whose names 
Fromme! does not mention, were, as the reader will already 
have noticed, the two fathers and founders of our Synod, 
Professor Walther and Praeses Wyneken, who made a trip 
to Germany in 1851 on behalf of the Synod. In the report of 
their journey, which Walther published in the "Lutheran" after 
his return, he relates that it was just this which made their 
stay in Erlangen pleasant and fruitful, "that we here became 
acquainted with a crowd of godly students, with whom we 
soon cultivated a lively intercourse almost daily. ... The 
members of this student fraternity 'Philadelphia' dine daily ... 
at a table at which we too had to appear repeatedly. We 
sought to be useful to these young, eager and hopeful men 
above all by donating to them what we here in our American 
literary 
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We have just this "old theological poverty, that we praise the 
writings of our old theologians" and draw their attention to 
the treasures which lie hidden here, admittedly in less 
brilliant form, treasures of wisdom and knowledge and 
experience which one searches in vain for in the newer 
theological writings. ... Judging from oral and written 
explanations, this testimony of ours has not remained 
without rich fruit". And among the names of those students 
whom Walther then mentions, there is also "M. Frommel, 
stud. theol. from Karlsruhe in Baden". ("Lutherans," VIII, 
134.)

The Illinois, the largest district of our Synod, was, as usual, also 
assembled this year in Chicago, that is, in the place where our Synod 
was once founded fifty years ago. This fact is pointed out by the 
delicious speech of the President of the Synod, as well as by the 
paper on which the doctrinal discussions were based. In the synodal 
address, the words of the 27th Psalm, "The Lord is the strength of 
my life; of whom should | be afraid?" are presented as a jubilant 
confession, and it is shown that it is the Lord's strength and grace 
that has preserved our synod up to now in pure doctrine and right 
practice, and that it has spread so far, and that we may also, trusting 
in this strength, look confidently into the future and say: "Of whom 
should we be afraid? The doctrinal discussions are based on the 
words of the Lord John 12:35. By the hand of these words the 
question is answered, "Wherefore, as children of light, do we 
cheerfully celebrate our synodal jubilee?" The first two theses show 
how much cause we have to celebrate such a jubilee with 
thanksgiving to God, while the last three show how we, as children 
of light, should rightly arrange this jubilee celebration, "by rightly 
applying and using the light that still shines to us." May this 
instructive report also be read and taken to heart by many. G.

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Brief interpretation of the doctrinal passages of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the common man. 
Christians. 


(Continued.) 

The most distinguished of all visible creatures is man, 
whom God created and made after all other creatures on the 
sixth day. 

Why is man the most distinguished of God's visible 
creatures?-because God created man with special care, to 
be the Lord of the earth, in His own image. 

What is said in this sentence, we will now further explain 
and prove. But thou mayest find it also in a single saying, 
which is written in Genesis 1:26, and thus saith, "And God 
said, Let us make man [Here is the peculiar caution of God.] 
in our image [Here is the image of God.], to have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over 
the cattle, and over all the earth, and over every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth." [Here is "to the Lord of 
the earth."] 

With peculiar prudence, let us first say, God created man. 

Behold, how the triune God, when He would make man, 
holdeth a special counsel, saying, Let us make man. Gen. 
1:26, as if to say, "All things are now finished, save him for 
whom all things were made: now let us make man. - But not 
only in this foregoing counsel and conversation is the 
peculiar prudence of God manifested in the creation of man, 
but the same is manifested in the creation of man himself. 
For there we do not find a mere command of God, as in the 
creation of all other visible creatures. Genesis 1:3, 6, 9, 11, 
14, 20, 24; but here we find the following account: "God the 
Lord made man of a lump of earth, and breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life. And so was the 
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No. 18. 


Man a living soul." Gen. 2:7. Certainly God could have 
created man by His mere comman4, if it had so pleased Him. 
But it did not so please Him. As a potter forms his vessel out 
of clay, so God formed man out of a lump of earth - with great 
art, with special love, with special care. And then God 
breathed into his nostrils the living breath. And so man 
became what he is: a living soul. 

Dear Christian, you must still look a little at man, who is 

created by God with such peculiar prudence; this, after God 
has thus acted, is no more than fair. 
First of all, consider the human body. Although the most 
unspeakable wonders can be seen everywhere, and 
especially in the bodies of animals, yet at first sight the body 
of man is more glorious than that of any animal. Is it not so? 
Man's upright gait, his eye lifted slightly to heaven, his skilful 
hand, his power of speech, oh, everything, everything, 
elevates him far above the animals. - And now, if we shall 
speak of - yea, how shall we say? - of spiritual secrets, it is 
true that we find wonderful instincts in animals; there are 
clever animals; and who wants to fathom what it actually is 
that God has placed in animals and that thus makes them 
clever? But all that is found in animals in this direction is far, 
far surpassed by man's understanding, which is directed to 
the left and to the right, up and down; it was created for him 
that he might rule the whole of nature with it. Man has a 
special soul, given to him at creation, such as no animal has. 
This is how the above saying is to be understood. For how 
does Solomon speak of man as he is now after the Fall and 
in the body of death? He says, "The dust must return to the 
earth as it was, and the spirit to God who gave it." Eccl. 12:7. 
And the Lord Jesus says, "Fear not them which kill the body, 
and which kill the 


soul may not kill." Matth. 10, 28. There it is spoken of a 
special and particularly given soul of man. This never 
happens with animals, nor does it hold true with animals. 

But we are told even more about the creation of man, 
which testifies to the special prudence of God in this. We 
read: "And the Lord God said, It is not good that the man 
should be alone; | will make him a helpmeet to be with him. 
... Then the Lord God caused a deep sleep to fall upon the 
man, and he slept. And he took one of his ribs, and closed 
up the place with flesh. And the LORD God made a woman 
of the branch which He took of the man, and brought her 
unto him." Gen. 2:18, 21, 22. With as peculiar care as man, 
God also created woman, only in a different way: Not from 
an earthen lump, but from the ribbe of the sleeping Adam. 
Thus woman received the same human nature as man. "And 
God blessed them, and said unto them, Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth." Gen. 1:28. By this word, 
which is operative continually, all the children and offspring 
of the first men are, and shall be, created of God, being born 
of father and mother, and have the same human nature as 
Adam and Eve, for with them and of them they are created 
of God. Therefore let every man say, "| believe that God 
created me together with all creatures, gave me body and 
soul, eyes and ears and all members, reason and all 
senses." And let every man know that, because of this 
creation, which was made with special prudence, and which 
he has in common with Adam and Eve, he is the most 
excellent of the visible creatures of God. 

But for a second reason man is the noblest of the visible 
creatures: namely, because he was created lord of the earth. 

We have already heard above that God said: "Let us 
make man in our image, like unto us, to have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and to have 
dominion over the children of men.

And now it is easy to understand that the image of God 
consists, on the other hand, in perfect holiness and 
righteousness. For the knowledge of God, which makes us

And since he for whom all things were created is 
irrefutably more excellent than that which is to serve him, man 
is also, for this second reason, the most excellent of the 
visible creatures of God. 

But above all, he is so because God created him in His 
image and likeness. 

God said, "Let us make man in our image, in the likeness 
of God." "And God created man in His own image, in the 
image of God created He him." Genesis 1:26, 27. 

Now, what does that mean, what does it say, that man is 
made in God's image? 

It cannot be said that man is equal to God. God did not 
say, Let us make man in our likeness; but He said, Let us 
make man in our image. So then, not as one man is like 
another in nature and essence, but as the image of one man 
is like and similar to another, so man is made in the likeness 
and likeness of God. - And yet the image of God, to which 
man is created, consists not in something external, not in 
outward features, as is the case with the image of a man; but 
it consists in something deep and intimate. 

In what? 

The image of God, into which man is created, consists 
first in the knowledge of God. 

It will be difficult for every reader to understand at once

Knowledge of God and in perfect righteousness and holiness. 

Man, thus created in God's image, was certainly blessed 
and immortal and perfect. But we know that the image of God 
was lost to us through the Fall. "Adam begat a son in his own 
image, in the image of sinful Adam, not in the image of God, 
as we are told in Genesis 5:3. And so it is with us all. We are 
all born of the flesh. But, thank God, there is hope! Already in 
this life, as we have already shown, the image of God is 
renewed from the beginning in those who believe in Christ. 
And in eternal life, as we have also said, it will be fully 
restored. This David hoped for, saying, "I will behold thy face 
in righteousness; | will be satisfied when | awake in thy 
image." Ps. 17:15. And to this may God help us all for Christ's 
sake! Amen.

In memory of the blessed P. H. G. Sauer. 


(Conclusion.) 

While still in St. Louis at his first parish, Father Sauer 
married Miss Maria T. Turcke, a daughter of Father K. Turcke, 
in February 1869. Dr. Sihler used this name for a pun when 
he wrote that Sauer had married a Turkish woman and that 
he had done well by it. A happy, Christian family life was 
granted to our Sauer. Eight children were given to him by the 
Lord, but he had to let three of them go. Also in other respects 
he did not lack a cross. In particular, he had a severe 
headache. Every Monday, he could count on it as surely as 
on the day itself, this severe headache returned, so that he 
could hardly hold himself upright. But he was allowed to make 
the joyful experience that in the last years it appeared less and 
less, and finally disappeared completely. In 1888 he was 
seized with a prolonged illness which brought him to the brink 
of the grave. As he was not exactly strong physically, his 
congregation regularly gave him a few weeks off in the 
summer to recuperate, which he often used to visit a seaside 
resort in the East, whereupon he was able to return to his old 
work strong and invigorated. Since he was in 


In his youth he had written poetry and, being musically 
gifted, had diligently played music, but in later times he was 
asked by a friend whether he still did so; he replied that he 
no longer had time for this youthful hobby. Sauer was 
exceedingly hospitable; his house was often a hostel for 
guests, and dear 

Housewife with a friendly face ensured a well-stocked table. 
In his family, too, he always remained the same. Despite all 
the little annoyances in family life, he remained the friendly 
landlord who could not be brought out of his calm. 

When in the summer of 1895 a part of the St. Paul's 
congregation, the members in Blumenthal, organized 
themselves as a Trinity congregation, and when Fr. Bohn 
had accepted the appointment given to him, there was a 
need for a new congregation.

now again the whole burden, only reduced by a little by the 
branching off that had taken place, was on the shoulders of 
Blessed Sauer. The filling of the vacant position of Father 
Bohn was protracted; repeated appeals were unsuccessful, 
and so the Blessed had to provide the entire winter work with 
Advent and Passion services and confirmation classes 
alone, and only at Easter did the prospect of help open up. 
The accommodation of the guests of the Synod of 
Delegates, which met in the midst of St. Paul's parish, 
brought him new work. He was worn out; his tired, weary 
appearance was noticeable to some; but one gave oneself 
up to the joyful hope that, now that the appointment to the 
second place had been successful, he would soon revive. 
On Monday, May 4, a pastoral conference was held in the 
evening at St. Paul's Church. On the business of an absent 
friend, he often took the floor in his interest. It might have 
been nine o'clock when he complained to his neighbour that 
he felt a strange dizziness and saw everything double. After 
a few calming words, Sauer sat there quietly and absorbed 
for about ten minutes, whereupon he turned again to Father 
Schumm with the request to stay with him and to lead him 
home afterwards, for he was completely confused and did 
not know how to find his way home from the church. 
Immediately afterwards he asked to be taken home. His face 
was pale and covered with large drops of sweat. Since he 
could not walk, others helped him and sat him down on a 
chair in front of the church, thinking that the attack of 
weakness should pass in the fresh air. With his voice 
already slurred, he repeated his request to be taken to his 
room, and immediately after his arrival there he lost 
consciousness and speech, and never regained either. In 
spite of all the efforts of the physicians called and the use of 
other means, he grew weaker from hour to hour until he 
passed away at two o'clock in the morning. Still during the 
night and early in the morning the mourning news of the 
sudden departure of the beloved pastor rushed through the 
whole congregation, and in the evening the congregation 
assembled in its voting members to make arrangements 
about the funeral service. Synod adjourned its meetings to 
Immanuels Church, where the morning session commenced 
with the singing of hymn 416, reading of the 90th Psalm, and 
appropriate collecte. The Synod expressed its condolences 
in the following words, "The Synod of Delegates of the 
German Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio and 
other States, at present assembled at Fort Wayne, Ind, 
fulfills a duty of love and gratitude by expressing its deep 
sorrow at the bitter loss which has affected the Synod, the 
St. Paul's congregation here, and the deeply bent family, by 
the speedy and, as we cheerfully hope to God, blessed 
departure of our dear brother, Bro. H. G. Sauer, and 
expresses its heartfelt sympathy to the grieving family with 
the sincere wish and intercession that the faithful God may 
be and remain close to the dear bereaved of our departed 
brother with comfort and help." 

The funeral took place on Friday afternoon. At eight 
o'clock in the morning the body was laid out in St. Paul's 
Church, and everyone until one 
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The last opportunity was given to the deceased to take a last 
look at him at two o'clock in the afternoon. The funeral 
service began at two o'clock. The large church could not hold 
the crowd of people who had come, and hundreds had to be 
content to take part in the service outside the building. Vice- 
President P. GroB, the Blessed's long-time neighbor, 
preached the funeral sermon on 1 Cor. 4, 7. 8. which was 
published in the August issue of the "Magazin". President C. 
C. Schmidt, the companion of the deceased, then held a 
funeral and consolation speech especially for the grieving 
family. The body was buried in the Concordia churchyard; 
the coffin was carried by the students. The pupils of the 
Gymnasium opened the funeral procession, they were 
followed by the synod members, then by the young men and 
men of St. Paul's parish, and the hearse was followed by a 
long procession of carriages. Praeses Niemann, a student 
and intimate friend of the deceased, officiated at the 
graveyard. On the following Sunday, Prof. Lindemann held 
a memorial sermon for the former minister. 

According to the saying of that wise man, no man can be 
called happy before death because of the earthly change. 
We can call our departed sour happy. He was happy in his 
childhood, for he came to know and love Him in whom true 
happiness is rooted. He was happy in his youth, for he was 
prepared with success by capable, skillful men for the most 
exalted profession. He was happy in his ministerial 
effectiveness, for God has confessed Himself to his work 
with evident blessing. He was happy in his family life, as this 
was evident to every one who dwelt in his house. And not 
only in his life, but also in his death he was happy. In his 
prime, in full labor, still serving love like a soldier at his post, 
he was called away from the land of battle and tears to that 
of blessed triumph and eternal rejoicing, quickly carried off 
to his Lord as on Elijah's chariot. Great is his gain, great is 
the loss that his death has brought to others. The Synod has 
lost a faithful brother and fervent intercessor; his 
congregation has lost the zealous, skilful, self-denying 
shepherd; the family has lost the loving husband and father; 
a large circle has lost the unselfish, noble, generous friend, 
and from this circle let this "Zum GedachtnisniB" from the 
hand of a friend be an immortelle on his grave. J. S.

of our Synod held its sessions this year in the congregation 
of Mr.? Dr. Schwan, the General Praeses, preached the 
opening sermon on Matth. 9, 37. 38. and showed how 
urgently necessary it is even today to ask the Lord to send 
laborers into His harvest. 

In the following presidential address, Praeses Hilgendorf 
quite appropriately pointed out what God has done for us in 
the past fifty years, how He has given us His pure Word and 
how He has made us a part of the world. 
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and how he has done this out of pure fatherly, divine 
goodness and mercy, without any merit or worthiness on our 
part. But he also reminded us that we should be grateful for 
the treasures of grace we have received and that we should 
keep what has been entrusted to us. But in order that this 
might happen, we should not only hold fast the word 
ourselves, but should also spread it with ever new delight, 
and for this purpose also be ready to make great sacrifices; 
for then the great power of the word would be manifested in 
us, and would preserve us in faithfulness even unto death. 

As for the doctrinal discussions, which the Synod dealt 
with in five sessions, Prof. Mezger from St. Louis was kind 
enough to preside over them. He presented theses on the 
timely question of how Christians should conduct themselves 
in the present trying times. As the choice of this subject was 
a very puzzling one, so also the discussion of it was very 
instructive and edifying. It may be permitted to mention here 
only some principal truths presented from God's Word. 
Christians do not look for the causes of the hard lines in this 
or that political party, in the incompetence of officials, wrong 
legislation, etc., but in the natural causes of the hard times. 
Probably the hard times have natural causes, but still it is 
God who sends them. He has the natural causes in his hand, 
and so shapes and directs them that hard times come 
according to his will. From him, therefore, come good times 
and bad, happiness and unhappiness, riches and poverty. 
However, we must not think that God allows hard times to 
follow good ones without good reason; on the contrary, he 
does this for the sake of man's sin. Thus the hard times also 
came upon our country because of the sin of its inhabitants. 
Just think of idolatry, false worship, ingratitude, and the many 
other sins that are rampant in our country. For this reason 
God sent the difficult times, so that all our people, and 
especially Christians, might be brought to reflect and to 
recognize their sins. Far from the difficult lines being harmful 
to us, they are meant to be beneficial to us. Therefore 
Christians do not murmur with the worldlings about hard 
times, but they murmur about their people and about their 
own sins, confess that God would have cause to send much 
harder times, and ask that God may accomplish his gracious 
purposes for them and their people. But while many of the 
world's children give themselves up to anxious cares in hard 
times, and think they must rely on lodges and life-insurance 
companies, Christians banish all unbelieving cares, put their 
trust in God and his promises, and are sure that he will not 
leave them nor fail them even in hard times. And instead of 
giving in to miserliness and austerity because the income is 
less in hard times, Christians joyfully continue to make 
sacrifices for the building up of the kingdom of God and for 
the relief of the bodily and spiritual needs of their fellow men, 
remembering that a glorious reward of grace awaits them.

The sun in your heart. 


Some years ago, on a summer evening, a large group of 
strangers gathered on Mount Rigi in Switzerland. Silence 
reigned all around. No one said a word, all were absorbed in 
the magnificent view from the Rigi, the most beautiful in the 
whole Alpine world, illuminated by the setting sun, and ina 
way that is very rarely the case. A thunderstorm had raged 
in the afternoon, and now the clouds had parted, and the sky 
shone in a glorious deep blue. Only in the west there was 
still a dark wall of clouds, but it did not reach down to the 
horizon. Below it the setting sun shone in the most glorious 
brilliance. The chain of mountains to the east of the Rigi, 
covered with perpetual snow, blushed in ever more beautiful 
alpenglow under the gaze of the departing sun. To the west, 
close by, the dark Pilatusberg with its three jagged Hémers 
glowed in wild beauty in the setting evening sun. But the view 
ahead surpassed all. The vast Swiss plain, on which a faint 
mist rose, was like a dull golden, surging sea. The lakes 
looked out of it with an indescribable brilliance, especially 
Lake Zug, which of all the lakes in the world is perhaps only 
equal in clarity to that of the Sea of Galilee. 

Suddenly the dense wall of clouds descended, quickly 
covering the sun. With one blow the glory was gone. The 
region lay there in acold, gloomy grey. The giants of the Alps 
stared eerily at the frightened people. A tremor went through 
everyone's heart, the pain of the transience of the beautiful 
glory of the earth they had just seen. 

A few exclamations of painful surprise were heard at the 
moment when the sun disappeared, but then there were 
moments of trembling silence. Then a deep voice broke the 
silence, all eyes turned to the tall man wrapped in a cloak, 
from whose mouth it sounded. He said loudly, firmly and 
calmly: 


"Go thither! - Another sun, My Jesus, my delight, 
Shines bright in my heart." 


Not everyone understood what the man said, for it was a 
motley company; but they all felt that it must be something 
great to carry the sun in one's heart, against which even the 
glory of the departing alpine sun pales like a pale reflection. 

God grant that when one day the dark cloud of death 
shrouds our view of the earthly sun, we may look to Jesus 
and say with that man on the Rigi:

Synodal - Sermon. 


Text: Luc. 12, 48. 
To whomsoever much is given, much shall be sought; and to 
whomsoever much is besought, much shall be required. 


"O Lord God of hosts, be thou with us, as thou wast with 
our fathers." "Show Thy servants Thy works, and Thy glory 
to their children." "Promote the work of our hands among us, 
yea, the work of our hands wouldst Thou promote." Amen. 

In Christ JEsu warmly beloved fathers and brothers, 
dear synodal comrades! 

The saying of Luther is probably so well known to you all 
that | need only mention the opening words, and it is quite 
before your soul: "The Word of God is like a driving 
downpour; it seldom remains in one place longer than a 
man's age." etc. The truth of this word is confirmed by the 
history of the Church. If we but cast our eyes over larger 
periods of time and countries, we perceive that the word of 
God in apostolic and post-apostolic times was proclaimed 
more loudly and purely in the countries which 


to the midland sea. In the centuries that followed, it 
receded, and a thick darkness of error, unbelief, and 
superstition settled there. 

At the time of the Reformation, the bright light of God's 
Word rose again in its apostolic clarity, but now in another 
place, namely in Germany, from where it also cast its rays 
into the surrounding countries. Here, too, however, it was, 
alas, only too soon, darkened again by heresies, 
indifferentism, and rationalism, and in the last time, where 
once God's Word was so mighty in its swing, there 
enthroned the goddess of science and higher criticism, 
which also dares to clean up with the Word of the Most High 
God. 

For about an age God has once more caused a 
gracious visitation to take place, in- 
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St. Louis. Mo., den 21. September 1897. 


to whom he lifted up his word on the lampstand in apostolic 
and reformational purity, and this visitation has befallen our 
present homeland, America. And the happy ones in this land 
and at this time-who are they? We may well say, without 
being guilty of vain boasting, that we are among them. Yes, 
in spite of all who revile and blaspheme us, let it be freely 
known, in our fellowship, the Evangelical Lutheran Synodal 
Conference, at this last world time, the Word of God once 
again shines as brightly and clearly as it has not shone for a 
long time. 

But, my brethren, let us not disregard Luther's earnest 
saying: "The Word of God ... seldom remains in one place 
for longer than a human age," and let the very circumstance 
that this year we may celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of our 
dear Missouri Synod be a serious reminder to us to well 
remember the time of God's gracious visitation, and to 
faithfully preserve the precious treasure entrusted to us, lest 
God be moved by our unfaithfulness to say: "They are no 
longer worth it; | will take away the lampstand and place it 
elsewhere. Oh, | would not want to see the time when this 
would happen, for the brighter the light, the darker and more 
terrible would be the darkness that would follow. O, God 
save our children and our descendants from such misery! 

Now that we are assembled here as a District of the 
Missouri Synod, in the Jubilee year, in which rejoicing has 
probably already been abundantly done everywhere, let me 
be permitted to call your attention to an object which should 
be inseparably connected with rejoicing. May God, however, 
place his blessing upon our contemplation.

It is a very general principle which is expressed in our 
textual words, a principle which may therefore be applied to 
many cases and persons. We apply it to ourselves today, 
and therefore say first of all: Much is what is given or 
commanded to us. 

God had resolved, as it is now in the day, to give us 
something great and glorious, which we certainly could not 
have found ourselves, nor even obtained by our own efforts.

Much has been given to us, we therefore add again. hearts in the discussion of this sentence, let me briefly 
summarize in three sections or in three questions and their 
answers. 


What does the demand contain, or what is it that will be 
sought and demanded? Answer: Much, just the given much, 
the commanded much, that is what will be demanded. 
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If it is to be demanded, the expectation is expressed that 
it will remain, be faithfully preserved, and not be lost through 
carelessness. If those to whom much has been given 
become full and weary, and if in consequence of this they no 
longer esteem the treasure dear, if they allow it to be 
snatched away from them, or if they themselves carelessly 
give it away, then it will look sad when the seeking and 
demanding begins. Then trembling and horror may seize the 
heart, when the one making the demand says, "Thou hast 
been lifted up to heaven, now thou shalt be cast down to hell. 
"Hold fast that which thou hast, and keep that which is 
committed unto thee; in these two words of Scripture is the 
first and chief part of the demand made. 

But even more. Luc. 19, 12-27 we read a parable. It is 
about a nobleman who went far away over the country, that 
he might take a kingdom and then come back. Before his 
departure he asked ten of his servants, and gave them ten 
pounds, with instructions to trade with them. When he came 
back and asked the servants to give an account, he praised 
only those who had given him their pounds. He was very 
displeased with the one who gave him back his pound without 
having increased it, so much so that he had it taken away 
from him and given to another. Now what does this parable 
teach us? It teaches us that those to whom something has 
been entrusted should act diligently and advertise that it may 
produce profit and benefit, otherwise they will incur the 
displeasure and censure of the one who demands account, 
and lose again what has been entrusted to them. 

If, therefore, in those to whom much has been given, the 
attitude prevails that they think in leisurely complacency, 
Good that we have it only, but then do no diligence to make 
the greatest possible use of it, it is very much to be feared 
that it will be said, Take it from them and give it to others. 

"To him that hath shall be given, that he may have 
abundance; but from him that hath not, from him shall be 
taken away even that he hath": by these scriptural words is 
signified the other important piece of the demand made. 

Let us now ask further: To whom then is this demand 
made? Our text gives us an unmistakable answer: "to whom 
much is given" and "to whom much is commanded. In short, 
then, the recipients of the entrusted treasures - certainly 
these and no others - are the people to whom the demand is 
made. 

Now we have already seen and thankfully confessed in 
the first part of our sermon that we belong to these people. 
So there is nothing else left for us, we cannot avoid it, we 
have to apply it to ourselves. Allow me, therefore, you worthy 
members and representatives of the Missouri Synod, to draw 
a little closer to you, and - including myself - to call loudly in 
your ear: "Account is demanded of you. 

O, ye pastors, who stand as watchmen on the walls, and 
as labourers in the harvest fields,-O, ye professors and 
teachers, who in our institutions are the future ministry, or in 
our 


And, O you congregations, who are now so abundantly 
supplied with the goods of salvation in the means of grace, 
and thus possess the most precious inheritance for your 
descendants, use the utmost diligence, each in his position, 
that we may keep the treasure entrusted to us, and usurp 
and advertise the same for the eternal salvation of many 
souls. 

Or is perhaps this acclamation superfluous and 
premature? Are we still who we were, and do we still burn in 
our first love? - Alas, alas, we cannot say that without 
blushing. Worldliness and world equality assert themselves 
in many ways. And this very experience must be a mighty 
spur to us to exhaust all our powers, and remind us 
powerfully of the account to be given of the use of the 
treasures entrusted to us. 

And now, finally, one more question: Who is it that makes 
the demand? Of course none other than he who gives and 
commands - the great God himself, whom no one can avoid 
when he begins to "seek" and "demand. Men may forget 
what they have done for others, but God never forgets the 
gifts and benefits he has shown us. Let us therefore be sure 
that he will inquire of us all, and of every one of us, how we 
have dealt with his many and great benefits. Oh that every 
one of us might hear the words, "O thou faithful and true 
servant, thou hast been faithful over a few things; | will set 
thee over many things." 

Since we have gathered here at the end of the year to 
strengthen one another for the work we have been 
commanded to do, let us solemnly vow before God to hold 
fast to the old and proven treasures that have made our 
Synod so rich, to be faithful in the use and application of 
them, and at the same time to keep in mind the great 
responsibility that rests upon us. May God, however, look 
down upon us in mercy, and bestow upon us his blessing! 
To him be glory now and always! Amen.

In memory of weil. Pastor J. H. P. Partenfelder. 


On the 27th of December last, J. H. P. Partenfelder, for 
many years a faithful pastor of the Lutheran Emanuel 
congregation at Bay City, Mich. passed away blessedly after 
a short but exceedingly painful illness. With him has passed 
from life a man whose memory will remain in blessing with 
all who really knew him. The following lines are dedicated to 
his memory. 

Johann Heinrich Philipp Partenfelder was born on 
August 5, 1843 at Burghaig near Kulmbach in Franconia. As 
a nine-year-old boy he emigrated to America with his father 
Andreas Partenfelder and his mother Anna Kunigunde, née 
Grabner, along with three siblings. The final destination of 
their journey was Saginaw, Mich. where many relatives of 
the Partenfelder family had already settled. Under P. O. 
Cléter, the then pastor of the Lutheran congregation of the 
Holy Cross, founded in 1849, and his successor P. J. A. 
Hugli, the deceased attended the congregational school, 
and was confirmed by the latter in 1857. 


In the parental home, as probably more or less with all 
immigrants of that time, Schmalhans was the kitchen master. 
The father's entire earnings were barely enough to support 
the family, let alone to acquire a home. Therefore the mother 
had to go out to earn money. Later, the deceased often told 
how he had to take care of the entire household in his 
mother's absence, and how he had acquired an 
extraordinary skill, especially in the preparation of Bavarian 
dumplings. 

After the confirmation, the deceased had to join his father 
on the shoemaker's bench so that he could earn something. 
But he was only to serve God and his neighbor for one year. 
God had chosen him for another service. At that time, the 
saying was especially true: "The harvest is great, but the 
laborers are few. From all sides the call went out to the then 
still young Missouri Synod: "Give us righteous preachers, 
who will break the bread of life for us and our children.” But 
many a call had to remain unconsidered, since there were 
no candidates for the preaching ministry. This great need 
went so much to the heart of the pious parents of the 
deceased that they listened to the urgent pleas of? HUgli's 
urgent pleas and, although with a heavy but willing heart, 
gave their consent to their son's theological studies. 

With great diligence and success the deceased was 
devoted to his studies. Since these, however, were 
interrupted by the turmoil of the civil war, he could only take 
his examination pro candidatura in 1868. On the 8th Sunday after 
Trinity, August 2 of the same year, he was ordained by 
Father F. Sievers in the then very small and poor Emanuel 
Parish at Bay City, which had called him to be its pastor, and 
inducted him into his office. For 28 years, until his blessed 
death, the deceased worked at this congregation with all 
faithfulness and visible blessing, so that today it is not only 
one of the larger congregations of the 
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The church not only belongs to the state, has a two-class 
school and a valuable church property, but is also rich in all 
doctrine and all knowledge. 

Partenfelder was a good preacher. He had a special gift 
of interpreting the Scriptures. This was proven by the always 
solid content of his sermons. Plain and simple, without much 
oratorical adornment, he presented the counsel of God to 
his congregation for salvation. Yet his sermons were full of 
grace and freshness. The attentive listener noticed that the 
preacher lived in his text, that he had made the content of 
the text his own; that what he recited was self-made and 
most yellow. At the same time, there was such an unsought, 
heartfelt friendliness in his entire lecture that the listener who 
did not close himself off wilfully had to say to himself: "This 
man cares for the salvation of my soul. 

Partenfelder was also a true pastor and faithful advisor. 
He showed so much heartfelt sympathy to everyone who 
complained to him about his distress, and was so careful and 
mild in his judgment that no one was afraid to pour out his 
whole heart to him. And then he knew how to present the 
matter at hand so clearly and concisely, to place it in the light 
of the Word of God with such skill that the confrere asking 
for advice was now himself able to recognize what was right. 
Whoever acted on Partenfelder's advice always did so in the 
conviction that he was standing on God's word. As little as 
Partenfelder was inclined to submit his judgment and 
conscience to that of another, unless the incorrectness of his 
position could be clearly proven to him from God's Word, so 
little did he set out to make himself master of another's 
conscience, or to secure any influence for himself through 
consultation. It was especially this sincere, noble attitude 
that younger ministers appreciated in the deceased, and 
why, in given cases, they preferred to turn to him for advice. 

Partenfelder was also a good missionary. In the 28 years 
of his ministry, he served not only his congregation in Bay 
City, but also a number of other congregations, some of 
which he had collected and founded himself. Since he had 
such a frail body for many years that every disturbance of 
his usual way of life caused all kinds of trouble, the self- 
denial with which he carried on the work of an evangelical 
preacher beyond the boundaries of his congregation is 
doubly commendable. In this context, the missionary journey 
that the deceased made as a companion of Fr. Sievers in 
1865 to northern Michigan should not go unmentioned. This 
is described in detail in the biography of the unforgettable 
Father Sievers. (Cf. "Lutheraner", Year 51, No. 11) As a 
preacher and missionary, Partenfelder also faithfully served 
the Church in various synodal offices. 

The deceased was also not lacking in many a cross. After 
a happy five-year marriage, his wife Barbara, née Kamm, 
was taken from him by death, after he had had to lay a dear 
child in the grave shortly before. His second wife Emma, née 
Speckhard, gave him the gift of

Abroad. 

A Roman newspaper, the "New York Freeman's Journal," 
boasts that the island of Madagascar will be entirely Catholic in a few 
years if the conversions to the Papacy continue. The Roman paper 
asserts that these conquests of the Pabst Church are entirely honest. 
Since the deposition of the Protestant Queen by the French, the 
missionaries of all ecclesiastical communities would have the same 
opportunity, and under these circumstances the Malagasy prefer the 
Catholic Church. This, however, is a gross distortion of the facts. Since 
France took possession of Madagascar, the Jesuits have tried to spread 
the Catholic Church by all kinds of worldly means, in many cases also 
by using brute force. In particular they persuaded the people that one 
had to count on the goodwill of the French government only if one 
became Catholic. The Jesuits also succeeded in having a large part of 
the Protestant churches closed and another part passed into the 
possession of the Catholics. Lately, on the other hand, the French 
government seems to have taken the measure of ordering the governor 
of Madagascar not to use violence so openly. The French Protestant 
missionary Eskanda writes in a letter: "The religious conditions in the 
country seem to have improved somewhat. What had made them 
desolate, even desperate, for a moment was the fact that the Jesuits, 
through their intrigues, had brought a large number of Protestant places 
of worship into their hands and had caused an even larger number to 
be closed. Two months ago 91 churches and chapels were closed, 


because the local authorities wanted to bring the matter before the 
French General Gauls. This had caused the greatest excitement 
among the Protestant communities. They saw in it a sign of the ill-will 
of the French government.

C. From conservation. 

God, who created the heavens and the earth and all that 
is in them, is not like a master builder who leaves his work 
and his building after he has finished it and does not take 
care of it any longer. Nor is God like a watchmaker who 
makes a watch, winds it out and makes it go, and then, 
without laying a hand on it, lets it go on until it needs to be 
wound up again. God does not act in this way with His 
creatures. But he does: 

What does God do to His creatures over and over again? 
- He also sustains them. 

Luther expresses this in his Small Catechism with the 
words: "and still receives". 

On and on the Triune God sustains His creatures. "My 
Father worketh hitherto, and | also work," says the Lord, the 
only begotten Son of the Father and of Himself, John 5:17. 
And He speaks there of the preservation of the creature. Of 
this very thing the apostle Paul says, "All things consist in 
him," namely, in the Son. Col. 1:17; and that the Holy Spirit 
does the same work, we read in Ps. 104:30, where it is said, 
"Thou [God] sendest forth thy breath, and they are made, 
and renewest the form of the earth." God continues His 
creation in constant remaking of it by the Holy Spirit. This is 
what is said here. 

How and in what manner does the Triune God sustain 
His creatures? 

To this question we first give a threefold answer. 

First of all, the Triune God, who is far exalted above all 
creatures, sustains them in such a way that He is personally 
present in all His creatures and interweaves and governs 
everything with such a personal presence, so that He 
therefore does not 
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is far from every creature, but that all things live and move 
and are in him. As it is also written in Acts 17:27, 28. 17:27, 
28: "He is not far from every one of us: for in Him we live, 
and weave, and are." All life, all weaving, all being, God 
works, being personally present in all. So near is thy God, O 
Christ; so He sustains thee and all creatures. 

Secondly: This sustaining God does in the same way as 
creating, namely, by the word of the eternal Word, the Son. 
"He [the Son] beareth all things with his powerful word." 
Hebr. 1, 3. JEsu, the Son, carries and sustains all creatures. 
And thirdly, God has placed orders and laws in nature and 
in the creatures, in which He keeps them and according to 
which He sustains them. He made and makes day and night 
in regular order. Gen. 1:5: Once for all He made and makes 
the firmament of heaven. V. 7. likewise the sea and the dry 
land. (v. 9) Grass and herbage pollinate themselves every 
where; fruitful trees bear fruit every one after his kind, and 
have their own seed by themselves. V. 11. the lights in the 
firmament of heaven divide day and night, and give signs, 
times, years, and days with the utmost regularity. V. 14. 
fishes, and fowls, and beasts, and cattle, and vermin, are 
every one after his kind, and find fruitful, and multiply every 
one after his kind. And as long as the earth standeth, seed 
and harvest, frost and heat, summer and winter, day and 
night shall not cease,” said God. Gen. 8:22. So ordinances 
and laws are there, and it is a beautiful work to discover 
them, and to use them for our use and service. But, as we 
have now intimated, God did not make these ordinances and 
laws for His own sake, as if He could not preserve and 
govern nature without them; but He made them for our sake, 
and for our sake He preserves them, that we might be 
governed by them, and make reasonable calculations 
according to them, and thus keep the earth, whose lords are 
the earth, in a good state. 


But he himself is 
absolutely free from these ordinances and laws, do you 
hear? God upholds them quite freely. He is neither bound by 
them nor to them. He even breaks them once in a while. And 
when He once breaks through His orders and laws, which 
He has placed in nature, we marvel and call it a "miracle," 
since with God it is neither miraculous nor a miracle - in our 
sense - for He is Himself so almightily miraculous that with 
Him and before Him nothing can be miraculous. Why should 
it be marvelous before Him, if He, the great Creator and 
Sustainer of all things, should do anything different from the 
ordinary orders which He Himself has quite freely and 
almightily placed in nature? So it is not the case with the 
orders and laws of nature that we are given into them as into 
an iron and unstoppable wheel; but we are always in the 
hand, in the free and almighty hand of the merciful God, who 
works wonders. 

The heavenly Lord has a large household to maintain and 
provide for. David says, "All eyes wait upon thee; and thou 
givest them their meat in due season. Thou openest thine 
hand, and fillest all that livest with good pleasure." Ps. 
145:15, 16; and in the 104th Psalm it is said, "Thou causest 
grass to grow for cattle, and seed for man's use, that thou 
bringest forth bread out of the ground; and that wine may 
gladden the heart of man, and that his form may be made 
fair with oil; and that bread may strengthen the heart of man.

He was not only provided with 
the necessary food and clothing, but also with many 
pleasures, and he was also diligently encouraged to attend 
school. But the main thing, discipline and admonition to the 
Lord, was lacking in this house. There were many 
opportunities and temptations for sins that could have 
brought Hermann to eternal and temporal ruin. He writes 
about this himself: "As much as | am indebted to my aunt for 
her bodily benefits, | can 


However, | cannot fail to mention the great danger to my soul 
in which | found myself in this house, and the faithfulness of 
my Saviour, who preserved me in such great danger. In this 
inn | had to be an eye and ear witness to many sins. The 
most dreadful, lewd language was spoken daily; deceit and 
fraud were practiced; card games, dancing, drinking, etc. 
were sins that went on - and | saw and heard such things, 
had free access to the money, which often lay uncounted, or 
to the beer, which | also had to dispense, or to the brandy, 
which lay in the large barrel with a spigot in the cellar, where 
| always went in and out. | also had plenty of opportunity to 
take sugar and cakes on the sly. Dear God, what would have 
become of me if you had not held your hand over me!" 

The danger for our Hermann in this spiritually desolate 
house was all the greater because he received neither in 
school nor in church the right antidote. From the lectern as 
well as from the pulpit he heard, like all the people, only the 
dead and killing faith in reason. The only good thing that 
remained for him in all this teaching was the text of Luther's 
Small Catechism and the sayings from the Bible. But this 
word of God was again hindered in its salutary effect by the 
wrong interpretation and application of his teacher and 
pastor. 

After his confirmation, Hermann was supposed to and 
wanted to become a drummer in the army according to the 
wishes of his relatives; but during the various attempts to get 
there, he was rejected by the military doctor because of a 
nose problem, and this did not improve despite all the 
healing procedures. Therefore, he finally accepted his 
uncle's offer to learn the carpenter's trade from him. This did 
not happen, but he did get to know life from a hitherto 
unfamiliar side. Since his master was devoted to drink, 
Hermann lacked even bread to satisfy his hunger. If he could 
only get hard crusts of bread, they tasted like sugar to him. 
As a result of this self-inflicted hardship, his uncle had to 
emigrate to America, and Hermann went with him after 
obtaining the consent of his mother. Chicago was their 
destination. Since no work could be found here, Hermann, 
now 17 years old, went to the country near Addison and 
found lodging there with members of the local congregation. 
How he stood spiritually at that time can be seen from the 
fact that he went into town with those Lutheran families when 
they went to church on Sundays, but not to the service. Why? 
Because he had been taught by a German fellow worker that 
in America there was nothing to do with church. But the 
faithful shepherd Jesus was also looking for this lost sheep. 
When he came to the church once before the end of the 
service, in order to 


When he returned home, the sounds of the organ and the 
singing reached his ears and touched his heart, so that he 
confessed to himself: "You have sinned grievously, to miss 
the services so wantonly," and at the same time resolved to 
always go to church from now on. He remained faithful to this 
resolution. 


As a special work of grace he praises it in his biography 
that God immediately placed him in a luthe 


He was not tempted from this side, however. But he was not 
untried on this side. Later, when he was working for a farmer 
at Crete, Ill, he attended Methodist camp meetings with 
other young people. How dangerous such seemingly 
innocent participation in false religious services is, can be 
seen in this case. The Methodists, after all, deny the real 
presence of the body and blood of Christ in Holy 
Communion, and teach that the words of Christ cannot mean 
what they say, namely, "This is my body, this is my blood." 
But how do they seek to prove this assertion? Well, with 
examples in which Christ speaks just so. Jesus also says, | 
am the door; or, | am the way; but he is not a door, not a way 
in the proper sense. Like these sayings, the words of the 
Lord's Supper must also be understood figuratively: The 
bread is not his body, but only signifies it, etc. Such a false 
interpretation, combined with a hypocritical halo, had also 
misled young Flaxbeard. But God went after him again and 
saved him from joining the Methodists in such a way that he 
made him recognize another false doctrine of the 
Methodists, namely, that a Christian can reach perfection in 
his sanctification. 

If |now mention another danger into which our flax beard, 
as he himself writes, fell in his youth, then this is certainly 
only to God's glory. The mention of this danger is all the 
more timely because this is one of the main dangers of the 
youth of our time. Here are his (Flachsbart's) own words: "I 
must also praise the faithfulness of my God from another 
side from this time. . . . The young people (my comrades) 
were also all church-going and adhered to the Lutheran 
Church as | did. But unfortunately the devil seeks most to 
seduce these church-going youth. Christian freedom was 
abused to one side. And that could easily have been my 
undoing. This abuse consisted in the fact that the Christians, 
young and old, visited the saloon too diligently and got together 
at balls, both in the saloon and in private houses. There | was 
drawn into it. Not in such a way that | became dissolute or 
gave myself over to drink or other vices. God saved me from 
that. Before men | kept my good name as a Christian youth. 
But my conscience was very restless during all this time, 
which no one knew except myself. In doctrine | was still not 
firm, though | had talked about the Lord's Supper with my 
confessor, and confessed the right doctrine; yet so quite 
certain as | might have been, | was not. My way of life, 
though good before men, | knew was not as it should be 
before God. Since | always stayed with the church, listened 
to God's word and read it, the Holy Spirit continued to work 
in me. God did not cast me from his presence, as | 
deserved."

Fiftieth Anniversary. On September 12, the congregation at 
Schaumburg, Cook Co, Ill, celebrated the 50th anniversary of its 
founding. Although as early as Christmas, 1840, some families had 
been preached to there by Father Frz. Hoffmann, and the congregation, 
with a congregation at Long Grove, called itself as a branch the 
missionary Dumsor, it was not until the year of the birth of our Synod 
that it received its first pastor in the person of Father Frz.

8. about the glorious, God-pleasing joy of the 
congregation and showed, 1. its reason, 2. how it expresses itself. The 
service had to be held under the trees in front of the church, because 
the church could not hold the audience. In the afternoon, Father Th. 
Heine von Rodenberg greeted the festive assembly in the name of his 
congregation, which had previously branched off from the festive 
congregation, with the words of Aster's blessing: "Let your old age be 
like your youth," which he laid out for the festive guests. In conclusion, 
the pastor gave an account of the origin and foundation of the 
congregation, as well as of its growth, and showed how unspeakably 
glorious God had blessed this congregation by grace in a bodily and 
spiritual way. A collecte was raised for a poor church and for th 
mission, which yielded $74.00. An account was also given of th 
preachers and teachers serving the congregation and school during th 
fifty years, and of the acts of the ministry.

Brief interpretation of the doctrinal passages of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the common man. 
Christians. 


(Continued.) 

God rules heaven and earth. He makes everything 
subservient to Him. Even the devils in hell cannot escape 
His rule. 

He also governs the people. And this is what we want to 
talk about now. 

Many people think that, "barring unforeseen incidents," 
they are free to govern themselves and their ways and their 
lives. But this is not true. Only One power do men have. 
They have the power to be wicked and to bring ruin upon 
themselves. But that they have the power to determine their 
ways and their lives otherwise this way or that, to determine 
it for themselves without God, at their own free discretion, 
that is not true. They may think so, and it may seem as if 
they could and did; but it is not true. The Holy Spirit 
expressly tells the prophet Jeremiah: "I know, O Lord, that 
the doings of man are not in his power, neither is it in any 
man's power how he shall walk, or how he shall direct his 
course. Jer. 10:23. There it is. 

God rules the ways and lives of all men. The Scripture 
says: "Man's heart is set on his way, but the Lord alone 
gives it to him to go on. Proverbs 16:9, which means, Thou 
thinkest well, and purposest in thine heart, that thou wilt go 
this way or that. Yes, beloved, wait a little while. It depends 
on the Lord whether He wills it so. If He wills it, your way will 
go; if He wills it not, your way will not go. He ruleth thy ways. 
This is what is said in this saying. - 

People often speak of "coincidence" and of "fortuitous 
coincidence of circumstances". A coincidence favorable to 
them and a coincidence of circumstances favorable to them 
they call "luck". And a coincidence unfavorable to them 
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Chance and a coincidence of circumstances unfavorable to 
them they call "misfortune. And to such accidental, blind luck 
or misfortune, as they say, they ascribe the greatest power 
over their lives, so that they make it an idol. 

And one cannot deny that a man's life can receive a quite 

different direction, even be ended, through the seemingly 
most insignificant and most fortuitous event. If you think for 
a moment, you will find examples enough of this - and this 
cannot be denied either, that many a man has risen very 
high through a "chance coincidence of circumstances 
favorable to him," i.e. through "luck," but that many a man 
has remained low or come down through a "chance 
coincidence of circumstances unfavorable to him," i.e. 
through "misfortune. Search for examples of this, too, and 
you will find them without difficulty. Yes, quite apart from 
individual and especially clear examples, - one cannot deny 
that, on and on, "chance" has the greatest power and the 
greatest influence on our lives. 
But, dear Christian, the truth is that there is no such thing as 
chance and coincidence of circumstances, no such thing as 
"good luck" and "bad luck". What looks like chance and 
coincidence of circumstances is all God's providence, God's 
providence, God's providence, God's providence, God's 
providence. It is God's all-governing providence. As a skilful 
carter directs his steeds according to his will by the reins 
firmly held in his hand, so God holds all things by a thousand 
and one thousand strings, and directs all things as He has 
provided and wills them to be. He directs the greatest and 
the smallest. He directs the smallest that it may serve the 
greatest; He directs the greatest that it may serve the 
smallest. Nothing escapes His gaze. Nothing escapes His 
power. All things He puts together in such a way as to 
accomplish His purpose and His end. "Our LORD is great, 
and of great power; and is incomprehensible how He ruleth." 
Ps. 147:5. Though it may seem that something has 
happened in the most accidental manner, or in consequence 
of the most subtle human calculation, yet let faith say, "Such 
things

But now that it is there, God governs evil an 
wickedness and the wicked. Or should He not do so? Shoul 
He let the wicked go free? Should He put no restraints o 
their wickedness and all evil, not restrain it, not govern it? Ei 
friend, you cannot mean that. Nay, be glad and thankful tha 
God governs the wicked and the evil. 

Allow us to tell you a little memory from our childhood t 
explain this important subject. 

On a summer's day many years ago, a little carriage wa 
driving along the country road between Odernheim an

wicked. Evil must at last go where He wants it to go. It must 
serve Him. And the wicked must at last stand trembling 
before Him, yea, they must tarnish and fall. 

Remember Pharaoh, the wicked king of Egypt, who 
hardened his heart against the word of God, saying also, 
Who is the LORD, whose voice | must hear? Ex 5:2: And 
when Pharaoh had done this, God said, | will harden 
Pharaoh's heart, that | may shew my signs and wonders in 
the land of Egypt, Ex 7:3: and that my name may be declared 
in all the earth. Ex. 9:16: God, indeed, had not wrought the 
hardening of Pharaoh's heart; Pharaoh had wrought it 
himself: but Pharaoh being hardened, it came to pass, after 
God's righteous judgment, that he became utterly mad in his 
hardening and wickedness, and thereby helped to do God's 
will. 

In the Bible there is a story which, first of all, is extremely 
fine and beautiful to read in itself, and which, secondly, 
shows most clearly how God governs evil. We mean the 
story of Joseph. Genesis 37:39-45.

And this saying is the key to understanding the whole 
story of Jehofeph. Evil people intended to do evil to Joseph, 
but God 
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intended to do well with him; and not only did He do well with 
Joseph indeed, but He used the wicked and their wickedness 
to do it. 

Let us, to set this before us, speak a little "foolishly," thus: 
If Joseph had not been sold by his brothers into Egypt, he 
would not have come into Potiphar's house. If he had not 
come to Potiphar's house, he would not have been put in 
prison by the wicked woman. If he had not been taken to the 
prison, he would not have interpreted the dream to the man 
who gave him the gift, and he would not have been forgotten 
by the man who gave him the gift. And if he had not 
interpreted the dream unto the priest, the priest would not 
have told Pharaoh the name of Joseph: but if the priest had 
not forgotten Joseph at that time, Joseph might have been 
free, and gone, and not have been in due time, and might not 
have interpreted Pharaoh's dreams, and might not have been 
lord in Egypt, and might not have become the salvation of his 
father and of his brethren. - Step by step, therefore, God 
made evil and the wicked to serve him, so that the good he 
would do might come to pass. 

And as God acted in Joseph, so he also acts in you, O 
child of God. For this very purpose He has had this story 
written down, so that you may learn from it that He will also 
act in this way toward you, and so that you may have hope 
through the patience and comfort of the Scriptures. God will 
also turn evil to good in you. Believe this firmly. "To them that 
love God all things must be for the best." Rom. 8:28 We do 
not say that God will make thee ruler over Egypt, as Joseph 
was, or else a great ruler on earth. But we say that God will 
make thee much greater: He will make thee His dear child 
here, and at last take thee into the beautiful heaven for ever. 
Thinkest thou not that it is better there than in Egypt, and that 
this is more than all earthly glory? And all the evil that befalls 
you must help and serve you, as it helped Joseph to his 
Egyptian glory. 

Yes, dear Christian, we do not want to hold back from you 
that God is so powerfully merciful that He wants to make even 
that evil which we ourselves do serve us for the best, if we 
only turn to Him. Therefore Joseph said to his brethren, who 
after all had acted so wickedly against him, "For your life's 
sake God hath sent me before you." Gen. 45:5. He meant to 
say, Ye have sold me hither; but God hath made it turn out for 
your good. Is not this great mercy? If a man does not want to 
turn to God, then this little song applies to him: 


But the steps of the wicked he turneth back 
with a strong hand, That they make but 
perverse steps, And fall themselves into 
their snare. 


So God governs everything, everything, everything. And, 
child of God, He governs it for your good.

(Conclusion.) 

As the vocation of every Christian in general, so the 
calling and equipping of a man for the preaching ministry in 
particular is a wonderful work of God's grace. So also with 
our dear Flaxbeard. In the sixties the "Lutheran," the voice 
of our church in America, had cried aloud and urgently for 
help in the great harvest of the kingdom of God. Flaxbeard, 
now already 28 years old, also read this call. He had already 
acquired 40 acres of land, a team of horses, wagons, sleds 
and plows, a grain sheller, a threshing machine with the 
necessary accessories for its operation, and was about to 
become engaged. In spite of all this, he gave in to the call 
for workers in the vineyard of the Lord. How did he come to 
this? He writes: "At last, when | had no more rest, | took 
refuge in prayer, and said to my God, not: '| want nothing, 
but: 'I will, if thou canst and wilt use me/ This prayer was the 
decisionuvg point; | became calm in myself, and determined 
to devote myself to the preaching ministry, if subsequent 
time would teach that it was God's will." After consulting with 
his then pastor Polack and the blessed Professor Brauer, he 
sold everything he had, albeit at a loss, and entered the 
proseminary at St. Louis in September 1866. And how did 
he afterwards view this strange and important step of his 
life? After he had administered the ministry of the word for 
twenty-five years, he wrote of it, "Out of all this may be seen 
the great love, faithfulness, and patience of our God, and his 
wonderful government for his glory and our salvation." 

In the 31st year of his life, after he had been, as he 
himself writes in his modesty, "needily prepared for the 
important office of a preacher,” he took up the profession at 
the congregation of Pilot Knob, Mo. This was not an easy 
post; for besides teaching school here, he had the pastoral 
care of four other places. No wonder that he, knowing his 
own ineptitude, as well as the heavy responsibilities of his 
position, often felt as if he wanted to run away! But where 
there is a feeling of powerlessness, God steps in with his 
power; where the vessel of the heart is empty, God always 
wants to fill it with comfort. So also with our flaxen beard.

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And what would this reminder be? If the good Lord sends 
sickness into your house, if father or mother, son or 
daughter, or anyone else in the family is laid up on a sick 
bed, inform your pastor as soon as possible. As you have the 
doctor called in such a case, so also your pastor. You have 
a good right to do so, and it is the pastor's duty to obey this 
call. You do wrong if you neglect to do this and end up 
complaining that the pastor did not show up at all. Do not 
think and do not rely on the fact that the pastor will find out 
by other means, from other people. So once again: Send to 
your pastor and let him ask for you! You know from 
experience that he will not wait for you. How often a sick 
person is to be visited, of course, will as a rule have to be left 
to the pastor's judgment. Cases can occur, and these are not 
so rare that a daily visit is necessary. If a person has 
something else on his mind, if a cross is pressing on him, if 
he is perhaps challenged, if he would like to have instruction 
and information on this or that point, he should not wait until 
the pastor comes to him, but should set out, visit his pastor, 
and be assured that he will find a friendly reception with his 
request. Let this well-meant reminder be kept and acted 
upon, and both parties, both the members of the 
congregation and the pastor, will be spared many an 
inconvenience and many an annoyance.

From New Orleans we have received letters about the 
conditions there during the last few weeks, from which we can provide 
the brethren in other parts of the country with some information about 
the tribulations that have affected our brethren in the South through the 
"Lutheran". In our congregations in New Orleans, too, there have been 
cases of yellow fever, and Pastors Cramer and Ku8 had each seen one 
death in their congregations when our contact wrote. Our parishes, 
however, have been severely affected in other respects in 
consequence of the occurrence of the terrible pestilence. By order of 
the city and state health authorities, the schools have been closed, and 
will probably not be allowed to reopen until late in the fall. This has 
caused great embarrassment to the communities, which have already 
had to make great efforts to maintain their schools. In addition, all 
businesses are at a standstill, and every day employers who have 
employed many people find themselves forced to close down and lay 
off their workers. Thus many thousands who lived from hand to mouth 
have become unemployed. It has been made impossible for the people 
to seek work elsewhere by the fact that a strict quarantine has been 
imposed on the city for a radius of five hundred miles and more, and in 
many places not even mails coming from the city are allowed to be 
delivered. Our traveling preachers were compelled to lie where they 
could just as quarantine was declared.

And to want to conquer "our glorious country" "for our 
king" with the help of the ballot box and the secular laws, that is an 
obvious, gross mixture of state and church, which according to God's 
will should remain separate, in which already the state would fare very 
badly, but especially the church, Christianity, would suffer 
immeasurable damage.

In its doctrinal discussions, 
the Wisconsin District has for years been concerned with the question of 
what are the characteristics of a well-grounded, truly Lutheran 
congregation.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 

Luther, in his interpretation of the first article, says that 
God "shields us against all danger and protects and 
preserves us from all evil." Luther wants every Christian to 
say, "| believe that God shields me from all danger and 
protects and preserves me from all evil." These are his 
words. Luther wants this to be a statement of faith for every 
Christian, for every child of God. In Luther's opinion, every 
Christian should be quite sure and trust and build on the fact 
that his heavenly Father protects him against all danger and 
guards and preserves him from all evil: not only can he 
protect and guard and preserve him, but he really and truly 
protects and guards and preserves him. Danger and peril 
rain down upon us in torrents in this world, and evil lies in 
wait for us at every turn. But God, our heavenly Father, 
holds His shield over us, His children, that no danger may 
befall us; and He walks with us in all our ways, and guards 
and preserves us, that no evil may come near us. That is 
what we are to firmly believe. That is what Luther wants. 

But did not dear Luther take his mouth too full? Has he 
not allowed himself to be carried away by his ardent spirit to 
say something that is not quite true after all? Has not that 
really happened to him which the governor Festus 
reproached the apostle Paul with: does he not rave? does 
not great art make him rave? For does not what Luther says 
contradict common experience? Are not Christians and 
God's children, and all of them without exception, really 
struck by many a danger? are they not touched by many an 
evil? In the eleventh chapter of the Second Epistle to the 
Corinthians, the apostle Paul, who was certainly a Christian 
and a child of God, writes: "| have often been in trouble of 
death.

Can you think of a 
greater list of perils and evils that befall a single man? In the 
next chapter he adds that he was given a stake in the flesh, 
namely, Satan's angel, who beat him with his fists! And 
Luther wants every Christian to say, "I believe that God 
shields me against all danger and protects and preserves 
me from all evil!" Is this not too much to say? An 
ecclesiastical community in this country, which has 
otherwise retained the Lutheran interpretation of the three 
articles of the holy Christian faith, has therefore omitted 
these words, the words that God "guards and preserves us 
from all evil." Do we want to or should we do the same? 

Dear Christian, read here once the 121st Psalm and see 
and notice how the Holy Spirit speaks there. 

"| lift up mine eyes unto the mountains, from whence 
cometh my help. 

"My help cometh from the LORD, which made heaven 
and earth. 

"He will not slide your foot 
And he that keepeth thee shall not sleep. 

"Behold, the keeper of Israel sleepeth not yet. 

"The LORD keep thee, the LORD be thy shadow over thy 
right hand, 

"That the sun sting thee not by day, nor the moon by 
night. 

"The LORD keep thee from all evil; he keep thy soul. 

"The LORD keep thy going out and thy coming in from 
henceforth even for ever." 


Isn't that just as talked about as Luther talks about? Or 
does someone want to say that the Holy Spirit also takes the 
mouth too full? Does anyone want to leave this psalm out of 
the Bible as well? Surely no Christian wants that. 

But how is it then? How does what Luther and the Holy 
Spirit himself say rhyme with common experience, of which, 
as we have seen, St. Paul also speaks? 

Dear Christian, in order to recognize this, you must of 
course open your eyes of faith and look at your life in the 
light of the divine Word. Then you will see the following: 

As alittle sheep that has gone astray from shepherd and 
flock soon goes astray, and hungers and thirsts, and 
becomes sore and lame, and is in constant danger of being 
torn apart by wild beasts, so are you by nature under the 
curse of your sin. A thousand evils have seized thee, ten 
thousand dangers are round about thee; hell hath opened 
her jaws and will devour thee. But the good shepherd has 
sought thee and saved thee. He is with thee in mercy, and 
thou knowest it. Full of compassion he hath borne thee up 
on his shoulder, and with joy he hath carried thee home: this 
is not hid from thee. What is the beautiful verse? 

Through him we are forgiven 
Sin, given da life; In heaven we shall 
have, O God, how great gifts!

Our East India Mission. 


Our mission house in Ambur. 

Dear fellow Christians! We, your missionaries in the East 
Indies, completed the construction of two mission houses at 
the beginning of this year, one in Krischnagiri and one in 
Ambur. The construction of these houses was made possible 
by your love through your gifts. So it is not more than 
reasonable to tell you something more about these houses. 
Therefore, | am happy to comply with the request | received 
to write something about the mission house in Ambur. 

In No. 15 of this year's "Lutheraner" | read in a report 
about "Inner Mission": "The first thing that was needed was 
an apartment, a shelter for the pastor. But this did not cause 
much concern. There was no lack of building material. A few 
tree trunks were soon at hand and there was no lack of grass 
or sod - which is building material in this area. Soon the 
church, parsonage, stables, and shed-all under one roof- 
were built, and no great expense was incurred, about twelve 
dollars in all."-Yes, if we could do the same thing on the 
heathen mission field! Yes, if we could also build a log cabin 
or something similar and wait to see if God will open a door 
for us in the place in question before we build a decent 
house! But unfortunately that is not possible here. - When 
you plant a cherry tree in my hometown, you dig a pit, put the 
little tree in it, fill the pit with earth, and if necessary pour a 
little water on it. Now the tree grows. - If, on the other hand, 
you are planting a palm tree or other tropical plant at home, 
you must first build a glass house. Then the plant is carefully 
planted in a pot and the air, light and warmth are carefully 
measured out to it, otherwise it will die. We missionaries are 
also plants transplanted from our native soil to a foreign one. 
Therefore, if we want to thrive in this foreign soil, if we want 
to remain in some degree of health and strength under the 
blazing sun of India, in order to be able to do our hard work, 
then the first condition is: An airy, high, spacious house. 
Beautiful needs 
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he is not to be. Even expensive material is unnecessary, but 
air, air and coolness to make the effect of the blazing sun 
and its heat bearable. 

But if you want to build a house, you must first have a 
place where the hrus can stand. But the devil does not easily 
allow the messengers of the gospel to gain a foothold in the 
heathen country, even outwardly. If we were to relate all the 
difficulties that stood in our way both in Krischnagiri and here 
in Ambur for almost a year before Br. Nather there and | here 
were able to buy a suitable piece of land - in spite of the 
hostility of the heathen - each of us would have to take up 
the whole space of at least one number of the "Lutheran". 
But God removed all obstacles from our path, so that we 
could build a house there and here. 

Our house at Ambur (Ambur is situated at the 113 mile 
marker of the Madras Railway, that is 113 miles in a fairly 
direct westerly direction from Madras, the capital of South 
India) is 70 feet long and 40 feet wide. From this 70 feet long 
and 40 feet wide rectangle we cut off 9X feet wide in front 
and back all along the length for the verandas - porch is what 
they say in America, | suppose. We divide the wide middle 
piece of the rectangle into four rooms, one side room 15X18 
feet, the two middle rooms 17X18 feet each and the other 
side room again 15X18 feet. From the back porch we again 
cut off 16 feet at each corner, one corner for a larger 
bathroom, the other for a smaller one and a storage room. - 
So that would be the floor plan of the house. It was not 
designed by an architect, but was beautifully drawn by Br. 
Kellerbauer, along with the rest of the building plan, and was 
examined and approved by the Honorable Mission 
Commission. The execution of the building was handed over 
to a so-called contractor. The missionary himself will have to 
take over the supervision of the construction, which extends 
to the smallest detail, and he will have to deal with many 
things of which he has had no idea up to now, and devote a 
great deal of noble time and energy to it. 

So first we lay the foundation. Deep it will not be. For 
cellars and cellar flats are unknown things in India. Three 
feet deep is enough for our house. As material we take the 
cheapest: raw, unhewn stones from the nearby hills. The 
only costs are the transportation of the stones and the 
laborious building bed with them. As a binder we use lime 
for the foundation. The same material, the same binder we 
use for the basement, which rises three feet above the ground. 
We have to have such a high basement in order to be somewhat 
protected from the fever vapours that rise from the earth in 
the rainy season. It also protects us a little more from the 
frogs, rats, snakes and other lovely creatures that like to find 
a dry place in the house when there are none left outside in 
the rainy season. - Above the basement we build up the walls 12 
feet high. Material: burnt bricks; binder: clay mixed with 
sand. Here we put in many doors and large window frames, 
so that light and air have easy access everywhere. Above 
these walls the sloping roof rises immediately,

Now the whole place looks quite friendly and 
clean. The floor is first filled with earth, then a layer of small 
crushed bricks mixed with a little lime. The whole thing is 
leveled, tamped firmly and also covered with a layer of lime. 
So there are no planks. But we lay mats over the floor, which 
make the room just as homely as the floorboards. Now we 
paint the doors, windows and porch columns with a nice dark 
brown color and the iron bars with black color and the house 
is finished. 

Now come and have a look at it! There, the side room is 
our bedroom, airy, high, spacious. Ah, what an 
indispensable benefit in the hot nights of India' We can see 


windows? How friendly is the red tiled roof with the white lime 
stripes! The pretty, brown-painted veranda columns, doors 
and windows stand out so pleasantly against the 
whitewashed walls. And the eye rests with pleasure on the 
many luxuriantly growing crotons in their pots on the 
veranda. The house is a very refreshing sight for the 
missionary when he returns from preaching among the 
heathen, tired and heated. 

What's that to the left of the house? That's our well. We 
don't pump the water here, we draw it up. Hence the unusual 
sight. We have found very good water here, the sweet taste 
of which is praised by Europeans and natives alike. But you 
know from the Bible, especially from the Old Testament, 
what a good thing a good well is in the east. 

There's a little house behind the apartment building. This 
is our kitchen. Next to the kitchen is the living room for our 
cook and his wife and the third room is the Godowa, in 
German: Rumpelkammer, in which, for example, our faithful 
companions on our long journeys over land and sea, our 
boxes, stand. The outbuilding, consisting of the three rooms 
mentioned, is 33 feet long and 12 feet wide.

He not only 
willingly accepted the words of comfort recited to him by his 
Amis neighbor, but also prepared himself for his departure 
by partaking of Holy Communion. Shortly before his end he 
confessed, "Christ | have preached, in His name also will | 
die." "Christ's blood and righteousness, that is my ornament 
and garment of honor," was his consolation. On the night of 
June 23, he sent for his brother-in-law, k. Hornung, and told 
him, "He will soon be in heaven now, but it will still cost a 
heavy death-struggle." When his brother-in-law told him, 
"God can lead through the doors of death dreaming,” he 
nodded. In his fantasies he preached, exhorted, and prayed, 
and was always in his ministry, which had become so dear 
to him. On the 23rd of June at half past ten in the evening he 
fell asleep quietly, and at one o'clock on the 24th of June in 
the morning his heart was still. Thus God had brought him 
home gently and without heavy death throes. 

On June 25, his mortal remains were laid to rest with great 
participation of his congregations, Father E. Mariens held the 
funeral oration on Ps. 23, 4. His congregations loved him 
dearly in the short time and showed him much honor, paid 
his funeral expenses and promised to erect a stone 
monument to him. He left his widow with a child in poor 
circumstances. His age was 31 years and 1 month. He was 
a sincere, humble, faithful servant of God; the grace of God, 
which is powerful in the weak, had made him so. That this 
may be praised, may his memory remain in blessing!

..were present. Prof. Theo. Bunger led the doctrinal 
discussions; he showed in several theses: "How church and 
state should serve each other," namely, not that one part 
should rule and the other part be subservient, but how one 
should use the other in the right way. The speaker clearly 
showed the limits of the church and the state, how neither 
of them is allowed to interfere with the power of the other, 
but how each must remain separate from the other, strictly 
separated from the other, in the order assigned to it by God. 
The Synod was reminded anew by the proceedings of what 
great cause we have to thank the dear God for having 
entrusted to us the Scriptural doctrine of Church and State, 
so that, freed from all tyranny, the rights granted by God to 
the Church could be introduced into practice undiminished, 
and in a way never before since the days of the Apostles 
the Christian community has again come into its rights as a 
free church. The Synod then also unanimously professed 
its support for the theses and their implementation. 

The afternoon sessions were devoted to the business 
part of the proceedings. A report was given on the status of 
the Concordia Publishing House. It was recommended that the 
Reformattonsfestcollecte be used to pay off the Synod's 
debts. Furthermore, the Synod was informed about the 
Saxon and Hermannsburg Free Churches. The mission and 
support matters were discussed in detail. It was recognized 
on all sides how the good Lord had been with us with His 
word and blessing in the outcast year, and at the same time 
how we, rejoicing in the rich goods of the house of God, 
should gladly see to it that others also receive a little bread. 
In order that this may be accomplished, both the sacrifice of 
the lips and the sacrifice of the hands must be offered 
joyfully. 

The synodal report to be published soon will provide 
detailed information about both the doctrinal and business 
negotiations. Herewith, not only is the report provisionally 
displayed, but at the same time its acquisition and diligent 
study is urgently recommended. And certainly many will be 
strengthened anew by reading and considering it in the 
knowledge of the glorious unrestricted freedom of faith and 
confession, and that therefore just in us the word of the 
prophet Zechariah: "In the evening there will be light" has 
been and is still being fulfilled in the most glorious way. For 
this reason, however, we must continually pray: "Oh, stay 
with us with your splendor , you precious 
light, your truth surrounds us, so that we do not err.

Ecclesiastical conditions in Alaska. According to the official 
census of 1890, there were then 26 congregations with 14, 852 
communicating members in Alaska, of which, however, the great 
majority belonged to the Greek Catholic Church of Russia. Besides this, 
only Roman Catholics, Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Herrnhuters, and 
one independent congregation were then to be found there. Various 
missions are carried on in Alaska. One was started from Sweden, and 
about eight years ago was taken over by the Swedish Missionary Union 
in America. This, as "The Evangelical Missions" inform us, has 
developed satisfactorily, and this in spite of the many difficulties which 
are encountered in the country, which is poor in human beings and has 
a severe climate. "There are now three stations: Yakutat, Unalaklik, and 
Golovinbai, on which 12 American Swedes, one Russian, and one 
native evangelist are working. About 100 Christians are gathered here, 
20 children are educated in a children's home, and 300 receive 
Christian instruction in day and Sunday schools. At Jakutat a steam 
sawmill is in progress, so that the old, bad huts could be exchanged for 
nice, clean houses; a little church has also been built; the other two 
stations do not yet have such a thing. The ice has been broken there, 
the basic work has been done, and good results are in sight. The 
missionaries have won the confidence of the natives, and the resistance 
of the magicians has been overcome. People are coming from far away, 
attracted by what they have heard, and would like to take the 
missionaries with them to their homeland. The work could be 
considerably extended if more means and labor were at hand.” The 
Herrnhuters and the Jesuits are also doing Mrssion in Alaska. The 
latter, as the "Independent" reports, have taken advantage of the

The 
prisoners of war first had their heads crushed on this stone, then they 
were sacrificed on it and eaten in wild lust. The man-eaters of these 
islands have become Christians. For decades the stone stood 
abandoned in its place. Now, however, missionaries, with the 
permission of the chiefs, have taken down the heath stone, chiseled a 
cavity in it, brought it into the church to be built, and thus converted it 
into a baptismal font. One could have chiseled on it: "Our faith is the 
victory that overcomes the world. So reports a missionary journal. _L.

But this word also concerns all of us who are members 
and friends of the Synod, and we now want to remind 
ourselves of it and take it to heart. If we are asked what is 
the faith of our hearts, we answer: We are Evangelical 
Lutheran Christians. If anyone wants to know why we do not 
stop at calling ourselves Christians, we answer: We do this 
because there are now many hiding under the name 
Christians who do not have Christ's Spirit and therefore are 
not Christians, for they do not want to be obedient to His 
Word. But we call ourselves Evangelical Lutheran Christians 
because God has again trusted this church with what he has 
spoken. If we are further asked to what ecclesiastical 
Lutheran body we belong, we answer: The Synod of 
Missouri, Ohio, &c. States, and with it the Synodical 
Conference. And if it be asked why we desire to be counted 
among them, we answer: Because this is the only 
ecclesiastical connection in this country which has faithfully 
preserved what has been entrusted to it by God. It is the 
grape that God created and found. To be firmly convinced of 
this and to be steeped in it is the first thing that is incumbent 
upon us, the members and friends of this Synod. Whoever 
does not have this conviction, no one compels to come to 
us, and whoever has come to us and no longer has this 
conviction, does not do so. 


Better, he leaves us also outwardly, after he has already left 
us with the heart. He can no longer live up to the word that 
applies to all of us: "Do not spoil it, for there is a blessing in 
it. We cannot make the grape grow, nor can we create the 
blessing in it. But what we can do is this, that we spoil the 
grape and the blessing. If we preachers first become 
indifferent to right doctrine, if we mix up law and gospel, if 
we persuade the people not to place their hope wholly and 
solely in grace, if we forbid what God has left free, or if we 
permit what God has forbidden, yes, if we only tolerate that 
others do so, and keep silent about it, we work the ruin of 
our synod to our own ruin. From this, dear heavenly Father, 
protect us! 

One more thing our text requires, which is necessary to 
the fulfillment of this word, "Destroy it not, for there is a 
blessing in it." For God saith, But will bring forth seed out of 
Jacob, and out of Judah, who shall possess my mountain: 
for mine elect shall possess it, and my servants shall dwell 
there." There God made known his purpose, why he dealt 
with Israel as he did. This also shows us why we should not 
spoil the blessing, but should proclaim his word purely. We, 
each in his part, should see to it that the spiritual Israel, the 
heartily believing children of God, are born, preserved, and 
multiplied, until the number of his elect is full, and his 
servants, all united in one great synod, dwell forever on his 
holy mountain and rejoice: Praise and honor and wisdom 
and thanks be to our God and to the Lamb from everlasting 
to everlasting! Amen.

About the yellow fever and how far our brethren in the 
Southern District have been afflicted by it, the "Ev.-Luth. Blatter" of New 
Orleans report the following in the November number, which will 
certainly be read by all our Christians with heartfelt sympathy: "The 
yellow fever, which broke out here at the beginning of September, is still 
claiming its victims. For some time the number of illnesses increased 
daily. The highest number reached so far in one day was 65 and that of 
deaths 11. In total, 1386 sick people and 164 deaths were reported here 
in the city up to October 29. Our local communities, by God's great 
grace, have so far been almost entirely spared the evil disease. Among 
the few who have fallen ill is teacher H. Klinger of the Zion congregation, 
but he is already completely recovered. Our congregations are suffering 
most as a result of the very strict quarantine measures. Not only have 
many lost their jobs and earnings, but also our schools have been 
closed, so that even the necessary school fees are not received and 
our teachers are entirely dependent on the community coffers for their 
livelihood. In the meantime, we can hope that the health authorities will 
allow us to reopen our schools on November 1. Outside of New 
Orleans, at various places in Mississippi and Alabama, the disease 
continues, and according to the latest news, it has also broken out at 
several places in Texas. Especially numerous diseases are reported 
from Edwards, Biloxi and Scranton, Mist., and at the latter place P. C. 
J. Broders is now also lying low. *) We all, however, commend 
ourselves to the gracious protection of God and the intercession of our 
dear fellow believers near and far." L. F. 


From our Negro Mission in New Orleans. On October 
27, Teacher Rischow of Bethlehem Station fell ill. At first the illness 
seemed like yellow fever. But the doctor, after observing the sick man 
for a few days, declared that it was only a case of "dengue fever." 
Kossmann, the missionary of Bethlehem Station, says in a report of 
October 31 that the school of the station will be reopened on November 
2, at the same time as all our schools. The missionary's wife will take 
care of a school gap until teacher Rischow, by God's grace, is again able 
to attend to his duties. According to the latest news, the yellow fever in 
the South is dying out. Thanks be to God that He has dealt with us in 
mercy and has so soon relinquished His chastening hand upon us.

Already in an earlier number of the "Lutheraner" the short 
obituary was contained. If now, after the request has been 
made, the undersigned sets up a small memorial to his friend 
and fellow student, then this might be desirable to many who 
knew the departed brother in office, since some have already 
asked for more detailed information about him. 

Carl Adolph Geyer was the second son of the late Father Carl 
L. Geyer and his wife Johanna Marie, née Schwefel. He was 
born on March 24, 1849 in Town Lebanon, 


Wis. and was baptized April 1, in the Immanuel Lutheran 
Church there, by his father. After being taught in the parochial 
school, he was confirmed by the same on April 13, 1862, in 
the Lutheran Zion Church at Carlinville, III. where his father 
was pastor at the time. His motto was 1 Cor. 16, 13: "Watch, 
stand fast in the faith, be ye manly, and be ye strong." He 
then entered our high school at Fort Wayne, and applied 
himself to his studies with fidelity and diligence. In 1868 he 
entered Concordia Seminary in St. Louis to continue his 
studies. Since he was often ill here, as he had been in Fort 
Wayne, he was not able to take his exams in 1872, but only 
in the following year, 1873. The doctor who treated him at that 
time explained that he was suffering from a heart defect, to 
which he finally succumbed. 

He received his first call to the pastorate from the 
Lutheran Trinity Parish in Genesee, Allegany Co., N. A., 
where he was ordained and introduced on the 7th Sunday 
after Trinity, July 27, 1873, by Father J. Bernreuther. The 
climate there and other conditions did not have a good 
influence on his health, he fell ill again, especially with 
rheumatism, and came ill to his parents in Carlinville. When 
he was better again and the doctor advised him to take sea 
baths, he received a call to Newton, Long Island, N. Y., 
whither he traveled in the winter of 1875 and was introduced 
there by Mr. King on the third Sunday of Advent. But even 
here he did not attain the health he had hoped for; on the 
contrary, his heart condition worsened, so that he often cried 
out loudly from heart constriction and fearfully jumped out of 
bed at night. On the advice of the local conference there, he 
resigned from his office, which was so dear to him, and in 
1876, together with his brother, Dr. Louis Geyer, who came 
to fetch him, he returned to his parents in Serbin, Tex. 

When his health improved, he helped his father out in the 
school for two years, as the community had no teacher. But 
the hot climate brought fever again and he traveled to his 
rother-in-law, Mr. Nagel, a teacher, in St. Louis, Mo. This 
as about Christmas, 1878, and as the fever did not improve 
ere either, he wrote to his relatives at Lebanon, Wis. who 
ent for him. Here he improved again and on the advice of 
Mr.? Strasen at Watertown, being very despondent to take 
p again a profession in the preaching ministry, he followed 
calling as a teacher to the larger class of the school of Bro. 
angerin at Bethlehem, III. Here he remained about two 
ears, after which he again took a calling in the preaching 
inistry to Algiers and Gretna, La. Here he had to preach in 
everal places and to teach confirmation classes, which 
trenuous work, together with the southern heat, again 
ndermined his health. He complained in letters to his father 
hat his memory began to suffer and fade, but that he felt 
etter when cooler weather arrived. He then received a call 
0 Unionville, Mich. Although his father advised him to come 
ome first and recuperate, yet, as that parish was very 
nxious for early provision, he departed thither, and was 
here 
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itself introduced on the 19th Sunday after Trinity 1883 by Mr. 
P. J. L. Hahn. 

But even here he was not granted to work for long, due to 
illness he had to resign again and in the summer of 1885 he 
came again ill to his father in Serbin, Tex. Here he remained, 
soon improving in health, soon deteriorating again. Although 
he bore his suffering with patience, he had a great desire to 
serve the Lord again in his church, especially when he felt 
stronger and better. - In 1891, when the congregation in 
William Penn, Washington Co, Tex. was without a pastor, he 
helped out the congregation there for a few months with 
preaching and teaching school. The congregation later 
testified to the undersigned that he had administered his 
ministry faithfully and diligently, and that they had greatly 
rejoiced in his beautiful and instructive sermons. However, 
because he thought he had no proper profession and was not 
the actual pastor of the congregation, he felt so oppressed 
and distressed in his conscience by this and by some other 
circumstances that he returned to his father, although the 
congregation would have liked to keep him longer. He then 
remained with his father until the same died in 1892, and he 
then moved with his mother and sister to Giddings, Tex. Here 
he lived quietly and in seclusion, spending his time, when not 
sickly, in minor household chores and study; also giving now 
and then some lessons in music to his brother's children. - 
Since he often expressed to the undersigned his wish to take 
up a profession again, the latter took him to a congregation 
which he served, and Geyer preached there on the third 
Sunday of Advent in 1894. Once again he preached in 
another congregation on the Sunday of Cantate in 1895, 
which then also called him, but because of special 
circumstances and conditions he could not decide to take up 
the profession. 


In the summer of 1897 he again became sicker and more 
suffering, as a stomach ailment joined his other infirmities. In 
the last six weeks of his illness he was able to go to church 
once more. His pastor, Father Mérbe, visited him often and 
comforted him from God's Word. When asked by deffen if he 
believed he would die blessed, he replied, "Yes, | hope so by 
God's grace." After he had strengthened himself by receiving 
Holy Communion on Sunday, July 25, he passed away gently 
and blessedly in good consciousness under the prayers of his 
pastor and relatives on the evening of July 27, 1897. Soon 
after, a great rain and stormy weather overtook the city and 
so it happened that the surrounding officemates could not get 
news to attend his funeral, which had to take place the very 
next day because of the heat. After Father E. Mérbe had 
conducted the funeral ceremonies in the house and preached 
in the church on John 8:51, the funeral procession drove out 
to Serbin, where the body of the weary pilgrim was buried 
next to his blessed father in the graveyard of the local 
community, borne by former pupils of the deceased. H. T. 
Kilian officiated. 

K. O. C. A. Geyer was unmarried; he leaves behind a 
very aged, mourning mother and three 
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Siblings. He has brought his age to 48 years, 4 months and 
3 days.

One of the terrible works of the devil is bodily possession. 
Think of the daughter of the Canaanite woman and the many 
possessed people of whom the New Testament tells us. 
Satan is still doing this terrible work, even in so-called 
Christianity, but most of all in paganism. 

Nevius, a missionary of the American Boston Missionary 
Society, came to China in 1854. It was not long before he 
heard from pagan Chinese that evil spirits possessed this 
and that person in the flesh. He also heard from converted 
Chinese that possessions were not uncommon in China, but 
that the devils had to give way at the prayer of the Christians. 
No missionary had taught the Christians how to cast out 
devils; by reading the New Testament they had learned that 
by believing in Jesus they also had power over evil spirits. 
Nevius then sent out a circular to the missionaries of the 
various missionary societies about the occurrence of those 
who were physically possessed, and they all confirmed his 
experiences. 

Of the many cases which Missionary Nevius himself saw, 
two may stand here. The first is that of a peasant named 
Kwo. The evil spirit took possession of him, as it were by 
force, made him raving, addicted to murder, tempted him to 
gamble for money, to visit inns and theatres, took away his 
consciousness, and tormented him until the man consented 
to be a dwelling-place of the evil spirit. By the demon's 
command a sorceress had to be summoned, and through 
her he made known his wish that an altar should be built for 
him in the farmer's house and incense burned on the same. 
He also said that Kwo should not be afraid, that he wished 
to benefit him, for he wished to teach him to cure diseases. 
The people also brought their sick and some were cured 
without medicine. The demon did not always come 
immediately when he was called; when he came, he said he 
had been there and there; but what he did in the places he 
never said. He could not cure all diseases, but seemed only 
to be able to take away entirely those which were inflicted by 
evil spirits. The demon also said that other spirits were under 
him. He came to the farmer irregularly, sometimes every 
month, sometimes less frequently. When he came, the 
farmer was overcome with a fearful feeling and lost 
consciousness. Then his wife had to burn incense, and the 
evil spirit who spoke out of the man told her what was to 
happen.

Th 
dear letter writer is quite right. A region has a great "fault" if there is n 
Lutheran church and school there, for parents and children will not fin 
in such a region, no matter how many earthly advantages it may offer, 
the spiritual pasture for their souls that their Savior has intended for 
them. Parents should therefore be especially concerned that this great 
defect in the region be remedied, e.g. by calling in a traveling preacher 
and trying to form a Lutheran congregation. If, however, there is no 
prospect at all of gathering a true-believing congregation in the place, 
they should resolve with God to seek out a region where they will find a 
Lutheran church and school and thus abundant bread from heaven for 
themselves and their children. For what good would it do a man if he 
gained the whole world and yet suffered damage to his soul? Matth. 16,

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The following curiosity can be found in "Der Lutherische 
Kirchenfreund", the German newspaper of the General Synod, in an 
article dealing with the inner mission: "As far as our special and 
immediate task is concerned, we do our task in connection with the 
General Synod. Whether it is the largest, most beautiful and best among 
the synods of the Lutheran Church in this country, that does not come 
into consideration at all. A body that has reached 77 years of age must 
have a task. If it is not yet what it ought to be, let us help it accomplish 
what it is there to do." That's an odd reason to stick with an ecclesiastical 
community. To give a rough example, Luther of his time could have 
written: We do our duty in connection with the Roman Church. Whether 
it is the most beautiful and best of the existing church communities is 
not a consideration. Since the papacy has existed not only 77, but about 
1000 years, it must also have a task. And if it is not yet what it ought to 
be, let us help it to become better. Then Luther would have remained 
quietly under the tyranny of the papacy, but he would not have become 
the reformer of the church. This alone is the right motive for adhering to 
a church fellowship, because in it God's Word is taught purely and 
correctly and the sacraments are administered in accordance with 
Christ's institution. All other, false-believing communities - and 
unfortunately the General Synod also belongs to "these" - we should 
flee and avoid for God's sake. G.M.

Christian end-of-course education. The "Lutheran" takes 
every opportunity to point out the necessity and benefit of establishing, 
maintaining, and promoting Christian parochial schools. He is always 
pleased when he hears a desire in other circles for such religious 
instruction as only the parochial school can provide. This is also true of 
a debate that is being heard in the German organ of the Methodists, 
"Der christliche Apologete". The Methodists do not otherwise press for 
parochial schools, nor do they maintain any. All the more noteworthy is 
this statement: "The importance of systematic (well-ordered) religious 
instruction cannot possibly be too strongly emphasized. Every Christian 
who has had the privilege of enjoying such instruction recognizes its 
high and indescribable value. Parents and preachers who neglect to 
teach the young are guilty of grave sins. The consequences are of a 
most sad nature, and in many families and congregations they only too 
soon come to light in a frightful manner. The Christian life of experience 
needs to be deeply grounded in God's Word, otherwise it becomes an 
emotional life that is tossed about like a reed by every wind of doctrine.

What kind of pictures hang on the walls of your house? This is not 
such an unimportant question for every Christian householder.

Cheers - Sermon. 


Text: Matth. 9, 37. 38. 
The harvest is great, but the labourers are few. Therefore pray the 
Lord of the harvest, that he may send forth laborers into his harvest. 


This year we celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of our 
Synod. And indeed, we have cause to rejoice and give 
thanks to our God! For he has done great things for us. He 
has entrusted us with his word. He has made many workers 
out of a few, and has given us ever greater fields of labor. 
Thus the mustard seed has become a tree stretching its 
branches from sea to sea, and under whose branches birds 
of many tongues have built their nests and caught their 
songs. 

For this we also want to thank him here now. But what 
should this thanksgiving consist of? Should it consist in 
singing a hymn of praise, in saying a prayer of thanksgiving, 
and then, together with the jubilant celebration, in making 
an evening of celebration of our work? - Do we think that we 
have now worked enough, that we may now take our ease 
and rest on our laurels? Or do we even think that God 
himself is giving us a hint through the present "hard times" 
not to put so many workers into the field as before? - Is this 
supposed to be thanksgiving for so much grace, kindness, 
faithfulness, and patience that he has shown us poor, 
miserable people? 

Oh, no! Oh, no! Our thanks must be of another kind! The 
right kind of thanks must be that we now begin again, or 
continue with renewed earnestness and even greater zeal 
the work which he has given us and which he has so richly 
blessed until now. 

And this, this is what the contemplation of the text read 
to us may move us to do! For let me show you: 


That the words of our Lord are still established, and are 
also still valid for us, and that is to say 
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St. Louis, Mo., December 14, 1897. No. 25. 


1. The words, "The harvest is great, but the labourers are 
few." But therefore also further 

2. The words, "Therefore pray the Lord of the harvest, 
that he would send forth laborers into his harvest."

The occasion on which our dear Lord spoke the words 
read is indicated by the preceding verses: "And Jesus went 
about into all the cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and 
healing all manner of sickness and all manner of disease 
among the people. And when he saw the people, he was 
grieved of them: for they were faint, and scattered abroad, 
as sheep that have no shepherd. Then said he unto his 
disciples, The harvest is plenteous, but the labourers are 
few." 

"Pining, scattered sheep without a shepherd" he saw. - 
Sheep are not vicious, but they are very simple-minded, 
timid, and completely defenseless animals, and they are so 
easily frightened that a little dog can chase a whole flock into 
the abyss. Sheep must be shepherded. Sheep must have a 
shepherd. Their greatest misfortune is to be without a 
shepherd. But such a herd was the Jewish people at that 
time. Their priests were not shepherds to lead them to green 
pastures and fresh water, but masters of the stocks who 
drove them to the dry stubble of wretched human statutes. 
Therefore they were pining away. But not only that, they 
were also scattered. One part ran after this blind guide, the 
other after that blind guide; one to the right, the other to the 
left into the desert; but both towards the abyss. 

That's the way it was in the Jewish people at that time. 
And this had been the case for a long, long time. Therefore, 
many centuries ago, the Lord, through all His prophets, 
especially Ezekiel, cried out His terrible woe over these 
priests and scribes, but also gave His sheep the promise: "I 
will take care of My flock Myself; | will seek My sheep as a 
shepherd seeks his sheep, and | will save them." 


And now at last, at last - this promise was fulfilled. Now 
he was there, the right, good shepherd. Everywhere from 
place to place the sweet shepherd's voice rang out, "Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and | will 
give you rest. With me ye shall find rest for your souls." Day 
and night he lured, he gathered, he healed, he pastured his 
sheep. 

But not enough about what he did himself. He also 
wanted to appoint others to help him; he wanted to have co- 
workers. These were to be his disciples. But why, in fact? 
He says it with the words, "The harvest is great." 

There he uses another image and simile. Whereas 
before he had compared the Jewish people and land to a 
desert, full of scattered, languishing sheep - a simile that 
could have easily robbed his disciples of their courage - now 
he compares the land and the people (perhaps because it 
was harvest time) to a harvest that was to be worked and 
harvested. With this he wants to encourage his disciples. But 
how so? Does he mean that the people are now very 
receptive to the seed of the gospel; they have a great 
eagerness, desire, and longing for their eternal salvation and 
for me, their Savior? You, my disciples, will be able, without 
much trouble, to bring in pretty much the whole people as a 
few great sheaves into the spiritual barn? - Ah, no. He knew 
his people better than that. He cried out, after all, to the great 
multitude in the wilderness who wanted to hash him and 
make him king: You seek me only because you have eaten 
my bread in the wilderness!

What a great honor | should think it, that | may! How 
confidently should | hope for an answer, since | ask together 
with him who must be answered without a doubt, since | ask 
with him for workers, and since | call with him on him who, as 
the proclaimer of hearts, knows whom he should send, and 
who also guides the hearts of all men! 

Well, what should we pray for? It is not for more workers 
or for many workers, but only for workers. So it is not that we 
should ask for many workers, but that we should ask for 
many workers. So he does not mean that we should always 
ask for many, many workers under all circumstances. Still 
less, however, that we should pray for many in good times 
and for few in hard times, or even that we should ask for all 
workers. He has reserved to himself how many and which he 
will send. If, therefore, we will not govern ourselves, but let 
him govern, he will choose the right number and the right 
people. 

If we ask to whom the Lord says, "Ask," it was, of course, 
first of all the twelve. But not because they were apostles, but 
because they were his disciples. All those on whom he had 
worked were to become his fellow-workers, all those whom 
he had asked of his Father were to become fellow-believers. 
Each one according to his status, profession and opportunity 
in church, school and home. 

Finally, however, we notice one more thing. The Lord 
does not say: First, of course, you should ask, but then do 
this and that and many other things. We would certainly have 
expected that and thought that now the main thing would 
come. But no! Nothing more comes. It seems as if asking 
should do everything. Well, yes, it should. Prayer is not only 
the first thing, but actually and really all we have to do. If we 
only pray as the Lord Christ would have us pray, everything 
else will really take care of itself, or (to put it more correctly) 
our dear Lord will do everything else himself. He promises 
with clear words: "Ask, and ye shall receive; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you. - Now put 
your hand on your heart, my beloved, do we really all ask in 
this way, and not only by listening to the public prayers of the 
church, but also each one for himself in the privacy of his own 
room? 

But, says someone, should the Lord really ask for nothing 
more than mere supplication? After all, he himself says that 
whoever wants to build a tower should first estimate the cost 
of carrying it out, and whoever wants to go to war should first 
consider whether he can meet a great army with a small 
crew. So we must also first estimate the costs before we ask 
for workers whom we want to send out. The answer to this 
is, first, so do those who ask as the Lord would have them 
pray. Secondly, there is a difference whether God has 
commanded us a thing or not. God has not commanded us 
Christians to build great towers like those of Babel, or to go 
out with iron sword and spear to conquer in blood; but his 
tower, his stronghold, that is, 


He commanded every one of us to build his church, and to 
go forth as evangelists with the weapon of his word against 
his enemies, and to cast down the strongholds of Satan. But 
where God's command is, one may and should certainly 
consider how best to carry it out, but never whether one 
should carry it out or not. 

Now, someone else might think, "But God tells us through 
St. Paul, "Send you into the time; for it is evil time." - True. 
But what does that mean? Does it mean, "When hard times 
come, you do not have to do what God wants you to do?" 
Far be it from me! - Let me tell you the actual opinion of the 
holy apostle once exactly, but in bad German. There the 
words are, "Buy the opportunity, for the days are evil." So a 
merchant is presented to us as a pattern. Now, what does a 
merchant do in hard lines? Does he close his shop, put his 
hands in his lap, and complain? That would be a bad 
merchant as a pattern for us Christians. No, on the contrary, 
the worse the times are, the more zealous is a true merchant. 
Now more than ever he leaves no opportunity, no advantage 
unused; now he is satisfied even with the smallest profit; 
now, as never before, he seeks to bring his goods to the 
man. - We Christians should take such a merchant as an 
example. And we have goods which in evil days are of 
double value. These are the treasures of the kingdom of 
heaven, which are contained in the word of God. 

But now perhaps a third comes and speaks: "That may 
all be as you say. But you have forgotten one thing. Workers 
whom we ask for must be sent out and maintained. And for 
this external things are necessary, money and goods are 
needed. Where then is this to come from?"-I have forgotten 
that? Rather say that the Lord Jesus forgot that. For he does 
not say a word about it in the text. "For my sake," you say, "I 
should like to know where all this is to come from." - Now, 
my dear hearer, do not take offense at what | have to say 
now. Behold, either thou art a Christian, or thou art not, and 
wilt but run along.

"Ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that though 
he was rich, yet for your sakes he was poor, that ye through 
his poverty might be rich. 2 Cor. 8, 9. Ye joyfully greet the 
returning proclamation of the glad tidings, "Unto you is born 
this day a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord, in the city of 
David." That this great joy shall be to "all the people" makes 
your joy not less, but greater. The prophet Isaiah already 
rejoices in the presence of the gracious Christ child with the 
shout: "But before you people will rejoice as one rejoices in 
the harvest, as one rejoices when one divides the spoils." 
Now, our hero of David's tribe is distributing his spoils, the 
treasures of his salvation, far and wide, through the ever- 
swinging preaching of the gospel, even through our ministry. 
In this Synodal District (Minnesota and Dakota) alone, the 
preaching of what God has done for us, and of his sweet 
miracles, resounds in four hundred churches and preaching 
places. Their number multiplies on and on, and might 
increase still more rapidly if we had still greater multitudes of 
evangelists. But "to the poor the gospel is preached," Matt. 
11:5; and it is often, very often, the poor in body (as once the 
poor shepherds), among whom the bearers of the heavenly 
message of joy, the traveling preachers and missionaries, 
find joyful reception. What could and should others do who, 
like them, have received the word with joy, but to whom God 
has at the same time given a good harvest, or otherwise 
blessed their basket and their other things? In the church 
prayer on the first Sunday of Advent we called upon the 
Saviour: "Make us all ready, that with heart and good will we 
may give of our substance as of thy blessing, thereby helping 
thy church, and promoting thy entrance." Well then, let us 
now also use the beautiful church services in the upcoming 
festive season to once again collect church collections and 
other gifts from individuals for our dear interior. 
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Mission! We must not and do not want to let our dear 
traveling preachers, who do most of the missionary work in 
the service of the church, and indeed do it for us, but who 
are not yet able to feed on the Gospel with their mostly very 
poor people, suffer any hardship, least of all now that winter 
has come with its severity and severity, and the needs of life 
are increasing.

Since 88,00 
children attended the schools, this would mean that about 6000 childre 
of members of the congregation stayed away from our schools. In reality 
the number is somewhat higher, since the 88,000 also include th 
children of non-parishioners who attend our schools. Nevertheless, th 
Lutheran is quite mistaken in stating that about half of our childre 
attend our schools. 

of our children did not attend our parochial schools. We estimate tha 
about A, maybe H, of our children attend our parochial schools. So it i 
worthwhile to have parochial schools. It is, of course, a shortcoming tha 
not all children of parishioners attend our schools. But even thi 
deficiency is not in all cases due to indifference on the part of the parent 
in regard to the Christian training of their children. In hundreds of so 
called "mission posts" it has not been possible to establish a parochia 
school at all, for want of laborers and means. In other cases, the lon 
distance from the nearest parochial school was the reason wh 
parishioners did not send their children there. - The other objectio 
against the parochial schools, that through them state and church ar 
mixed, the "Lutheran" tries to prove by saying that the state and th 
church are mixed. 

He is not a good teacher, but he claims that the church may only clai 
the teaching of religion; the teaching of secular subjects, however, mus 
be left to the state. A strange view! What does the "Lutheran" imagin 
a school to be? The school is not merely "instruction," that is, th 
teaching of mere knowledge, but above all education. It is precisely th 
public schools that also want to educate. Hence the many "Journal 
of Education." Christian parents, however, should not and do not wan 
to educate their children in any way, but in a Christian way, according t 
the apostle's instruction: "Bring them (your children) up in discipline an 
admonition to the Lord", Eph. 6, 4. Christian parents are therefore no 
only concerned that their children are instructed in the Christian religio 
for a few hours a week, but primarily that their children in all schoo 
lessons - also in spelling, writing, arithmetic, secula 
geography, history, etc. - are brought up with God's Word. 
Furthermore, that their children learn to judge the whole of human lif 
from and according to God's Word. Only this is a Christian school, whic’ 
is in the service of Christian education, which is commanded to Christia

These statistical numbers are 
certainly not large, and yet they appear to us here as great, glorious 
monuments of the grace and mercy of our God, who has also gathered 
here among an unrighteous people a people who recognize, honor, and 
worship him and serve his holy name. Thus even in the great cities our 
missionary work is not in vain, but successful, to the glory of the Lord, 
to the salvation of many souls.

From our Deaf and Dumb Institution. The undersigned 
recently made a short visit to North Detroit to our Deaf and Dumb 
Institution, and would now like to tell something of it in a few words. Our 
deaf-mute pupils are, praise God, all in good health. They are diligently 
learning the German spoken language, the sign language, and they also 
know how to help themselves with the finger language. Above all, 
however, they are taught catechism and the Word of God, which is the 
main thing. - There are now 39 deaf-mute students in the institution. 
Among them there is also a little boy whom all the others like; however, 
he is not deaf-mute but rather feeble-minded. The little boy sits among 
the others in his box and paints figures, but sometimes the time is too 
long for him and he begins to sing or to make noise in order to bring 
some change into the perpetual monotony. This, of course, does not 
disturb the deaf-mutes, for they do not hear it; but it is sometimes a 
nuisance to the teacher. - The teachers work with all diligence and with 
all fidelity, therefore they have also made good progress with the 
children. It is a joy to watch the pupils recite a task in sign language, or 
when they recite a saying or a commandment in spoken language. - 
There are also some already confirmed deaf-mutes who still want to 
perfect their knowledge of sign language. But they are also so far 
advanced in written language that they can express themselves quite

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Ohio Synod. 


The Ohio Synod has recently published another pamphlet 
against us. However, this is not a new writing, but only the 
English translation of newspaper articles and writings that 
were previously published in German. The unjust and in part 
quite nonsensical Ohioan attacks on the Missouri Synod in 
general and the person of the blessed Dr. Walther in 
particular have been duly illuminated by us in the past.

4. "The Old Testament is a testamentary letter of Christ, 
which he opened after his death, and caused to be read and 
preached everywhere through the gospel." 

5. "We must run down to the Old Testament, to the oerter, 
where the gospel is founded." 

6. "In Moses we have the right golden treasury, from 
which is taken all that is written of the Godhead of Christ in 
the New Testament." 

7. "All the prophets have labored almost (very much) in 
this treasure pit (Old Testament), and have dug out their 
treasure." 

8. "He that had time, and should hold the sayings of the 
Holy Ghost in the New Testament against this text Most, 
Gen. 1:28, 31, would find great light, pleasure, and joy."

"May all interpretation of Scripture 
have only one effect, to introduce the Christians to the 
Scriptures themselves" (and especially through this book to 
the holy Scriptures of the Old Testament) "so that they read 
them diligently, consider and contemplate them properly,

It's a strange New Testament. 
The great British Bible Society, which has _ its 


headquarters and museum in London, has often been 
mentioned in this paper. In this museum about 300 different 
copies of the Bible are exhibited according to the different 
languages in which the Bible, printed by that great society, is 
published and distributed. 

But in the possession of this Society is also a very curious 
New Testament in English: a Testament written in this 
nineteenth century with the pen, and by a peasant - as if the 
art of printing had not yet been invented. 

It happened as follows: An Irish peasant came to his 
landlord and asked him to lend him a New Testament. Now 
in Ireland almost the whole population is Catholic, so Bibles 
and Testaments are rare, and at that time they were hard to 
buy, at least in the countryside. 

The landowner was not inclined to grant the farmer's 
request because he feared that the precious book, his New 
Testament, would be damaged. Then a good thought 
occurred to the peasant. "Couldn't | copy it?" he asked. "You 
have neither pen nor ink!" replied the peasant.

Squire. - "I will buy them," replied the peasant, "if you will 
only allow me to write in your antechamber every evening." 

Such a request the lord of the manor could not refuse. 
Every evening, when the sun had set, the farmer's 
husbandman came and wrote with his calloused hands in the 
dim tallow light, and wrote and wrote - verse by verse and 
chapter by chapter. Many will be able to write better and 
paint more beautiful letters than he; but whether many will 
take as much delight in the words of God as this simple, 
simple farmer, that is still the question. 

So he usually wrote late into the night and did not tire until 
at last, after years, the whole New Testament was finished. 
Then he brought it to the lord of the manor and showed it to 
him with joy. He said: "Do you want to fulfill a request? Here 
I give thee a beautiful New Testament, large printed and hard 
bound; wilt thou give me thy written one in return?" 

The farmer consented; and now the London Bible Society 
has that copy in its possession, as a precious monument of 
a pious farmer's love for the holy gospel.

The necessity of urban migration. For a number of years 
now, the depopulation of the countryside and the growth of the urban 
population has been an indisputable, conspicuous fact. And this is true 
not only of our country, whose population is increasing rapidly, but also 
of the old world. Everywhere the masses of the people are crowding 
into the great cities. In various journals figures are given which make 
this quite evident. Thus the "Christian Messenger" points out the 
tremendous expansion which Berlin, the German imperial capital, has 
undergone in the past twenty-five years. "The cosmopolitan city of 
London is probably two thousand years old; four-fifths of its population 
alone have been annexed in this century. The city of New York was 
founded in 1614, and in the first 175 years of its existence it brought it 
to only 33,000 inhabitants. The gain in the last 20 years has been 26 
times greater than in the first long period. A hundred years ago about 3 
per cent of our population lived in cities; now eS are about 30 per cent." 
Statesmen and writers on economics are concerned with this striking 
fact, and are thinking of ways and means to meet these changed 
conditions. But even the church must not remain inactive in the face of 
this peculiar phenomenon. It has the task of preaching the Gospel to 
the world. And when the great masts in the cities crowd together, the 
church must devote special attention to the city mission, must follow 
these masses of people, among whom there are always many 
Christians, into the cities with the preaching of the Gospel. Then alone 
can she preserve her members from apostasy, keep them with her, and 
recruit other souls to her. Let us, therefore, in our missionary work, give 
due heed to this phenomenon of the times! L. F. 

The Church Building Society of the Methodist Church 
has a fund of no less than 1,019,000. This money is lent to poor 
congregations, especially missionary congregations, for necessary new 
buildings and is then paid back by them over the years. In this way the 
congregations come to have their own church property and do not need 
to run up debts with strangers and burden themselves with a load that 
almost crushes them. Some districts within our synod have also set up 
such a church building fund, and many mission congregations have 
already been helped by it. But our missionary work could certainly be 
expanded considerably in this direction if these church building funds 
were regularly and generously provided for.
